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VALEDICTORY ADDRESS. 


Members of the City Councils: 

It is the custom of municipal executives at the close of their 
administration to present a brief review of the work accomplish- 
ed during their incumbency. Therefore it seems not inappro- 
priate at this time to take a hasty glance over the record for 
the past three years, during which Ihave had the honor of 
serving as mayor of this city. 

The city debt, on my coming into the mayoralty office, a- 
mounted to $76,700. The greater part of this debt, $47,700, 
was for the construction of sewers. Twelve thousand dollars 
was for schools, while the remainder was for outstanding bills 
and other municipal purposes. This debt was in notes drawing 
five per cent. interest. Arrangements were made with the Som- 
ersworth Savings bank, and these notes, with the exception of 
the school notes, were taken up, and new notes given to the 
bank, bearing interest at four per cent. per annum, and effect- 
ing a very substantial annual saving in the interest account. 
Since then $6,000 of the school notes have been paid and can- 
celed, leaving only three of $2,000 each, which fall due one 
each year. 

The Maine bridge was ina very dilapitated and unsafe con- 
dition. In years past the town had paid out no small sum for 
damages to persons and teams for injuries received by reason 
of defects in that bridge. Moreover, its annual repair charge 
was a comparatively heavy one. In place of that structure now 
stands a modern steel bridge, built after the most approved de- 
signs and in the most thorough manner. It extends over the 
Somersworth half of the river and is made so that if in the fu- 
ture Berwick should see fit to have her half of the bridge re- 
placed by asteel structure, the two portions could be joined to- 
gether and built substantially as strong as though made at one 
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and the same time. This bridge, if kept properly painted, 
ought to last for5o years, or a century, as for that matter, there 
being no need of repairs except that involved in painting. 
During the freshet of a year ago the bridge had a pretty se- 
vere test, but stood it well. The pier was washed out under- 
neath considerably, but this has been thoroughly repaired 
and is now in as firm and safe condition as it ever was. 

Two of the most important institutions in a community are 
a good water supply and an adequate sewerage system. Hach 
is necessary to the other, and both are of equal importance. 
An abundant supply of water is essential not only to the pub- 
lic health and convenience, but also to the proper protection of 
property against fire. Waterworks systems may be owned by 
private corporations or by the municipalities themselves. In 
the former case, experience has proved that private corpora- 
tions run such enterprises peculiarly as a money-making ven- 
ture, and for dividends alone. The result of this is that such 
Ownership does not fairly meet the demands which the 
community makes upon it, and does not give the service that 
ought to be expected. In the case of municipal ownership, 
however, the primal idea is the public convenience and satis- 
faction. The results are, therefore, invariably better and the 
service is greatly improved. The. importance of the munict- 
pal ownership of waterworks systems is now clearly recognized 
in nearly all communities of any size or consequence, and in 
the near future a municipality that does not own its water- 
works will be considered as far behind the times as is the com- 
munity today that lights its streets with kerosene. 

Somersworth took a decided step in advance when in 1895 
her city councils decided to establish a waterworks system. 
That system is now nearly completed. The filter bed will prob- 
ably be ready for use by July or August, and the city will then 
have a system which is, in equipment and efficiency, second 
to none in the country of its size, and costing as little in pro- 
portion to its capacity (I venture to say) as any system in New 
England. With the filter in use the public is assured of hay- 
ing pure and healthfnl water in aburdance, and free from the 
danger of pollution or disease contamination. That the sys-_ 
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tem will be self-supporting cannot be doubted. The revenue 
from it is already very gratifying, more even than was antici- 
pated, and this revenue upon the completion of the filter will 
undoubtedly increase still more, and growsteadily year by year. 

The final report of the committee on water supply is now in 
press, covering the matter of construction and giving detailed 
information as to the plant. This will be issued for public dis- 
tribution atan early day. ‘The valuable services rendered by 
Engineer Wheeler and his uprightness and conscientious de- 
votion to his work have been duly recognized and appreciat- 
ed by the committee on water supply and those brought into 
contact with him. 

With a water system, proper sewerage is necessary in order 
to carry offthe waste water. Drainage is essential, moreover, 
on sanitary grounds. Good sewerage improves the value of 
a water system, and an abundant water supply adds to the ef- 
ficiency and cleanliness of the sewers. One of the most im- 
portant steps taken by the city was in completing the sewer- 
age system, substantially on the lines laid down in the plans 
drawn up ten yearsor so ago. These plans were modified 
somewhat, in view of the necessities developed by subsequent 
surveys, and the result has been a decided improvment over 
the original lay-out. The system, so far asthe pipe lines are 
concerned, is practically completed. The new work, done 
during the past two or three years, has been under the super- 
vision of a competent engineer and has been a thorough and 
satisfactory piece of construction at a very reasonable cost. 
The lines of pipe have been laid carefully to grade, and each 
line has been inspected and tested before acceptance. Some 
changes will undoubtedly have to be made in some of the old 
sewerage lines, and more particularly in the main sewer near 
the top of Foundry hill, it never having been at that point 
laid down to the grade established for it in the plan, the re- 
sult being a failure to satisfactorily perform its work of carry- 
ing off the sewage and the sand washed in from the streets. 
Nevertheless, the city has an excellent system, which meets 
its needs well. 

Another improvement entered upon is the placing of the 
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highway department in condition to build and maintain good 
streets. Asa result, the city now has the necessary road ma- 
chinery, with a stone-crushing plant complete, located near 
a supply of goodstone that will last for years, and with a steam 
road-roller, which is indispensable in macadam work. Some 
macadam has been laid on Main and Orange streets, and use 
has proved its value beyond question. Owing to the exten- 
sive digging up of the streets, no macadam work has been 
done during the past year, but during the coming year the 
roads will have become settled and in proper condition to re- 
ceive the stone. A continuance of the policy already entered 
upon of building a section of macadam every year, will soon 
result in giving to the city as fine a system of highways as any 
town in the state can boast of. The incoming executive is a 
man who thoroughly understands and appreciates the value 
of good roads, and we shall expect from him and his admin- 
istration good work in this direction during the coming year. - 

The outstanding notes and written obligations of the city 
now amount to $266,313.72. Ofthis indebtedness $142,613.72 
was incurred on water-works account, including the award of 
referees for the pipe lines of the Great Falls Manufacturing 
Co. Of the balance, $38,950 is for sewers laid from 1891 to 
1896, while the remainder is for outstanding bills, schools, and 
other municipal purposes. Upon completion of the filter, the 
total debt will amount to $285,000.00, if the work is carried 
out on lines already laid down. Part of these notes draw four 
per cent. interest, but the money which was hired during the 
early portion of 1896 could not be obtained at so favorable an 
interest figure. Therefore, part of the remainder was hired 
at five per cent. and the balance at six per cent. It was the 
intention of the finance committee, with the co-operation of 
the councils, to fund the debt ofthe city in four per cent. bonds. 
With this view the notes of the city were arranged so as to be- 
come due on, or immediately after, January 1, 1897, so that 
there should be no unnecesary loss of interest in the operation 
of funding. ‘The plans for funding were not carried out, how- 
ever, owing to the non-action of the common council, a result 
which was most unfortunate, it seems to me, forthe city. The 
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city councils, however, provided for issuing large notes to take 
up the smaller notes and place their indebtedness in compact 
form. Owing to the illness of Treasurer Stickney, however, 
he has been unable to attend to this, and the city notes remain 
as before. 

In closing, I desire to express to the aldermen and the mem- 
bers of the common council, irrespective of party, my very sin- 
cere thanks for their unvarying courtesy toward me, and for 
their co-operation in various important measures. I feel that 
these branches for the past three years have left a good record 
of results acheived, a record which should have the commen- 
dation of the public. 

To the incoming Mayor, Aldermen and Councilmen I ten- 
der my best wishes, and hope for a good administration of mu- 
nicipal affairs. As long as human nature is constituted as it 
is, perfect municipal governments cannot exist. It will be all 
that can be asked if you act upon the various matters coming 
before you according to your best light, and if your legislation 
be honestly conceived and well intentioned. You are entitled 
to the support of all citizens so long as your work is within 
these lines.

INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Members of the City Councils: 

It has become an established custom in cities, that the 
newly elected mayors shall at the beginning of each munict- 
pal year lay before the incoming city councils,in a ‘general 
way, their plans and purposes of which they wish to pursue 
and carry into effect. 

I think it would have been more fitting at this time for his 
honor the retiring mayor, and city councils to have advanced 
their ideas upon the present affairs of the city for the better 
advancement of works already begun and contemplated, such 
as the water works system, the sewer system, and the estab- 
lishing of a system of road building; the better interest per- 
taining to the advancement of schools, and such other mat- 
ters as are generally considered by city officials; but there 
seems to be a general tendency of the office seeker to rush 
into office, and as hurridly drop out at the expiration of his 
term. I will say, however, that his honor, the retiring mayor, 
and other members have assisted, and freely express their 
willingness to assist the present councils with any information 
they may desire, and for the newly elected members of the 
city councils I express our sincere thanks. 

I shall, however, on general principles, advocate a policy 
of economy in every department, and shall hope with the 
co-operation of both branches of the city government to carry 
such into effect. | 

We have just passed through a very heated political con- 
test, perhaps the hottest campaign that Somersworth ever 
knew, not between the republican and democratic parties 
alone, but a battle of citizens, asking for a more clean and 
economical administration as a safeguard to the tax-payers 
money, ‘Their interests and our interests are alike, therefore 
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let us not ignore the people by whom we were elected in our 
selection of officers for the various departments, to be elected 
and appointed, not draw the party line too closely, let us select 
officers who will be an honor to themselves and an honor to 
the city. 

I would recommend the changing of the city ordinances so 
that the salary of the city solicitor shall be two hundred dol- 
lars instead of four hundred per year. 

Also change of ordinances to fix city marshal’s salary at 
six hundred dollars instead of seven hundred and fifty per 
year. 

Also change of ordinances reducing the police force form 
five to three.

I should recommend the bonding of the entire water debt 
as soon as works may be completed for aterm of years, the 
payment of which to be hereafter carefully considered for our 
best advantages. ; 
Six thousand dollars of the general debt which is for school 
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house, 1890, is fully provided for by notes coming due $2,000 
annually. 

The balance of the general indebtedness | would advise 
bonding, payable $3,000 annually for three years until school 
house notes of 1890 have expired; and $5,000 annually 
thereafter. 

My reason for bonding the entire amounts are these: that 
the large sums of money to be raised for accruing interest, 
together with large sums to be raised to put our streets and 
sidewalks in a passable condition, will be as much of a bur- 
den as we will be able to carry. 

I would advise the macadamizing of Main street from city 
hall to Franklin street the coming year, and Iam of the 
opinion that a small amount of street can be macadamized 
annually and greatly improve their condition at a small 
annual expense. I would also recommend a moderate outlay 
annually on sidewalks, which together with the streets, are 
in a very bad condition, and much more care should be pro- 
vided for them. 


WATER WORKS SYSTEM. 


I have made an effort to obtain some figures in regard to 
the working of the system, but unfortunately, I was unable 
to obtain very much information. I obtained nothing in 
regard to the cost of running and maintaining the plant, but 
was much surprised when I obtained the figures purporting 
to be the gross earnings for the first year. They report ten 
thousand five hundred fifty-eight dollars and twelve cents, 
($10,558,12), including two thousand nine hundred dollars 
($2,900), charged to the city for hydrants and watering- 
troughs, or seven thousand six hundred fifty-eight dollars 
and twelve cents ($7,658.12) net earning which I think a 
very prosperous outlook for the first year, and one of the com- 
missioners informed me that, in his opinion, in three years 
time at least the plant would be self-supporting, but from the 
fact of his not being able to report the expense of running 
and maintaining the plant for the first year, or an estimate, I 
came tothe conclusion that his facinating ideas might be 
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equally as loose and careless as his system of book-keeping, 
therefore I am unable to report with any degree of accu- 
racy. 


BLECERICeLAGE Ds, 


If I am rightly informed, our contracts for electric lighting 
will expire sometime in 1899 with the Electric Light and 
Power Co., and I think legislation should have been sought 
at the present session of the legislature that we might have 
been granted the right of furnishing our own lights for our 
city, which if we can be enabled to do, will not only decrease 
the expense of lighting, but give us a better service, and be 
under our full control, so we may be able to run the lights to 


any hour that we may think best without any fears of break-— 


ing contracts; if such a plan can be brought about, and run in- 
connection with the pumping station, which has been con- 
structed with the idea of connecting the two plants, would 
greatly reduce the running expenses of both, and everything 
pertaining to that combination ought to have been put in 
readiness during the season of 1897, but, owing to such 
delays, no legislation can be obtained until after such con- 
tracts shall have expired. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT, 


As I have said before, I would reduce the force from five 
to three and think equally as good service can be obtained. 
The ordinances were changed during the year 1896 for the 
purpose of increasing the force from three to five, to operate a 
‘police clock system, or a political clock system, but Iam well 
aware that neither have worked successfully, therefore I sug- 
gest the returning to a force of three and reduce the running 
expenses twelve hundred dollars annually. The dutiesof a 
city marshal and assistants are very clearly defined in the city 
ordinances and police regulations, and if they are faithfully 
carried out, there is nothing I can say or do to be of any ben- 
efit. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Iam not fully prepared to make recommendations at this 
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time, but think one or more of our hose carriages can be ex- 
changed for lighter ones, thus enabling us to reduce our num- 
ber of firemen, and still be equally as strong, or stronger, than 
we were with our old water works system. There seem to be 
many difficulties arising in some of the companies among the 
firemen, which seem to be very trifling in themselves, but 
very detrimental to the city, and shows a marked inefficiency 
of the board of engineers. I shall hope that the board of 
engineers will at once arrange matters satisfactorily with 
the firemen, or disband those companies and organize new 


ones in their stead. 
SCHUUL or 


I am very favorably impressed with the schools at the 
present time, and think they rank with the best in our state. 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY. 

It is being improved every year under the supervision of 
Superintendent William B. Martin, but a small appropriation 
is needed annually for its general support. It seems to me 
that it ought to be self-supporting, but, not being very famil- 
jar with the affairs, Iam not able at this time to make any 
recommendations, and think perhaps they might be out of 
place aiso, as I think those matters wholly within the hands 
of the trustees. 

I would ask the city councils to so amend the city ord1- 
nances that no member of either branch thereof shall be al- 
lowed to hold any subordinate office under said city councils. 

I shall ask to have city ordinances changed so that our 
financial year shall end February first, so that the city reports 
‘may be printed and appear before the people as early as 
March first. 

I shall ask city councils to at once cause an investigation 
into the water works. construction. 

Therefore, I shall ask city councils to appoint a committee, 
with full power to act, and obtain such assistance as they 
may need, and place their finding before the city councils, 
I shall ask for an appropriation to carry the same into effect.

ORDINANCES. 


SECTION 1. All by-laws passed by the city councils shall 
be termed ordinance, and the enacting style shall be, ‘‘Be it 
ordained by the city councils of the city of Somersworth.’’ 


Sec. 2. All ordinances shall be recorded by the city clerk 
in a fair and legible hand, in the order in which they shall be 
passed, without interlineation or erasure, in a book to be 
kept for that purpose, made of strong linen paper, with a 
proper margin and index, strongly bound, and to be lettered 
‘*Record of the ordinances of the city of Somersworth,’’ 
which book shall be preserved in the office of the city clerk, 
subject to public inspection. 


Sec. 3. The ordinances of the city councils and resolu- 
tions and orders, hereafter passed, shall be published by 
causing the same to be inserted three weeks in one or more 
newspapers printed and published in the city, and it shall be 
the duty of the city clerk to see that ordinances are so pub- 
lished. 


CHAPTER IT; 


SECTION 1. The city clerk shall be ex-officio keeper of 
the city seal, but shall permit the mayor or any other officer 
to afix the same to any document to which the city seal is 
required to be affixed. 
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Sec. 2. All deeds and other legal instruments nade, or 
special contract entered into by the city, requiring a seal, 
shall be sealed with the city seal and be signed and acknowl- 
edged in behalf of the city by the mayor. 


CHAPTER 1IT- 


MAYORALTY VOTE. 


SECTION 1. The city councils shall meet im convention, 
annually, on the Thursday following the second Tuesday of 
March, at eight o’clock in the afternoon, for the purpose of 
examining the returns and declaring the vote given in for 
mayor. 


SEC. 2. The incomting city councils shall meet in conven- 
tion on the third Tuesday of March, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, for the purpose of taking the oath of office and per- 
fecting their organization. 


CHAP TH Ria. 


TIME OF ELECTING CITY OFFICERS: 


SECTION 1. The city councils shall meet in convention 
on the fourth Tuesday of March, annually, and elect the fol- 
lowing Officers: City treasurer, tax collector, street commis- 
sioner, city solicitor, city marshal, assistant marshal, three po- 
lice officers, one assessor and one member ofthe board of water 
commissioners, forthe term of three years, chief engineer and 
two assistant engineers of the fire department, city physician, 
overseer of the poor, sanitary Officer, city messenger, sealer 
of weights and measures, fish and game warden, surveyors of 
wood and lumber, weighers of hay, straw and coal, fence 
viewer, field driver, agent for the sale of spirituous liquors, 
two city auditors, and such other officers as may be required 
for the good government of the city. If any of the fore- 
going officers cannot conveniently be elected on the dates 
herein provided, the convention shall be adjourned from 
time to time until the election shall be completed. 
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Sec. 2. Onthe fourth Tuesday of March, 1897, the city 
councils in convention shall elect two persons to serve as 
members of the school board for three years, and every 
second and third year thereafter the city councils shall elect 
two persous to serve for three years. 

SEC. 3. Said officers shall be elected in the manner pro- 
vided in the city charter. 


SEC. 4. The overseer of the poor elected by the city coun- 
cils, with the mayor ex-officio, shall constitute a board of 
overseers of the poor. 
Sec. 5. The city physician, overseer of the poor and 
sanitary officer, elected by the city councils, shall constitute a 
board of health for the city. | 


CHAPTER .V. 
SALARIES OF CITY OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1. The salaries of the officers of the city for 
each municipal year shall be fixed as follows: |

City Auditors, each, 5 00 
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Judge of Police Court, $500 00 
Clerk of Police Court, 200 00

The City Clerk shall receive for his services the sum of 
three hundred dollars per year and the fees of his office. 

Each ward moderator, six dollars for the years in which 
the biennial elections occur, and four dollars for the other 
years. 

Each ward clerk, eight dollars for the years in which the 
biennial elections occur, and four dollars for the other years, 
and the sum of fifty cents for each juror drawn in his ward. 

Each ward selectman, six dollars for the years in which 
the biennial elections occur and three dollars for the other 
years. 

Janitors of ward rooms, two dollars each, for every election 
held. ; 

Inspectors of elections, three dollars each for the election 
at which he serves. 

Sec. 2. The salaries of the mayor, city treasurer, city 
solicitor, city physician, overseer of the poor, police judge, 
sanitary officer, assessors and clerk of the common council 
shall be paid in equal quarterly payments, the city clerk, 
street commissioner and regular police officers in equal 
monthly payments; all other officers shall be paid annually, 
and all fees except when made a part of the salary of the offi- 
cer, received by any of these officers shall be accounted for 
and paid over to the city treasurer, unless said payments shall 
be otherwise directed by ordinance. 


CHAPTER YI. 
ACCOUNTS, EXPENDITURES AND FINANCE. 


SECTION 1. There shall be appointed by the mayor and 
president of the common council at the beginning of each 
municipal year, a joint standing committee on claims and 
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accounts, to consist of one member of the board of aldermen 
and two members of the common council, which committee 
shall meet once, at least, in each month, and shall carefully 
examine and audit all accounts and claims against the city (ex- 
cept those contracted by the school board, water commission- 
ers and trustees of Forest Glade Cemetery), which shall be 
laid before them itemized and approved, as provided in the 
following section, and shall allow and pass the same if found 
correct and justly due. And the school board, water com- 
missioners and trustees of Forest Glade Cemetery shall ap- 
point from their members committees with like duties and 
restrictions, to examine, allow and pass all accounts and 
claims made, contracted or authorized by such boards, 
itemized and approved as provided in the following section. 


SEC. 2. No account or claim against the city, except 
judgments of courts shall be received or acted upon by either 
of the committees or boards mentioned in the preceding 
section, unless each item thereof shall be specifically set forth, 
and unless such account or claim shall be accompanied with 
the approval of the officer, or agent, authorized‘in behalf of 
the city, or said boards, to make the contract, or cause the 
expenditure to be made, that the same is correct and just; 
and no committee of the city councils shall have authority to 
expend or authorize the expenditure of any money, except 
for ordinary repairs and maintenance in the departments of 
the respective committees, unless the same shall have been 
voted by the city councils in concurrence. 


Src. 3. Thecity clerk shall receive all accounts and claims 
from persons having demands against the city, school board, 
water department or trusteesof Forest Glade Cemetery, which ° 
shall have been itemized and approved as provided in the 
foregoing section. He shall carefully examine all such 
accounts and claims, and see that they are correctly cast, and 
present the same, folded, filed and numbered, to one or the’ 
other of the said committees as shall be appropriate. He shall 
keep a book in such manner and form as the joint committee 
on claimsand accounts shall direct, wherein he shall enter the 
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date and amount of every claim and account against the city 
or school board, as finally corrected and allowed by either of 
the committees aforesaid and wherein he shall enter the name 
of the person to whom the same has been allowed, designating 
the fund or appropriation from which the same shall be paid, 
and the certificate of the committee allowing any such ac- | 
count, or claim, shall be made in the book thus kept by the 

city clerk. 


Sec. 4. The city clerk shall also, under the direction of 
the joint committee on claims and accouuts, keep a book, or 
ledger, in which he shall enter the various appropriations 
made by the city councils, each under its appropriate head, 
aud charge to each the different payments and expenditures 
which, from time to time, shall be made therefrom. When- 
ever any appropriation shall be expended, the city clerk shall 
immediately give notice thereof to the mayor, the city coun- 
cils, and to one or the other of said committees as may be 
appropriate, and neither of said committees shall pass, or 
allow any claim or account, chargeable to any head, or appro- 
priation whith has been expended, until the city councils 
shall have provided the means for paying the same. The 
city clerk shall also open an account with the city treasurer, 
charging him with the amount of loans to the city and all 
sums.of money paid to him in behalf of the city, by the col- 
lector or other officer, or agent of the city, or by any person in 
any way indebted to the city; also with all bonds, notes, 
mortgages, or other securities in the hands of the treasurer, 
or which may pass into his hands, belonging to the city, so that 


the amount in value thereof may at any time be seen in his 
books. | 


SEC. 5. No money shall be paid from the city treasury ex- 
cept upon the written order of the mayor, addressed to the 
treasurer and countersigned by the city clerk and numbered 
so as to correspond with the account or claimit shall be drawn 
to pay. 


SEc. 6. The mayor is hereby authorized to draw orders on 
the treasurer for the payment of all accounts and claims 
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allowed and approved by either of said committees on claims 
and accounts, or boards, as provided in the first and second 
sections of this chapter, but the mayor shall not draw an 
order in payment for any services rendered, or any material 
furnished for any department, beyond the sum specially 
appropriated therefor by the city councils. 


Sec. 7. Any sum of money which shall have been specially 
appropriated for the payment of principal or interest due on 
any note, or other security of the city, or of the state or 
county taxes, may be drawn from the treasury and paid by 
the order of the mayor, countersigned by the city clerk, for 
the purpose for which it was appropriated, without any act 
on the part of either committee on claims and accounts, and 
when it shall become necessary to pay money in advance on 
contracts made or work begun for the city, but not completed, 
the mayor, upon being satisfied of such necessity, may draw 
his order for not more than two hundred dollars for any one 
contract or piece of work begun, which order shall be counter- 
signed as aforesaid; and all further calls or demands for 
advance shall receive the approval of the committee on claims 
and accounts before payment is made. 


Sec. 8. Whenever any money shall be drawn from the 
treasury for the purposes specified in the preceding section, 
the city clerk shall report the same and the amount thereof, 
to the committee on claims and accounts at their next meeting 
and shall charge the same under the appropriate head of 
expenditures. 


SEC. 9. Nocontract or agreement for labor, or for the 
purchase or sale of any materials, goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, in which any member of thecity councils, or any officer or 
agent appointed by the city councils, or by the mayor and 
board of aldermen, shall be directly, or indirectly, interested 
in private capacity, shall be made and concluded by any per- 
son, or persons, in behalf of the city, unless such contract or 
agreement shall have been authorized or ratified by the city 
councils. And no account, or claim, against the city, arising 
from such contract, or agreement, shall be allowed or certified 
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by aty contnittee, nor shall any order therefor be drawn upor 
or paid by the city treasurer ; but such restriction shall not be 
construed to prevent the purchase of ordinary supplies from 
members of the city councils who may be engaged in trade, 
nor the employment of members of the city councils in their 
ordinary vocations, by duly authorized heads of depart- 
nients. 


Sec. 10. All city officers who shall, in their official 
capacity, receive any money on behalf of the city, shall, un- 
less otherwise ordered, pay to the treasurer the amount in 
their hands once a month, or oftener, if required, except the 
collector of taxes and city clerk, who shall make such pay- 
ments whenever the sum in the hands of either of them 
shall amount to five hundred dollars, and shall also on 
the first Saturday of every month, pay into the city treas- 
ury all moneys by them collected and in their possession at 
the time, and submit their books and lists to the treasurer for 
his inspection aud computation; all other persons who shall 
at any time have money in their hands belonging to the city, 
unless otherwise provided, shall forthwith pay the same to 
the treasurer. 


Sec. 11. In all cases of the payment of money to the city 
treasurer, he shall give to the person paying the same an 
order to the city clerk for a receipt for the amount so paid, 
which order shall be delivered to the city clerk, and filled in 
his office, and the city clerk shall give to the person so pay- 
ing a receipt as evidence of such payment. AIl officers and 
agents recelving money on behalf of the city, shall deliver to 
the city clerk, once a month, a report in detail of the amount 
received, and what disposition has been made thereof, except 
in cases where other provision is made. 


_ Sec. 12. The city treasurer shall not keep on hand or on 
deposit at any time in his own name as said treasurer, over 
five thousand dollars. All sums in excess of that amount 
shall be deposited specially in the name of the city, subject 
to be withdrawn only by the joint check of the mayor and 
treasurer: and in case of the neglect, refusal or inability of 
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the mayor to sign the same for any purpose, or in case of 
his death or absence from the city, then the city councils shall 
by vote direct who shall sign said check on behalf of the 
city. 


SEC. 13. The city treasurer shall keep the city accounts 
by double entry system of book-keeping and shall, under the 
direction of the joint committee on claims and accounts, keep 
in a book provided for that purpose an accurate and true ac- 
count of all his receipts and payments on behalf of the city, 
making them conform in mode of entry as nearly as may be 
to the accounts kept by the city clerk. He shall not pay any 
money out of the treasury except upon orders of the mayor 
drawn in the form prescribed in the fifth section of this chap- 
ter. He shall on the Monday following the first Saturday of 
every month certify to the city clerk all moneys received and 
paid by him on city accounts during the preceding month, 
and the balance then remaining in his hands; he shall also 
once in six months, and oftener if required, lay before the 
city councils a like statement of the condition of the treasury 


_ during the preceding six months. A part of the annual 


teport of the treasurer shall be a trial balance embracing all 
the cash transactions of the treasurer’s office for the preced- 
ing fiscal year, which trial balance shall be examined. by the 
auditors of the city, and if found correct shall be certified to 
by them. 


Sec. 14. There shall be appointed at the beginning of 
each municipal year a joint standing committee on finance, 
to consist of the mayor and one member of the board of alder- 
men and two members of the common council. 

Sec. 15 The committee on finance shall negotiate all 
loans to the city, which shall be authorized by the city coun- 
cils, and shall report the amount to the city treasurer. 


SEC. 16. Whenever authority is given by the city 
councils to borrow money on the credit of the city, all notes | 
and certificates of indebtedness given therefore shall be signed 
by the mayor and the city treasurer, and countersigned by the . 
city clerk, and all such notes and certificates shall be regis- 
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tered in books kept for that purpose in the office of the city 
treasurer and city clerk, respectively. Such registers shall 
describe said notes and certificates by number, date and. 
amount, the name of the person to whom payable, the rate of 
interest, and the date of the ordinance, or resolution author- 
izing the same, and when paid, the date of payment shall be 
inserted on each of said registers. 


Sec. 17. All notes given by the city of Somersworth shall 
be substantially in the following form:

prepare and lay before the city councils a statement of all

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receipts and expenditures of the financial year ending with 
the first day of said month, giving in detail the amount of 
appropriation and expenditures for each department, and said 
statement shall be accompanied by a schedule of the prop- 
erty, real and personal, belonding to the city, and the value 
thereof, and the amount of the city debt, 


SEC. 19. The committee on Finance shall,at the close of the 
municipal year, and as much oftener as they deem it expedi- 
ent, examine and audit the accounts of the city treasurer and 
of all other city officers, including the account of the clerk of 
. the police court, and for that purpose shall have access to all 
books and vouchers in possession of said treasurer, or in the 
possession of the city clerk, or of any other officer of the city. 
Said committee shall not only compare said accounts with the 
vouchers thereof, but shall ascertain if all moneys due the 
city have been collected and accounted for. They shall also 
examine all bonds, notes and securities, and count the money 
in the hands of said officer belonging to the city, and make 
report thereof to the city councils. 


SEC. 20. The city treasurer shall make up his accounts to 
the first day of March; and the financial year shall begin on 
the first day of March ineach year.

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


. SECTION I. The city marshal and assistant marshal shall, 
before entering upon the duties of their office, take before the 
mayor and city clerk the oath of office prescribed by law, and 
each shall give bond, the marshal in the sum of five hundred 
dollars, and the assistant marshal in the sum of three hundred 
dollars, with sureties, to be approved by the mayor, for the 
faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices, 
which oath and bonds shall be recorded in the city clerk’s 

_ Office. 


Sec. 2. The city marshal shall, from time to time, pass 
through the streets, lanes and alleys of the city, and take 
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notice of all nuisances, obstructions and impediments therein, 
and on the sidewalks thereof, and cause the same forthwith 
to be removed and the authors thereof to be prosecuted 
according to law. He shall observe all defects and want of 
repair in the highways and streets, and give immediate notice 
thereof to the mayor and street commissioner, to the end that 
the same may be amended. He shall, upon hearing of any 
accident where the city may become liable for damages, 
immediately secure information concerning the same, and 
notify the city clerk. He shall to the utmost of his power 
preserve the public peace and prevent all riots, disorders and 
all unlawful practices within the city. He shall carry into 
execution within the city the laws of the state and all the 
ordinances of the city, and be vigilant to detect and bring to 
punishment all violators thereof. He shall obey and execute 
the commands of the mayor and city councils, which in any 
way relate to the interest and security of the city and the 
inhabitants thereof. He shall receive all complaints made to — 
him of any violation of the laws of the state or of an ordin- 
ance of the city, and shall, through the city solicitor, in 
behalf of the city, cause all offenders against such laws and 
ordinances to be prosecuted before the police court of the city 
of Somersworth, and attend in behalf of the city at their trial. 
He shall lay before the mayor and city councils once a month, 
and oftener if required, a statement of all offences against the 
laws of the state and ordinances of the city, and of all prose- 
cutions instituted by him in behalf of the city, and the result 
thereof. He shall immediately report to the mayor all cases 
in the department of the neglect of duty, intoxication, willful 
disobedience of orders, and disrespect to superiors, fully spec- 
ifying the same, and the mayor, within three days from the 
making of such report, shall call a meeting of the joint stand- 
ing committee on police to consider and take action on the 
case, shall notify the officer compiained of to appear at such 
time, and shall furnish him with a copy of the charge pre- 
ferred against him; in case said officer fails to appear and does 
not give a reason therefor, satisfactory to the committee, the 
charges shall be considered and action taken thereon as if he 
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were present. It shall be the duty of the city marshal to col- 
lect evidence of the offence committed and submit the same 
to the committee. 


SEC. 3. The joint standing committee on police shall ex- 
ercise a general supervision over the police department, 
receive from the city marshal, or any other person, complaints 
relating to the department or any officer thereof, provided the 
same is made and presented in writing, may define the routes 
and beats of the various officers, and prescribe the uniforms 
to be worn by all officers when upon duty; they shall have 
authority to entertain all complaints presented against the de- 
partment or any of its officers, to hear the evidence relating 
thereto ; they shall be empowered to determine as to the guilt 
or innocence of any officer against whom complaint has been 
duly presented, and may suspend or dismiss any officer of the 
department, provided that any penalty inflicted by the com- 
mittee which shall be greater than suspension without pay 
for a period of thirty days, shall be inoperative until approved 
by the city councils. 


Src. 4. All police officers, before going on or off duty, 
shall report at the police station to the city marshal for orders, 
and in the absence of the marshal, they shall report to the 
assistant marshal or to the officer in charge; and no police 
officer shall be absent from duty without the permission of the 
marshal or (in his absence) of the assistant marshal. The 
marshal shall fix the time and determine its length for the 
dinner and supper hour of the day police. 

SrEc. 5. The said marshals and the police officers of the 
city shall, in case of fire, repair to the place where the fire 
may be, and attend diligently to the preservation of the pub- 
‘lic peace, the prevention of thefts and the loss and destruc- 
tion of property. 


Src. 6. The marshal shall be on duty from seven o’clock 
A. M, to ten o’clock Pp. mM. of each day; the assistant marshal 
and the other night watchman from six o’clock P. M. to seven 
- o'clock A.M. Night watchmen on their beats shall not walk 
together unless it be to communicate information or render 
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assistance to each other, nor shall they while on duty unnec- 
essarily remain in or about the police station. 


SEC. 7. The assistant marshal shall, when on duty, pass 
in and about the streets, lanes and alleys of the city, to pre- 
vent danger by fire, and to.see that order is kept and that all 
disturbances and disorders are prevented and suppressed and 
for that purpose, he, as well as any of the night watchmen, 
shall have authority to examine all persons whom they may 
see walking abroad in the night after ten o’clock, whom they 
may have reason to suspect of any unlawful design, and to 
demand of them their business abroad at such a time and 
whither they are going; to enter any house of ill fame, dram 
shop or cellar, or other buildings, for the purpose of suppress- 
ing any riot or disturbance therein, and to arrest any persons 
there found making or abetting in such riot or disturbance and 
all persons found walking abroad, or suspected of unlawful 
design, as aforesaid, who shall not give a satisfactory account 
of their so being abroad and their business, and all persons so 
arrested in such houses of ill-fame, dram-shop or other build- 
ing, shall be secured by imprisonment, or otherwise, to be safe- 
ly kept until the next morning, and then shall be taken before 
the police court to be examined and proceeded with according 
to the nature of the offence. He shall be responsible for the 
conduct of the police officers associated with him as night 
watchmen while acting together, and shall report all cases of 
neglect of duty to the city marshal. 


Src. 8. Each police officer shall devote his whole time 
and attention to the business of his department, and he shall 
follow no other calling or be employed in any other business. 
And although certain hours, are allotted to the respective 
numbers for the performance of duty on ordinary occasions, — 
yet at all times they shall be prepared to act immediately on 
notice from the mayor or city marshal, that their services are 
required. 


SEC. 9. The city councils may at any time remove from 
office either of the marshals or police officers and appoint a 
successor or successors. ‘They may also, in case of the death 
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or resignation of either of said marshals or of any police offi- 
cer, appoint another in his place. The city councils may 
at any time appoint special policemen to serve with or with- 
out pay; special police when serving under pay, shall recive 
one dollar and seventy-five cents per day. The persons thus 
appointed shall be subject to the provisions of the city ordi- 
nances so far as the same are applicable, shall be detailed for 
active duty by the city marshal, or, in his absence, by the 
assistant marshal, such detail to be subject to the approval 
of the committee on police; but such officers shall not un- 
necessarily frequent or remain in the police station. 


SEC. 10. Each officer, when on duty, shall constantly wear 
the uniform prescribed unless otherwise ordered. Every offi- 
cer shall be familiar with the city ordinances pertaining to the 
police department. No stable or private team shall be hired 
for use by the department unless ordered so to be hired by 
_ the marshal or assistant marshal in his absence. No member 
of the department shall enter any drinking or gambling 
saloon, house of ill fame or other disreputable place, for any 
purpose whatsoever, apart from his official duty. No mem- 
ber of the department shall leave the city without the permis- 
sion of the mayor, and the city marshal and assistant marshal 
shall not both be absent from the city at the same time. No 
member of the department shall communicate any informa: 
tion respecting orders or regulations, or any business of the 
department which he has procured in its service, except by 
special permission of superior officers. No member of the 
department shall become bondsman for any person under 
arrest or on trial. Each police officer and night watchman 
shall treat his superior officer with respect, and his demeanor 
to his associates on the force shall be courteous and consider- 
ate, guarding himself against jealousy, or other unfriendly 
feeling, and refraining from all communications to their dis- 
credit, except to his superior officers, whom it shall be his 


duty to inform of any neglect or disobedience of orders that 
may come to his knowledge. The assistant marshal and all 
police officers shall make promply to the marshal all such 
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reports of their official acts and proceedings, and at such 
times as he shall direct, with a view to having a complete 


and accessable record of the department. No member of the 
department shall smoke on the street while on duty. 


SEC. 11. Theassistant marshal, police officers, night watch- 
men, and special police, upon receiving any fees in any crim- 
inal cases as witnesses, or for services of any process, whether — 
as assistant marshal, police officer, night watchman, or con- 
stable, including all such fees in the Supreme Court, or for 
any services in behalf of the city, or any penalties, shall 
forthwith pay thesame to the marshal. The marshal shall keep 
an aceount of all moneys thus received from his assistants, 
in a book open to inspection, and an account of all moneys 
received by him in any criminal cases as witnesses or for ser- 
vice of any process, whether as marshal, police officer, or 
constable, including all such fées in the Supreme Court, or 
for any service in behalf of the city or any penalties, and 
once a week shall pay the same to the city treasurer, who 
shall receipt for the same in said book, and the marshal shall 
present said book at the regular meeting of the city councils. 


Sec. 12. The clerk of the police court shall, at the ex- 
pense of the city, furnish all blanks used in said court and, 
except in criminal eases, authorized by the city solicitor, or 
marshal, shall sell the same, as follows: for each blank writ 
of attachment, and each blank trustee writ, five cents; and — 
foreach blank complaint, with warrant, the sum of three 
cents. Ina book for that purpose, open for inspection, he 
shall keep an account of all sales and of all official fees of 
every nature, including fees for any and all copies, and shall, 
monthly and at the time he receives his salary, account 
therefor, and pay the amount thereof to the city treasurer, 
who shall receipt therefor in said book. 


Sec. 13. The city marshal shall diligently collect all fines, 
forfeitures, penalties and costs accruing in or paid by order 
of the police court, which he is required by ordinance to pay 
to the city treasurer, and shall incorporate in his annual re- 
port a statement of all such fines, forfeitures, penalties, fees 
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and costs so collected specifying therein the names of the 
parties, the date of judgement and the amount collected in 
each case. 


Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the mayor, upon informa- 
tion, to see that the provisions of this chapter are strictly 
enforced. 


Th 5 el Ws Sa I 
CITY SOLICITOR. 


SECTION 1. ‘The solicitor of the city of Somersworth shall 
be a resident citizen thereof, and an attorney and counsellor 
of the Supreme Court of said state. 


SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of said solicitor, by himself 
or by some attorney of said court, by him duly authorized, 
for whose conduct, skill, and faithfulness he shali be ac- 
countable to the city to draft all bonds, deeds, obligations, 
contracts, leases, conveyances, agreements, and other legal 
documents of whatever nature required of him by any ordi- 
nance, or order of the mayor, or of the city councils, or which 
may be required to be done and made by the city of Somers- 
worth and any person, or persons, contracting with the city 
in its corporate capacity, and which by law, usage, or agree- 
ment the city is to be at the expense of drawing; to com- 
mence and prosecute all actions and suits at law, or in equity, 
to be commenced by the city before any tribunal in this state, 
to appear for, defend and advocate the rights and _ interests of 
the city in any suit or prosecution wherein any estate, right, 
privilege, ordinance or acts of the city government, or any 
breach of any ordinance of said city may be brought in 
question ; he shalJl entertain all complaint for the violation of 
ordinances of the city, or laws of the state within said city, 
entered by any officers of said city, and shall issue warrants 
thereon and prosecute the same before the police court of said 
city ; he shall in all matters, do all and every professional act 
incident to his office, which may be required of him by the 
city government, or of any committee thereof; and he shall, 
when required, furnish the mayor, the board of aldermen, the 
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common council, or any committee of those bodies, or any 
officer of the city government who may require it in the 
discharge of his official duties, with his legal opinion on any 
“subject touching the duties of their respective offices. 


Sec. 3. All fees received for complaints and warrants, for 
the prosecution of offences against the ordinances of the city 
of Somersworth, or of the laws of said state within said city 
and all costs recovered by said city in any actions shall be 
accounted for by the solicitor, or by any attorney acting in 
the capacity of such solicitor as prosecuting officer for said 
city and shall be paid into the city treasury as hereinafter 
provided. 


Sec. 4. At the close of each municipal year, the solicitor 
shall make a report in writing to the city councils of all civil 
suits, or legal proceedings in which the city has any interest, 
beguu, pending, or determined during the year next preceding 
the time of making such report; and in such report he shall 
state the names of the parties, the nature of such actions, the 
date when such suits, or proceedings, were begun, and before 
what court, or tribunal, the same are then pending; the 
amount of any judgment rendered and in whose favor, and 
the condition of all pending suits, or proceedings, with other 
information he may deem necessary; and in all suits and 
prosecutions, civil and criminal, said solicitor, or any attorney 
acting in the capacity of such solicitor, as prosecuting officer 
for said city shall account for, and pay over to the city treas- 
urer once in three months all moneys recovered from adverse 
parties, which have been received by him. 


CHAP TBRIIS, 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the city physician, 
to attend, under the directions of the overseer of the poor, 
upon all sick paupers, or patients, under the care of the city 
authorities; to examine all persons applying for aid, and 
make a written report to the overseer of the poor as to the 
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mental and physical condition; to vaccinate with cow pox 
virus any scholar proposing to enter the public schools who 
has not been vaccinated, and who through lack of means is 
unable to pay therefor, and. in case of any alarm of any 
infectious or contagious disease, to give the city councils, or 
any committee of either branch, all such professional advice 
aud counsel as they may request of him, and generally to 
perform such other professional services as may be reasonably 
required of him by the mayor and city councils. 


SEC. 2. Said physician shall have no power to bind the 
city to pay for the assistance or service of any other physician, 
or any bill whatever, except when authorized in writing to 
do so by the mayor. 


SEc. 3. The board of health for the city, shall have all 
the powers given such officers by the laws of the state and 
the ordinances of the city. 


Sec. 4. The sanitary officer shall thoroughly acquaint 
himself with the sanitary laws and regulations prescribed by 
the state and the city ordinances. 


- SEC. 5. The sanitary officer shall devote to the discharge 
of the duties imposed upon him as such officer his entire time 
during the first two weeks of each of the months of May, 
June and July, and two days of each of the other weeks of 
the said months; and also during two days of each week of 
the months of August, September and October, and one day 
each week of the months of November, December, January, 
February, March and April. He shall also investigate all 
complaints relating to nuisances that may be brought to his 
attention, serve all orders and notices issued by the board, 
and enforce all rules and regulations or other conditions 
affecting the health or comfort of the public. He shall have 
the same power to make arrest as is by law and ordinance 
conferred upon the regular police of the city, in all cases 
where any person or persons shall violate the laws of the 
state, city ordinances, orders, rules or regulations relating to 
the health of the city, and shall wear a badge such as shall 
be prescribed by the board of health. 
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In case such sanitary officer shall be unable to act as the 
executive officer of the board, by reason of sickness or other 
sufficient cause, the board may elect a suitable person to 
act temporarily in his stead, and such person, while so act- 
ing, shall possess all the authority and receive the same com- 
pensation which the sanitary officer would otherwise receive 
under the provisions of these ordinances. 


SEC. 6. The board of health shall meet at such times and 
places as it may deem necessary, for the consideration of mat- 
tets relating to the public health; and they shall investigate 
and advise in all cases referred to them for such purpose by 
the sanitary officer, and shall direct him in such cases. 


Sec. 7. They shall make such rules and regulations for 
the prevention and removal of nuisances, for the control and 
restriction of infectious and contagious diseases, and such 
other regulations relating to the public health, as, in their 
judgment the health and safety of the people may require, 
which shall take effect when approved by the city councils, 
recorded by the city clerk, and copies thereof printed and 
circulated among the citizens, or published in some newspa- 
per of the city. 


Src. 8. They shall prescribe a blank form upon which 
the sanitary officer shall enter a complete record of all his 
inspections, of all complaints made to him or the board, of all 
orders issued, of all notices served and all nuisances abated. 
Such record shall be submitted to the board of health when- 
ever called for, and at the end of each fiscal year shall be 
placed in the hands of the city clerk. 


SEC. 9. The board of health shall provide itself with such 
blanks and record books, at the expense of the city, as are 
necessary, and shall promptly, at the close of each financial 
year, make a report in writing to the city councils of all com- 
plaints made to them and the cause for the same, of so much 


of the vital statistics as is necessary, of the cause of death as 
far as possible, and of such other sanitary information as may 


be called for by the city councils, together with such sugges- 
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tions pertaining to the public health as the board shall deem 
expedient to present. 


Src. 10. All petitions forthe cleansing, removing or abate- 
ment of any nuisance shall be made to the board of health, 
or to the sanitary officer, or to any one of them, and may be 
made verbally or in writing, but must state distinctly the 
character of such nuisance, the premises where situated, and 
the reason for its removal or abatement; but should it become 
necessary to institute legal proceedings against the party or 
parties complained of, the complainants shall, before such 
proceedings are instituted, file a complaint in writing withthe 
board. | 


SEC. 11. Whatever may endanger human life or be 
prejudicial to public health shall be deemed a nuisance. 


SEc. 12. Refuse matter around a dwelling house, hotel, 
restaurant or other place of business, such as swill, waste of 
meat, fish or shell bones, decaying vegetables, dead carcasses, 
excrement, or any kind of offal that may decompose and 
generate unhealthful gases is considered and declared a 
nuisance, and must be removed or disposed of in such man- 
ner that it may not be offensive to the neighborhood. 


SEC. 13. Noperson shall placeor leave, or cause to be 
placed or left, in or near any highway, street, alley or public 
place, or in any private lot or inclosure, or in any body of 
water where the current will not remove the same, any rub- 
bish, hay, straw, oyster, clam or lobster shells, tin cans, 
decaying fruit or vegetable matter whatsoever, nor keep in 
or about any dwelling house, barn, shed, store, shop or cel- 
lar, any of the aforesaid substances, in any manner liable to 
become putrid or offensive, or injurious to the public health. 


SEC. 14. No person or persons shall permit any cellar, 
vault, private drain, cesspool, sink, privy, sewer or other 
place upon any premises or grounds belonging to or occupied 
by him or them, to become offensive or injurious to the pub- 
lic health.

SEc. 15. Noowner, or occupant, or any person having 
control or charge of any lot, tenement, premises, or building, 
or other place, shall cause or permit any nuisance to be or 
remain in or upon said lot, tenement, building, or other place, 
or between the same and the centre of any street, lane or 
alley adjoining. 


Src. 16. No person shall permit any sink water, or other 
filthy water, to run or stand on the surface of the ground, or 
in any cellar, or under any building, of which he may be the 
owner, tenant, lessee, or agent, having the charge thereof; 
but he shall cause all such water to be conveyed to a sewer, 
or to a cesspool, located in a place and constructed in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the board of health. 


Sec. 17. No person, or persons, shall erect, maintain 
or use within the compact part of the city of Somersworth, 
any pen or sty for swine, swill house, or building for render- 
ing any offal, tainted or damaged lard, tallow or other putrid 
animal substances, or for the deposit of green pelts or skins, 
without written permission from the board of health. 


Sec. 18 No person shall occupy, lease to, or permit any 
other person to occupy any building as a dwelling house in 
the compact part of the city, unless such building is provided’ 
with privies and vaults so constructed that none of their con- 
tents may escape to contaminate the surrounding earth or be 
exposed to light; no person shall suffer any such place of 
easement to be so faultily constructed, or located so near any 
other dwelling, as to be offensive. All privy vaults shall be 
cleansed and disinfected at least once a year. 


SEC. 19. No vaults, privies, or cesspools in the compact 
part of the city shall be cleaned ont, or their contents removed 
through the public streets, except between the hours of 9 P. 
M. and 6A.mM. and the spring cleansing shall be completed 
before the fifteenth day of June. No deviation from this reg- 
ulation will be countenanced or allowed, except a written 
permission shall first have been obtained from the board of 
health. 
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Sec. 20 Whenever any vault, privy, cesspool, or drain 
shall become offensive or obstructed, the same shall be 
cleansed and made free; and the owner, agent or other per- 
son having charge of the premises in which any vault, ‘privy, 
cesspool, or drain is situated, the state or condition of which 
shall be in violation of the provisions of these ordinances, or 
either of them, shall remove, cleanse, alter, anrend, or repair 
‘the same, within such reasonable time aftef notice in writing 
to that effect shall be given to either of them by the board of 
health, as shall be expressed in such notice. In case of 
neglect or refusal to do so, the board of health may catise the 
same to be reitnoved, altered, amended, or repaired, as they 
may deem expedient, at the expense of the owner, agent, 
occupant, or other person aforesaid. 


SEC. 21. A notice served on an owner, agent, or occupant 
of any property, or left at the private residence of the owner, 
agent,or occupant, or if after due search neither can be found, 
posted on the front door, wall or fence of such property, and 
a like notice sent to his last known post-office address, shall 
be considered sufficient and ample notice. 


SEC. 22. It shall be the duty of every physician, surgeon, 
or other person attending upon a case of small-pox, epidemic 
cholera, epidemic dysentary, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
typhoid fever, measles, yellow tever, or other dangerous, con- 
tageous, infectious, or pestilential disease, and every house- 
holder, attendant, or agent, in whose house a case of any 
such disease occurs, immediately to report every such case to 
the sanitary officer, or to the board of health, giving the 
number of the house, the street, or lane, upon which it is 
situated, and the name of the occupant or occupants, with 
the name and age of the diseased person, if known; and the 
board may take such action as they deem expedient to pre- 
vent the spread of such disease. 


Src. 23. Any person or persons, company or corporation, 
who shall violate, or cause to be violated, by agent-or other- 
wise, any of the provisions of this chapter; or any of the 
orders, rules or regulations of the board of health, or who 
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shall fail to comply with any of the requirements thereof, by 
agent or otherwise, upon conviction before the police court of 
the city of Somersworth, or other court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, shall be fined not less than three nor more than twenty 
dollars, with costs of prosecution, except in cases where the 
punishment is prescribed by the laws of the state.

HIGHWAYS. 


SECTION 1. The street commissioner, under the direction 
of the mayor and standing committee of the city councils on 
roads, bridges and drains shall have the general charge of 
the highways, streets, lanes and sidewalks of all the highway 
districts of the city, and shall attend to the making. amend- 
ing and alteration thereof, and shall cause the same to be 
kept in repair so as to be safe and convenient for travelers, 
with their horses, team and carriages, at all seasons of the 
year. He shall also superintend the construction and repair- 
ing of drains and public sewers, and shall see that the mayor 
and city marshal are notified of the existence of any nuisance 
in the streets and highways. He may, under the direction of 
the mayor and said committee, make all necessary contracts 
for labor and material which he may require in the discharge 
of his official duty; provided that any particular duty may be 
delegated or transferred, by vote of the city councils, to 
any other person or persons. 


SEc. 2. The street commissioner is hereby authorized, 
subject to the approval of the committee on roads, bridges 
and drains, to appoint such assistant street commissioners as 
he shall deem necessary, and define- the limits of their 
respective districts. They shall judiciously perform such 
labor and employ such help in their several districts as may 
be necessary to carry out the direction of the street com- 
missioner, and shall render, under oath, detailed account of 
their expenditures, setting forth the names of all persons 
hired and the length of time in hours each has been em- 
ployed, on blanks furnished by the city, so that each employe

may receipt for his wages; which accounts and pay rolls, 
being approved by the street commissioner, shall be laid 
before the joint committee on claims and accounts, and paid 
upon receipt by the city treasurer. And no bill, or part of a 
‘bill, for labor on the highway or streets, shall be allowed or 
paid until approved and presented in the manner. above 
described. The pay rolls for labor performed upon the streets 
or highways not assigned to an assistant Commissioner, shall 
be sworn. to by the street commissioner. 


SEC. 3. Whenever any highway, bridge or street of the 
city shall, from want of necessary repairs, or by reason of 
any alteration or repairs being made, or of any drain, sewer, 
or culvert being open, er constructed across or through the 
same, be unsafe or inconvenient for travelers or passengers, 
the street commissioner shall put up a suitable fence across 
. such highway, street er bridge, and exclude all travelersfrom 
passing over the same; or cause the part thereof so rendered 
unsafe er inconvenient to be enclosed by a sufficient fence, 
which shall be kept standing so long as the same shall remain 
unsafe or inconvenient, and he shall also fix one or more 
lighted lanterns to said fence, to be kept there every night, 
from twilight in the evening and through the whole night, as 
long as said fence shall be kept standing. 


Sec. 4. The assistant street commisonersand laborers em- 
ployed by them, or by the street commissioner, shall receive 
the sum of fifteen cents per hour while actually engaged in 
the service of the city. 


SEC. 5. The street commissioner shall give his whole time 
to the duties of his office, and shall engage in no other 
business. 

SEc. 6. No street shall be laid out or accepted by the city 
unless the same shall be forty (40) feet or more in width. 


CHAPTER XI. 


COLLECTION OF TAXES. 


SECTION 1. ‘The collector of taxes shall make a full and 
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complete report of the amount committed to hinr for collec 
tion, the amount of each abatement and the reason therefor, 
the percentage and total amount he received as compensation 
for his services, the samre to be embodied in the anuual re- 
ports of the city, aid, moreover, the report of eaeh collector 
shall be published in every succeeding city report until his 
account ts fully settled. 


Sec. z. The collector of taxes shall collect all poll taxes: 
conmmitted to hinr for collection before the first day of the follow- 
ing Septenzber, and all other taxes before the first day of the 
following January. 


Sec. 3. The taxes due the city from: airy person shall be 
deducted from any sum of ntoney which may become due 
such person front the city treasurer, and all such persons 
shall receive only the balance over and above the antount due 
for taxes. 


Srec. 4. The collector of taxes shall receive for his com- 
pensation one and one-half per cent. on all moneys collected 
by hint and paid over to the city treasurer according to law. 


CHAP TH Rigeiig 


PUBLIC SHOWS AND LICENSES. 


SECTION 1. ‘The nrayor, or in his absence, the chairman 
of the joint committee on claims and accounts, shall have 
power to license all public shows, circuses, caravans and con- 
certs, on such terms and conditions as to himr may seem rea- 
sonable and just. 


Sec. 2. Any person who shall set up, maintain or exhibit 
any public show, circus, or caravan, without a license from 
the mayor or chairman of said committee or contrary to the 
terms and conditions of such license, shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding twenty dollars for such offense. 


Sec. 3. All licenses authorized to be granted either by 
the laws of the state or by the city councils, shall be signed 
by the mayor, or, in his absence, by the chairman of said 
committee. 
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SEA THR TTT: 


POLICE OFFENCES. 


SECTION 1. No person shall make any brawl or tumult, 
or in any street, lane, alley or other public place be guilty of 
any rude, indecent, or disorderly conduct, or shall insult or 
wantonly impede any person passing thereon; or shall throw 
any stones, brick, snowball, or dirt, play at ball or any game 
in which a ball is used. | 


SEC. 2. No person shall sing or repeat, or cause to be 
sung or repeated, any lewd, obscene or profane songs, or shall 
repeat any lewd, obsene or profane words, or write or mark 
in any manner any obscene or profane word, or obscene or 
lacivious figure or representation, on any building, fence, 
wall, post, or other thing whatever. 


SEC. 3. No person shall, within the view of any dwelling 
house, or any public road or street, in the daytime, bathe or 
swim, or expose his person in dressing or undressing, for the 
purpose of swimming or bathing, or otherwise, without neces- 
sity. 

Sec. 4. No person shall establish, or in any manner main- 
tain or keep within the City of Somersworth, any house of 
ill-fame or disorderly house. 


Sec. 5. No person shall be a vagrant, mendicant, common 
street beggar, common street walker, or common prostitute, 
within the city. 


SEC. 6. No person shall be permitted to sit on the railing 
of any bridge or sidewalk, or any fence bordering on any 
sidewalk in the city. 


Sec. 7. No person-shall be drunk by the excessive use of 
spirituous or intoxicating liquors upon any street, lane, alley, 
or in any public place within said city. 


SEC. 8. No person shall be or remain upon any sidewalk, 
or upon any doorstep, portico or other projection from any 
house or other building, or shall stand in any doorway or en- 
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trance to any dwelling house or any place of business, to the 
annoyance or disturbance of any person; nor shall any per- 
son, by any noise, gesture or other means, wantonly or 
designedly frighten any horse in any street or other public 
place in the city. 

Three or more persons shall not stand or remainin a 
group, or neareach other, on any sidewalk or crosswalk, or on 
any street or public way, in such manner as to obstruct a free 
passage thereon or therein, or in such manner as to be an an- 
noyance to travelers thereon, for a longer time thau three min- 
utes,and such persons thus standing shall move on immediately, 


after request to do sois made by the mayor, marshal, or any 


police officer or watchman. 


Sec. 9. No person shall wantonly injure or deface any 
building, fence, wall, post, sign-board or sign, lamp-post or 
Jantern thereon, or shall wantonly cut or injure any tree 
standing within the limits of any street, highway or public 
place, or put upon such tree or on any post or pole used to 
sustain wires, an advertisment of any description whatever, 
or otherwise disfigure such trees, posts or poles, or shall rob 
any garden or field, of fruit, vegetables or flowers, or remove 
any flowers or other articles from any cemetery, burial lot or 
any grave therein; or shall wantonly injure any tree, shrub or 
bushes growing in any street, common or square, garden, field 
or yard, or shall, without lawful permission, climb on or over 
any fence of any garden or yard. 


Srec. 10. No person shall keep open any billiard saloon, 
pool room, bowling alley, or place where spirituous and in- 
toxicating liquors are furnished, in the night time, between 
the hours ot ten o’clock in the evening and five o’clock in the 
morning, or make sales or gifts within such restaurants, bil- 
liard saloons, pool rooms, bowling alleys or other places, or 
permit any person or persons to remain within the same in 
the night time between the hours aforesaid. 


Sec. 11. No person shall keep open any gaming or gam- 
bling room, billiard saloon, pool room, bowling alley, or any 
place where spirituous or intoxicating liquors are furnished, 
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within the city, or permit any person to remain in the same, 
on Sunday, or make any sale or sales of intoxicating liquors, — 
merchandise, or commodities whatever on said day, provided 
that nothing herein contained shall prevent any drug store 
from being kept open from 9 to so o’clock in the forenoon, © 
and from 12 0’clock noon, until 2 o’clock, and from 5 to 7 in 
the afternoon on Sunday, for the sale and delivery of med- 
icines or compounding prescriptions. 

And any druggist may at any time enter his store for the: 
purpose of delivering drugs or medicines, or filling any pre- 
scription for, or any signed by, any practising physician. 


Src. 12. No person shall at any public meeting, lecture, 
musical or other entertainment in the city, by talking, laugh- 
ing, whispering, whistling, clapping of hands, stamping of 
feet or other indecorum, make any disturbance or annoyance, 
on penalty ofa fine not exceeding three dollars, for the use 
of the city. And it shall be the duty of the police officers to 
arrest atly person or persons so offending, or having offended, 
and him or them safely to confine in the police station of said 
city, until such reasonable time, (not exceeding twenty-four 
hours, Sunday excepted,) as a warrant may be obtained, and 
such person or persons brought to trial. 


SEC. 13. Any person riding a bicycle within the limits of 
the city shall have and use a bell or other suitable attachment 
to serve as a warning to persons or teams which they may be 
approaching; such bell or attachment shall be used when 
within a reasanable distance from a cross-walk, person or 
team. 


SEC. 14. No person shall ride a bicycle in the compact 
part of the city of Somersworth at a swifter pace than at the 
rate of six miles an hour, nor shall any person ride a bicycle 
upon any sidewalk in the city. 


Src. 15. No person shall distribute or throw, or cause to 
be thrown, any handbill, circular, program, or other piece of 
paper, in or upon any of the streets or highways of the city of 
Somersworth. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
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this ordinance shall pay a fine of not less than two dollars or 
more than ten dollars. 


Sec. 16. If any person shall be guilty of any offence 
named in this chapter, for which no penalty is attached, he 
shall, upon conviction, be fined for each offence so committed, 
a sum not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Sec. 17. Itshall be the duty of the marshal, assistant 
marshal, and police officers, forthwith to notify the city 
solicitor of any and all’violations of the provisions of this 
chapter, or of the laws of the state, and to make such com- 
plaint before the solicitor, on account of such violations, as 
he may direct. 


CHAPTER XIV. 


STREETS, SQUARES AND PUBLIC PLACES AND ABUSES 
THEREON. 


SECTION 1. No person shall break or dig up the ground, 
stone or concrete, in any street, lane or alley, or on any side- 
walk orcommon in the city, or erect any staging for building, 
or place or deposit any stone, brick, timber or other building 
materials thereon, without first obtaining a written license 
from the city councils, or from some person authorized by 
them to grant such license, and complying in all respects with 
the conditions thereof. 


SEC. 2. Whenever any street, lane, alley, sidewalk or 
other public place in the city shall, under any license granted, 
be dug up, obstructed or encumbered, and thereby rendered 
unsafe or inconvenient to travelers, the person so digging up, 
obstructing or encumbering, shall put and at all times keep 
up, a suitable railing or fence around the section or parts so 
dug up, obstructed or encumbered, so long as. the same shall 
be, or remain, unsafe or inconvenient as aforesaid, and shall 
also keep one or more lighted lanterns fixed to such fence, or 
in some other proper place, every night from twilight in the 
evening and throughout the whole night, as long as such 
railing or fence shall be kept standing. He shall also to the 
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acceptance of, and within such reasonable time as the city 
councils or street commissioner shall direct, repair such street, 
lane, alley, sidewalk or public place. And if he shall not re- 
pair such street, lane, alley, sidewalk or public place, then 
the street commissioner shall do so at the expense of the party 
digging up such street, lane, alley, sidewalk or public place. 


SEC. 3. No person shall move, or assist in moving, any 
house, shep, or other building through any street, lane or 
alley, without first obtaining a written license therefor in the 
manner prescribed in section one of this chapter. 


Sec. 4. Whenever the city councils shall, as aforesaid, 
grant permission to any person, firm or corporation, to en- 
cumber any street, sidewalk or public square, for the purpose 
of erecting, altering or moving buildings, or to dig up or 
encumber the same in any other manner, they may, as a con- 
dition to granting such permission, require the party obtain- 
ing the same to furnish a bond of indemnity to, the city of 
Somersworth, in such sum and with such sureties as they may 
deem proper. 


SEC. 5. No person shall stop his team or carriage, or un- 
necessarily place any other obstruction on any flagging stones, 
concrete or other walks, laid in or across any street, lane or 
alley in the city. 


SEc. 6. No person shall tie or leave a horse, or any other 
animal, within reach of any shade tree situate within the 
limits of any public street, common or square in the city. 


SEC. 7. No person shall foul the water in any public 
watering trough in the city, nor in any manner render it unfit 
for use, nor injure such trough or any appurtenance thereto. 


SEc. 8. No person shall drive, wheel or draw upon any 
sidewalk in the city, any coach, cart, hand-cart, wheelbarrow, 
bicycle or other vehicle of burden or pleasure, except chil- 
dren’s hand carriages drawn by hand, or drive or permit any 
horse under his care to go upon any sidewalk, so as to inter- 
fere with the convenient use of the same by travelers there- 
on. 
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Src. 9. No person shall place, establish or maintain amy 
sign, awning or shade before his or her place of business, 
dwelling-house or tenement, over any part of any street or 
sidewalk, unless the same be safely fixed and supported so as. 
in no wise to incontmode or endanger persons passing upon 
such street or sidewalk, ard so that the lowest part of such 
sign, awning or shade shall be at least seven and one-half 
feet above the sidewalk ; nor shall any person hang, affix, 
fasten, place or allow to remain upon the outer edge of any 
sidewalk,any sign or showcase whatever, or there display any 
goods, merchandise or samples of any business, calling, trade, 
art or craft, so as to obstruct the free passage and view to and 
from the street and sidewalk. 


Src. 10. No person shall sell at auetion or otherwise, 
upon any street or public square in the city, any furniture, 
goods, wares or merchandise whatever, or place upon, or in 
any matner encumber such street or square therewith. 


SEC. 11. No person shall put or place, or cause to be put 
or placed, in or on any street, lane, alley, sidewalk or other 
public place in the city, any house dirt, ashes, garbage, de- 
cayed fruit or vegetables, seeds, shavings, filth, oyster shells 
or other rubbish, except in such places and in such manner 
as the mayor and city councils shall prescribe. 


SEC. 12. No person shall permit any firewood, coal or 
other fuel in any quantity to remain unnecessarily on any 
sidewalk, or in any street, lane or alley. 


SEC. 13. No person owning or having in charge any 
sheep, goats, swine, geese, horses, mules, oxen or cows shall 
suffer the same to go at large on any street, highway, lane, 
alley, common square or other public place, under penalty of 
four dollars for each and every instance in which such ani- 
mals shall thus be found; any person finding such animals so 
going at lerge may impound and detain the same until said 
penalty and cost of impounding shall be paid; or he may 
make complaint against the person owning or having the 
charge of such animals; and no person shall kill any swine 
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in any street, lane, alley or other public place within the 
city. 


SEC. 14. No person shall ride through any street or lane 
in the compact part of the city at any swifter pace than at the 
rate of six miles an hour. 


SEc. 15. All owners, agents or persons having the care 
of building bordering on any public street or way, shall sup- 
ply the same with suitable gutters or conductors, to receive 
and conduct the water from the eaves thereof, and shall not, 
after notice from the city marshal, permit them to be out of re- 
pair for the space of twenty-four hours, Sundays excepted. 


SEc. 16. Any person violating any provision of the pre- 
ceding sections of this chapter, shall be fined not less than three 
dollars nor more than twenty dollars. 


Sec. 17. Any person convicted under the provisions of the 
preceding section shall be subject to the penalty prescribed in 
Section 20 of Chapter 263 of the Public Statutes. 


CHAPTER XV. 


TELEGRAPH, TELEPHONE, ELECTRIC LIGHT AND ELECTRIC 
POWER POLES. 


SECTION 1. No person or corporation shall be permitted 
to erect in any street or public highway in the city of Somers- 
worth, any telegraph, telephone, electric light or electric pow- 
er poles and structures, except they first petition the board of 
mayor and aldermen for a license to do so. 


SEC. 2. Licenses for the purposes mentioned in the first 
section hereof shall only be granted upon the conditions that, 
upon streets within the compact parts of the city, none but 
straight poles shall be erected, and only at such points as shall 
be specified by the board of mayor and aldermen, or by some 
person duly authorized by the board to fix such points; that 
such poles shall be kept neatly painted and in an erect position; 
that space shall be reserved at the top of all such poles for tel- 
ephone, fire alarm and police signal wires used for municipal 
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purposes; that such poles and structures shall be erected under 
the supervision of the street commissioner of the city or some 
person designated by the board of mayor and aldermen. 


SEC. 3. If atry person or corporation to whom a license 
shall be granted under the provisions of this chapter, shall 
fail to comply with the conditions of the license granted them, 
they shall be subject to a fine of 10t less than five nor more 
than twenty dollars for such violation, and to a penalty of 
twenty dollars for each and every thirty days amy pole or 
structure shall be maintained in violation of the conditions of 
the licertse, after notice of such violation shall have been 
given to the party licensed, and, also, such license may be 
revoked by the board of mayor and aldermen. 


CHOAPT HR Uo 


TRUANT CHILDREN. 


SEcTION 1. Any child in the city between the ages of six 
and sixteen years, without any regular and’ lawful occupa- 
tion, who shall, except on account of sickness, neglect to at- 
tend school or become an habitual truant, shall, on conviction . 
thereof, be fined not less than one nor more than ten dollars. 


SEc. 2. Any child convicted of such offense may be sen- 
tenced to pay a fine and to be committed to the State Indus- 
trial School until it is paid or he is otherwise discharged, or 
may be sentenced to the Industrial School for a term not 
exceeding one year. 


SEc. 2. Whenever any child, between the ages aforesaid, 
belonging to any public school in this city, shall be found 
during school hours, in or near any street, square, public 
place of amusement, or resort, without sufficient excuse for 
his absence from school, such child shall, in the first instance, 
be apprehended and taken to his school, and notice given to 
his parent, guardian or master, and for any subsequent of- 
fense the offender shall incur the penalties prescribed in Sec- 
tions 1 and 2 of this chapter. 
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Sec. 4. Any police officer of the city, and the truant offi- 
cer elected by the school board, shall have power to enforce 
the provisions of this chapter, and shall bring before the city 
solicitor for prosecution all cases coming under the same. 


CHAPLTAR »xXVIL. 


AUDITORS. 


SECTION 1. ‘The city auditors shall, on about the first day 

of March, annually, examine the accounts and vouchers. of 

the city treasurer, and directors of Forest Glade cemetery; 

and also examine the records of the city clerk and certify that 
the same have been kept according to the laws of the state, 


Stabe WV LIL: 


OVERSEER OF THE POOR. 


SECTION 1. The overseer of the poor, in addition to the 
duties required of him by law, shall annually make a report 
to the city councils, containing full information relative tothe 
support of paupers by the city during the fiscal year, include 
ing the names of all town paupers and the several sums paid 
for their support, which report shall be incorporated into the 
annual report of the city officers. 


Pik LER XTX. 
FOREST GLADE CEMETERY. 


SECTION 1. The public cemetery, known as Forest Glade 
Cemetery, the receiving tomb therein, and the new receiving 
tomb on West High street, shall be under the general man- 
agement of a board of five directors, one of whom shall be cho- 
sen annually in March of each year, to continue in office for 
the term of five years from the first day of the following April, 
and those persons now in office as trustees of said cemetery 
shall be directors, until the expiration of the terms for which 
they were.chosen as trustees. Vacancies: in said board shall 
be filled by the city councils. No director shall receive any 
pay for his services. 
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SEC. 2. The directors shall choose one of their number 
president, and shall appoint a clerk and superintendent of the 
cemetery, neither of whom shall be one of the board, but one 
person may hold both of said last named offices. 


SEc. 3. The cemetery shall be laid out by the directors in 
divisions, lots, avenues and paths. ‘The first division shall be 
used by the inhabitants of the city as a public burying 
ground, under the direction of the board. It shall not be 
fenced into lots, and no one shall have any exclusive right 
therein, except those as are usually enjoyed in public burying 
grounds ; all questions concerning which shall be settled by 
the directors. The other divisions shall be laid out in lots of 
such size as the directors may consider convenient. The lots 
shall be in such form and location as the directors may con- 
sider most consistent with the character of the grouud and 
good taste. Strips and gores may be left with the growth 
thereon, and reserved for ornament. The divisions shall be 
laid out from time to time, as lots may be wanted, and partic- 
ularly delineated on the plans, on which the lots and paths 
shall be numbered, and the avenues designated by appropriate 
names, and no lot in any division shall be sold or occupied 
until the division is laid out, surveyed and planned as afore- 
said. 


SEc. 4. The lots may be sold by the directors according 
to their discretion to purchasers who shall be known as pro- 
prietors, but at notless than five dollars each, and they shall 
give the city’s deed for the same, signed by the president and 
clerk, to the proprietor, his heirs and assigns, to hold upon 
the following conditions to be stated in the deed, and the deed 
to be void unless such conditions are complied with, to wit: 
The lot shall not be used for any other purpose than as a 
place of burial for the dead, and no trees within the lot shall 
be cut down or destroyed without the consent of the directors. 
The directors at the time of selling any lot shall impose such 
restrictions and conditions as to fence and the occupation and 
improvement of the lot as they may consider proper, and may 
also impose such other restrictions and conditions as they 
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may deem necessary, all of which shall be inserted in the 
deed of the purchaser. Each proprietor, within six months 
from the date of his deed, shall erect suitable landmarks of 
stone at the corners of his lot with the number of the lot 
thereon. The proprietor shall have no right to erect any 
tomb on his lot unless said right is granted in the original 
deed from the city. The president and clerk of the board of 
directors of said cemetery for the time being are hereby au- 
thorized to sign, seal and deliver the city’s deed of lots in said 
cemetery, agreeably to these ordinances, and on the terms 
and for the purposes therein named. 


SEC. 5. The directors are authorized to adopt and enforce 
such regulations as may be required in the use of the ceme- 
tery and receiving tombs, not inconsistent with law, nor with 
the rights of proprietors and citizens in occupying the same, 
and may appropriate as much of the money arising from the 
sale of lots and growth, and other income, as they may deem 
necessary, to laying out the lots and fitting them for sale, 
making avenues and paths, keeping fences in repair, and to 
other incidental expenses ; but all the income received, from 
whatever source, shall be paid into the city treasury on the 
first Saturday of every month, and all bills contracted for or 
on account of said cemetery shall be examined and audited 
by the board of trustees, or by a committee of its members 
duly appointed and authorized to act as a committee on 
claims and accounts and when found correct and properly ap- 
proved by said board of trustees or its committee on claims 
and accounts, they shall be presented to the city treasurer for 
payment; the city treasurer, upon the order of the mayor, 
countersigned by the city clerk, shall pay such claims from 
the funds in his hands accredited to Forest Glade cemetery. 


Sec. 6. The clerk of the board shall keep a record of all 
the deeds of lots in a book for that purpose, and shall also 
note every sale on the plan. He shall also keep a record of 
all proceedings of the board, and a book of accounts, which 
shall contain in detail all the financial transactions of the 
board. ‘These accounts shall be closed annually, on the first 
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day of March, and exhibited with vouchers to the city auditors. 
The directors, clerk and superintendent shall at the same 
time make a report to the city of the affairs of the cemetery, 
specifying the receipts, expenditures, assets and liabilities, to 
be printed in the city reports. . 


Src. 7. The superintendent shall keep a record of all in- 
terments in the cemetery, in such form and containing such 
facts as the directors may prescribe, and shall annually, in 
March, leave such record with the city clerk to be kept with 
the city records, and all such records heretofore kept shall be 
so left and preserved. 


Sec. 8. The directors may prescribe other duties for the 
clerk and superintendent, and may pay them for their services 
out of the income before mentioned, such reasonable compen- 
sation as the board may determine. 


Sec. 9. Any donation or legacy to the city, or to the offi- 
cers having charge of the cemetery, for the purpose of insur- 
ing proper care and attention to any graves or lots in said 
cemetery, and the avenues connected therewith, and the 
monuments belonging thereto, shall be paid to the city treas- 
urer, and he shall keep an account of the same as a cemetery 
trust fund. The money so received shall be safely invested, 
according to law, and the mayor shall annually draw the 
accrued interest on said trust fund and turn the same over to 
the city treasurer ; and the directors may annually draw from 
the city treasurer a sum not exceeding the interest received 
from said trust fund, to be expended according to the terms 
and conditions of such donation or legacy. 


CHAPTER XX. 
AGENTS, PEDLERS OR STREET HAWKERS. 


SECTION I. Every agent, pedler or street hawker, selling 
at retail, household furniture, farming implements, dry goods, 
gents’ clothing, boots and shoes, carpets or rugs, glassware, 
drugs and medicines, clocks or jewelry, foreign fruits, tea 
coffee or groceries, not pertaining to farm products, shall; for 
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the privilege of selling any of the said goods and wares, in 
and within the city limits of Somersworth, pay the city clerk 
of the city of Somersworth a monthly tax or license of ten 
dollars per month. 


SEC. 2. No license or tax shall be granted for a less sum 
than the price for one month, and the city clerk shall be 
entitled to fifty cents from each license fee, paying the 
remainder into the city treasury. 


SEC. 3. Every purchaser of a license shall at all times be 
prepared to show the same to any City officer who may call 
upon him to do so. 


Sec. 4. If any person shall violate the provisions of sec- 
tion one or three of this ordinance, they shall for every such 
offence be subject to arrest and punishment by a fine of not 
more than twenty dollars or less than ten dollars; and the 
officer making the arrest shall be entitled to one-half of the 
fine collected. | 


CHAPTER XXII. 
FIRE PRECINCT. 


SECTION 1. No person shall hereafter erect or cause to be 
erected, move or cause to be moved, enlarge or cause to be 
enlarged any wooden building unless it be for a dwelling 
house and for no other purpose, or set up or cause to be set 
up, or used, any steam engine or blacksmith shop in any 
building within the limits of the city, mentioned in the 
following section, without the consent of the board of mayor 
and aldermen, to be first obtained after hearing of all parties 
in interest, duly notified by public notice posted at the door 
of the city hall building and at the post office, at least four- 
teen days before the day of hearing and by further notice 
given to or left at the last and usual place of abode of the 
owners or occupants of the land adjoining the premises, 
where license is asked under this chapter. 


Src. 2. The limits of the fire precinct hereby constituted 
and established shall be as follows: Beginning at the inter- 
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section of Linden street and Railroad square and running 
thence southerly along the easterly line of Railroad square 
and Market street to Market square; thence along the north- 
westerly side of Market square and the northerly side of High 
street to Highland street; thence across High street to its 
intersection with Orange street and along the westerly side of 
Orange street to its intersection with Washington street ; 
thence along the northerly side of Washington street to High 
street; thence across to the opposite corner of High and 
Washington streets, and along the southerly side of Wash- 
ington street to its intersection with Green street; thence 
along the westerly side of Green street to a point opposite the 
southerly side line of Ford street ; thence across Green street 
and along the southerly side of Ford street to westerly side of 
Union street; thence along the westerly side of Union street 
to a point opposite the southerly side line of Depot street ; 
thence along the southerly side of Depot street to centre of 
Main street ; thence northerly along the ceutre line of Main 
street to a point opposite the Boston & Maine railroad passen- 
ger station ; thence across said Main street to said passenger 
station, and along the easterly side of Market square and 
Market street to the bridge leading to Berwick, Maine; in 
defining the boundaries of said fire precinct wherever such 
boundary extends along the side of any street, it is intended 
and shall be construed to embrace all land abutting upon 
that side of such street. 


SEc. 3. Any person violating the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be punished by a fine of twenty dollars, and shall 
incur a penalty of ten dollars for each day he shall maintain 
any building so erected, moved or enlarged, without license 
having been first obtained as herein provided. 


SEC. 4. The mayor is hereby authorized to call the atten- 
tion of the board of fire engineers to any violation of the pro- 
visions of this chapter; thereupon said board of engineers 
shall warn the violators, in writing, by giving to him or them 
a copy of this chapter, and shall prosecute offenses against 
the provisions herein contained. 
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CRAP THR x XL: 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. The fire department of the city shall com- 
prise a board of engineers, consisting of a chief engineer, a 
first assistant engineer and a second assistant engineer, 
Deluge Hose Company No. 1, with fifteen men, Alert Hose 
Company No. 2, with twenty men, Deluge Hose Co. No. 3, 
with fifteen men, Conqueror. Hose Company No. 4, with 
fifteen men, and Hook and Ladder Company, with twenty 
men; the number of men in any of said companies may 
be diminished at any time by vote of the city councils. 


Sec. 2. The chief engineer or either of the assistant 
engineers may be removed from office at any time by vote of 
the city councils; the joint standing committee on fire de- 
partment shall have power to suspend either of said engi- 
neers, without pay, provided that such suspension shall not 
be effectual, if it be fora period exceeding thirty days, unless 
the same shall be approved by the city councils. 


Sec. 3. No person shall serve in any of the companies 
enumerated in section 1 of this chapter who is not a doxa fide 
resident of the city, and who is not between the ages of 
eighteen and fifty years. If any member of any of said com- 
panies shall wilfully neglect or refuse to discharge his duty, 
or shall be guilty of disorderly conduct, or of disobedience to 
the orders of superior officers, he shall be at once dismissed 
from the department by the chief engineer. 


Src. 4. The board of engineers shall appoint a steward 
for each hose company and for the hook and ladder company, 
who shall not be a member of any company, and who shall 
keep the hose carriage, or hook and ladder truck, of his com- 
pany, together with all that pertains to the same, in thorough 
repair and best of order; each steward shall be paid the same 
salary as members of his company, and shall be subject to 
removal at any time by the chief engineer. 


Src. 5. Each of said companies shall annually, during

the first week in January, by ballot, elect a foreman, a first 
assistant and a second assistant, and clerk, such officers to be 
subject to confirmation or rejection by the board of engineers ; 
vacancies may be filled at any time, for an unexpired term, 
by an election. 


SEc. 6. The clerk of each company shall prepare and 
transmit to the board of engineers, semi-annually, on the first 
day of July and January, for their approval, a pay foll of all 
persons belonging to the company; the foreman and clerk of 
each company shall certify thereon that the persons whose 
names are on the pay roll are members of the company, that 
they have performed all the duties devolving on them as fire- 
men, have been present at every turnout of the company or 
duly excused, and are entitled to all the privileges and pay of 
firemen. , | 


Sec. 7. In all cases of fire, the chief engineer, and in his 
absence the assistant next in rank who may be present, shall 
have the whole and absolute control and command over the 
assistant engineers, and all other officers and members of the 
fire deparment. 


Sec. 8. The engineers may make such rules and regula- 
tions for governing the department at fires and for the care of 
fire apparatus and for working the machines and testing the 
hydrants as they may deem necessary, subject to the approval 


of the city councils. 


SEC. 9. The joint standing committee on fire department 
shall make all necessary contracts for ordinary repairs and 
maintenance of said department, and shall certify to all’ bills 
for the same before they are allowed by the committee on 
- claims and accounts. 


Sec. 10. No hose or hook and ladder carriage shall be 
taken to a fire out of the city without the permission of chief 
engineer or acting chief engineer. Nor shall any apparatus of 
the fire department be taken from the city, except in case of 
fire, without permission of the mayor. 
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Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of the chief, or acting chief 
engineer, to make report to the city councils on the first days 
of January and July, annually, of all fires which have occurred 
within the city during the six months next preceding such 
report giving the dates on which each occurred, with an ap- 
proximate estimate of the loss in each; such reports shall be 
made upon blanks prescribed by the city councils. 


Src. 12. The board of engineers may, at any time, fe- 
duce the number of hosemen or hook and ladder men, and 
for that purpose may discharge any hosemen or hook and 
ladder men, when in their judgment a less number of men 
will be sufficient. 
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SECTION 1. All ordinances heretofore passed be and 
hereby are repealed and that the amended ordinances, with 
the exception of that part of Section I, Chapter 22, which 
telates to the engineers, go into effect on their passage, and 
that part shall go into effect at the beginning of the next 
municipal year.

WATER SUPPLY. 


SoMERSWORTH, N. H., May 15, 1896. 
To the City Councils of Somersworth : 

‘GENTLEMEN: Your joint special committee on water sup- 
ply, to whom was referred the petition of John C. Burke and 
others asking for an extension of the water-works system into 
the Brickyard district, would state that they have given the 
matter their careful consideration and present the following 
report : 

So far as giving that section of the city a satisfactory 
hydrant service, that end can be gained by running an 8-inch 
pipe from Main street along Indigo hill road to the new street 
known as Fourth street. 

With Hydrants located at suitable distances along this road 
the vicinity would have excellent protection against a fire, 
even if no branches were laid ou the streets leading from it. 
For domestic service on this road there seems to be the assur- 
ance of nine or ten water takers, who would use from twelve 
to fifteen faucets. 

On First street there is one person who would take the 
water, but the distance necessary to be laid would be too — 
great to warrant the expenditure as an investment. 

On Second street two faucets will be taken, but the neces- 
sary expenditure would be such as probably would not war- 
rant laying the pipe at this time. The same might be said 
of Third street.

GENTLEMEN:—Your committees on water supply desire to 
state that during ‘the preceding municipal year the city coun- 
cils acted upon several petitions for the extension of the pipe 
of the new water works system. In the case of two of these 
petitions, one for pipe on Page street and the other for pipe 
on Marston’s Iane, a vote was taken that the petition be gran- 
ted, thereby adding these two thoroughfares to the streets in- 
cluded in the plan for piping. Two other petitions were also 
presented, one for an extension of the piping from the corner 
of Franklin and High on the old Dover road to the residence 
of Alexander Stewart; the other was for an extension of pip- 
ing from the top of the hill near the residence of Albert Gau- 
dette on West High street, to the junction of the Gonie and 
cemetery roads near the residence of Henry Cochrane, and 
thence to the Rocky Hill road by the residence of Frank 
Chapman and the Haines farm. These two petitions were 
referred to the committee on water supply. 

In the case of neither petition, however, was there any ap- 
propriation made by the city councils. It will be necessary 
to have an appropriation for this work before the committee 
feel warranted in undertaking it, as. in the absence of a spe- 
cific appropriation for that purpose, they would not be justi- 
fied in proceeding with the work. 

In the case of the last mentioned petition, it seems to your 
committee that the-section referred to would be well protected 
in case of fire by hydrants at suitable points along West High 
street, and one near the residence of Mr. Chapman. They do 
not, however, think it wise or expedient to continue the main 
line beyond, so as to connect with the Rocky Hill road pipe 
as asked for in the petition.

management of the business entrusted to them and may 
familiarize themselves with the workings of the department, 
to the end that when the committee on water supply is ready 
to turn the completed waterworks system over to said com- 
missioners they may be prepared to receive the same and 
manage it intelligently and successfully. In the meantime 
the committee on water supply, or on ordinances, or the com- 
missioners themselves, may suggest for the consideration of 
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the city councils, such additional ordinances governing said 
department as shall seem to them advisable. ‘Therefore, by 
the time the system is in a condition to begin earning money 
for the city, the department may be in smooth working 
order. | 

The ordinance which your committee would present for 
.your consideration is as follows, and inasmuch as the time 
named in it for the choice of officers is the next regular meet- 
ing, it will be advisable to take prompt action in relation 
thereto : 


ORDINANCE. 
WATER WORKS. 


Be it Ordained by the City Councils of the City of Somers- 
worth: 

SECTION 1. The management of the Somersworth water 
works shall be vested in three persons, who shall be styled 
the board of water commissioners. 

Sec. 2. The city councils, in joint convention, shall, on 
the sixteenth day of June, A. D. 1896, elect three water com- 
nlissioners, not more than two of whom shall belong to the 
same political party, one for the term of one year, one for the 
term of two years, and one for the term of three years, desig- 
nating the term for which each is elected, and shall annually | 
thereafter on the fourth Tuesday of March elect one commis- 
sioner for the term of three years. 

SEC. 3. Incase a vacancy shall occur in said board, by 
death, resignation or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled 
by the city councils in joint convention, and the person so 
elected shall hold office for the balance of the term of his pre- 
decessor- Each commissioner shall hold office until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified, provided, that any commis- 
sioner may, for cause, at any time be removed from office 
by the concurrent action of the city councils. 

Sec. 4. The board of water commissioners may choose a 
chairman and clerk; may make such rules and regulations 
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for their own government and that of their employes, and for 
the regulation and government of water takers, as they shall 
deem expedient, subject to the approval of the city councils; 
they shall have power to appoint a superintendent of the 
water works, engineer and such other employes as may be 
necessary, and may fix their compensation and that of the 
clerk. ! 
SEc. 5. When the water works shall have been completed 
and turned over to them by the committee on water supply, 
the board of water commissioners shall assume the charge 
thereof and shall exercise general supervision over all the 
water works, the materials and supplies connected therewith, 
and over all subordinate officers and agents.

METER MEASUREMENTS. 


1. The water commissioners reserve the right to put in 
a water meter and charge for measured water at meter rates, 
whenever they shall deem such action to be for the best inter- 
ests of the city. 

2. Should the water board so elect, they may put meters 
on any service, and an annual rental of ten per cent on the 
cost of the meter shall be charged the consumer. If the con- 
sumer prefers to buy and own a meter, it will be furnished by 
the commissioners at practically cost price. Whenever a 
meter is put in the minimum annual rate shall in no case be 
less than $10.00. All water that passes through a meter will 
be charged for, whether used or wasted. 

3. If for any reason a meter fails to register, the consumer 
will be charged at the average daily consumption, as shown 
by the meter when registering. |

REGULATIONS. 


io CON TRACT, 


SECTION I. Every person taking water thereby assents to 
the following regulations and agrees to be bound by them and 
such other regulations as the water commissioners may here- 
after establish. 


II. APPLICATIONS. 


Src. 2. Every person desiring a supply of water must 
make application therefor to the board of water commission- 
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ersor Superintendent in such form as may be prescribed by 
them. 

Src. 3. The application must state fully and truly all the 
uses to which the water is to be applied; and should any 
other use thereafter be desired, notice of the same must be 
given to the board and permission therefor be obtained. 

SEc. 4. Each application must be signed by the owner 
or the duly authorized agent of the real estate upon which 
the supply of water is desired, who will be held responsible 
for all water rates and charges. 


III. SERVICE PIPES. 


SEC. 5. Service pipes will be provided and maintained by 
the city from the main to the side line of the street of such 
sizes and in such locations as may be determined by the . 
board. Service pipes from the street line tothe end of the 
stop and waste-cock in the cellar will be provided and main- 
tained by the city at the expense of the water takers. 

SEc. 6. Each service must be provided with a stop and 
waste-cock inside the foundation walls, so arranged that the 
whole system of piping within the building can be drained, 
and all pipes must be fully protected against freezing, and 
the consumer will be held liable for any damage which may 
result from the neglect of such precaution. 

Sec. 7. All charges for laying service pipe, making con- 
nections or furnishing material, shall be due and payable on 
the first day of the month following such putting in or sale. 


IV. USE OF WATER. 


SEc. 8. No person supplied with water shall make or . 
allow its use for any other purpose than stated in their appli- 
cation, or for which permission has been duly obtained; and 
all persons taking the water shall prevent any unnecessary 
waste thereof. Zhe water must not be left running to pre- 
vent freezing, or kept running at any time longer than nec- 
essary tn tts proper use. ‘ 

SEC. 9. All persons using*hand hose must conform to the 
following rules: Hose season will be from April 1 to October 
1, two hours each day, with nozzle not over 1-4 inch outlet. 
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All hose attached to movable fountains, and run more than 
two hours each day, will be charged fountain rates besides 
hose. No one will be allowed to use hose or fountain before 
6 o’clock A. M., or after 9 o’clock P. M., except in case of 
fire. All persons using hose without giving notice will be 
required to pay double rates. Those who commence to use 
hose on or after April 1 will be charged for the full season, 
except those who have never applied for the same, and no 
one will be allowed to leave a hose running between the 
hours of nine A.M. and 4 p.m. All takers who use hose 
only will be charged six dollars for the season, and will be 
shut off on the 1st of October and let on April 1, providing 
the water is only used for the following purposes: Sprinkling 
streets, lawns, gardens and washing windows. 

SEC. 10. Any person supplied with water will not be 
allowed to supply water to any other person or family with- 
out the consent of the superintendent. Any person violating 
any portion of this rule shall be liable to have his supply shut 
off and the amount paid therefor forfeited. 


V. INSPECTIONS. 


SEC. 11. The agents of the board must be allowed to in- 
spect all pipes, fixtures, and apparatus, and to control the 
stop and waste-cock whenever they may desire. They must 
also be allowed, whenever they think proper, to make exam- 
inations to ascertain the quantity of water used, the manner 
of its use, and whether any improper use or waste be made; 
and no concealment of its uses must be made by any party. 


Vi. “SHUTTING OFF .WATER. 


SEc. 12. When two or more parties take water through 
one service pipe, the provision in regard to cutting off the 
supply on account of non-payment of rent, waste of water, or 
for violation of any rule, shall be applicable to all the parties, 
although one or more of them may be innocent of any cause 
of offense. 

Sec. 13. Whenever the water has been shut off from any 
premises, for non-payment of rent or violation of any rule, if 
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any person shall provide such premises with water from his 
own supply he shall be liable.to have his own supply shut off 
and the amount paid therefor forfeited. 


VII. .STOPPAGE,. 


Src. 14. The board and its agents will have the right to 
stop the water from any pipes for repairs, or other purposes, 
whenever they may deem advisable. 

Src. 15. Noclaim will be allowed for lack of water or 
damages caused by stoppage of supply from any accident to 
any portion of the works, or for purposes of additions or re- 
pairs. 


VIII. RATES, WHEN AND WHERE PAYABLE. 


SEc. 16. All rates except for meters will be due and pay- 
able semi-annually, in advance, on the first days of March 
and September in each year. Meter rates will be due and 
payable quarterly, on the 1st days of March, June, Septem- 
ber and December in each year. All bills shall be payable 
at the office of the water commissioners. 

Sec. 17. All bills remaining unpaid twenty days after 
due will be chargeable with an addition of five (5) per cent ; 
and the limit allowed for payment will not be extended be- 
yond fifteen days thereafter; and in all cases of non-payment 
of the water rent within that limit, the supply shall be cut off, 
and the water will not again be let on except upon the pay- 
ment of the rent due and the sum of one dollar for cutting off 
and turning on the water. 


IX. ABATEMENTS. 


SEc. 18. Any person whose tenement may become vacant 
shall receive an abatement of the water rates appertaining to 
that tenement, upon the following terms and conditions. 
They shall sign upon the books of the water board, at the 
office of their superintendent, notice that such vacancy exists, 
and a request that an abatement be made on account there- 
for; and after such notice is given, an abatement shall be 
made for the number of whole calender months that the 
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vacancy shall continue, provided, he shall give similar notice 
at the office of the superintendent when the tenement is again 
occupied, but not otherwise. 

SEC. 19. No abatement will be made where the water 
rates do not amount to more than six dollars per year for 
each service. 


X. BUILDING PURPOSES. 


SEC. 20. Each owner or contractor using city water shall 
deposit at the office of the water board an amount sufficient 
to pay for the same at the place designated, provided that in 
no case shall the amount be less than two dollars. 


XI. PLUMBER’S REPORT. 


SEc. 21. All practical plumbers and pipers will be re- 
quired to obtain a permit from the water board or their agent, 
before doing any work in connection with the water works, 
also furnish a correct report of all work done in connection 
with the works within forty-eight hours after said work is 
completed. All persons not complying with the above rule 
will be subject to a fine of not less than five dollars for every 
such offense, and no water will be turned into such fixtures 
until satisfactory settlement is made. And all plumbers are 
forbidden turning water into any fixture until this notice has 
been given to the superintendent. 


XII. INTERFERENCE. 


SEC. 22. No person shall close or open any gate or valve, 
make any connection with the pipes, or interfere in any way 
with anything connected with the water works. No person 
or fireman, except for the actual use of extinguishing fires, 
shall open any hydrant without consent of the water board or 
superintendent. 


XIII. RESERVATION. 


SEc. 23. The board of water commissioners reserve the 
right to change the established rules and regulations at any 
time, subject to the approval of the city councils, and to 
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make such variation from the rates in special cases as the 
amount of water used in any case may render just and neces- 
sary.

If your honorable bodies should see fit to authorize the city 
councils to make the extensions as above asked for, they 
would pretty much complete all the lines of piping that it 
would be advisable to lay at this time, whether in respect to 
hydrant Service, or as a paying investment from domestic 
use. There may be, however, two or three short lengths of 
pipe that further examination may show to be desirable to 
lay at once, and as the pipe should, in order to secure the

To the Joint Specral Committee on Water Supply for the 

City of Somersworth: 

GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to transmit herewith all 
the papers in the matter of the hearing before Hon. Harry G. 
Sargent, Hon. John T. Busiel and Col. Winthrop N. Dow, 
commissioners to hear and determine the fair and equitable 
value of all lines of water pipe and piping, including service 
pipes, and all other water rights and privileges of the Great 
Falls Manufacturing Company outside its mill yard, except- 
ing the stand-pipe, reservoir and main line of pipe connecting 
with the same, which were taken by the city of Somersworth 
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from said company, by vote of the city councils, passed on 
the 20th day of August, 1895; I also annex a statement of 
the total expense to the city in connection with said taking 
and the hearing thereon.

This agreement, made and entered into on this ninth 
day of November, A.D. 1895, by and between the city of 
Somersworth, a municipal corporation in the county of 
Strafford and state of New Hampshire, hereinafter referred to 
as the party of the first part, and the Great Falls Manufac- 
turing Company, a corporation duly organized and existing 
under the laws of said state of New Hampshire, and having 
an established place of business at said Somersworth, herein- 
after referred to as the party of the second part, 


WITNESSETH : 


That whereas said city of Somersworth, pursuant to the 
privileges and franchises granted to the town of Somersworth 
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by chapter 143 of the Laws of New Hampshire, approved 
February 12, A. D. 1891, entitled: ‘‘An act to establish 
water-works in the town of Somersworth,’’ and by section 25 
of chapter 171 of the laws of New Hampshire, approved Feb- 
ruary 24, A. D. 1893, entitled, ‘‘An act to establish the city 
of Somersworth,” vested in said city of Somersworth, did on 
the twentieth day of August, A. D.4895, vote ‘“That the city 
take all lines of water pipe and piping, including service 
pipes, and all other rights and privileges, of the Great Falls 
Manufacturing Company, outside its mill-yard, with the ex- 
ception of the stand-pipe, reservoir, and main line of pipe 
connecting therewith’’ ; and whereas, on the same date, it was 
voted by said city of Somersworth that the value of the prop- 
erty so taken should be determined by arbitration, or other- 
wise; 

Now, therefore, said parties do hereby agree to submit to 
the determination of three referees, who shall be selected in 
the manner hereinafter provided, what sum the party of the 
first part shall pay to the party of the second part as the fair 
and equitable value to said party of the second part of its said 
lines of water pipe and piping, including service pipes and of 
the water rights and privileges now exercised by said party 
of the second part, of distributing water through said lines of 
water pipe and piping, including service pipes, in said city of 
Somersworth, outside of its mill yard; the privilege now 
exercised by said party of the second part of distributing 
water through its service pipes, connecting with main pipe 
now owned by the party of the first part, to be considered by 
said referees in determining said value, only so far as the 
referees shall determine that said party of the second part has 
some vested right to the further exercise of said privilege. 

That the referees to determine the value as aforesaid shall 
be mutually agreed upon by the parties, the joint special 
committee on water supply acting in the selection on behalf 
of said party of the first part, and J. Howard Nichols, treas- 
urer of the Great Falls Manufacturing company, acting on 
behalf of said party of the second part; provided, that in case 
the parties shall fail to agree, as aforesaid, in the selection of 
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the referees, then said joint special committee on water sup- 
ply, acting on behalf of the party of the first part, shall select 
one referee, and J. Howard Nichols on behalf of the party of 
the second part, shall select one referee, and the two referees 
so selected shall themselves select a third, who shall be the 
third referee and chairman of the board of arbitrators. 

And it is hereby further agreed that the findings and award 
of said board of referees, or a majority of them, shall be final 
and binding upon the parties hereto, provided that said board 
shall give due notice to the parties of the time and place of 
hearing upon the subject matter of this submission ; it is also 
provided that if either party shall fail to attend at the time and 
place appointed for such hearing, due notice of the same hav- 
ing been given, said board of referees may proceed ex parte. 

It is further understood and agreed that each party hereto shall 
pay its own expense and one half of the fees of said referees, 
which may accrue in the hearings under this submission. 

In witness whereof the said parties, the city of Somers- 
worth by its mayor and city clerk, both of whom have been 
duly authorized to execute this agreement, and the Great 
Falls Manufacturing company, by a majority of its board of 
directors, have hereunto interchangeably set their hands and 
corporate seals, the day and year first above written.

SAND FILTER. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., July 28, 1896. 
To the City Councils: 
GENTLEMEN :—We present before you herewith the report 
made to us by Engineer Wheeler, covering estimates of cost, 
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and methods of construction, of sand filter to be used in con- 
nection with our present water-works system. 

It will beremembered that the original plan of the water-works 
system as adopted by your honorable bodies contemplated 
the construction of such a filter. Your committee have given 
the matter careful consideration. They are satisfied that 
such a filter would furnish the water takers of the city with 
pure, sparkling, healthful water, equal, or indeed, superior 
to that furnished by any city or town in the state. The value 
of sand filtration is beyond question. The experience with 
the filter at Lawrence, Mass., proves this, and the method is 


endorsed by sanitary engineers everywhere. 


It may be said, however, that the maintenance of sucha 
filter brings an additional annual expense, including interest 
and cost of operation ef between $1,500 and $1,800, probably 
not less than the first named sum, and certainly within the 
last named as an outside figure. Engineer Wheeler, whose 
views are conservative and carefully made up, thinks that 
about $250 plus the interest (about $1,200) would cover the 
annual expense, making it come within $1,500. Of course 
this additional expense means, either that there must be 
enough extra water consumed to make up this amount, or 
else that the time for the final payment of the water-works 
debt is postponed somewhat. 

That the building of such a filter and the consequent fur- 
nishing of pure, healthful water would result in greater con- 
sumption cannot be disputed. Whether it would be enough 
greater to make up the additional cost of filter maintenance 
is, of course, problematical. | 

There also arises the further question as to whether or not 
many, who have already had water put into their houses on 
the understanding that it was ultimately to be filtered, would 
not decline to use it if this portion of the plan were aban- 
doned. The number of people who have had this under- 
standing is certainly large. 

The water taken from the river above the ice house isa 
great improvement over thattaken from farther down stream, 
where it receives an accession of sewerage. Perhaps the 
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water taken where the city takes it is as good as that fur- 
nished by a majority of the water systems of the state. 

With a filter, however, it could be made equal to the best. 
In spring the turbidity incident to the swollen river would 
have no effect on the character of the water as coming from 
the faucets. If there should be drought later in the year, there 
would be no danger of offensive taste or odor by reason of the 
exposure of the banks, due to low water and the consequent 
decomposition of vegetable matter. At all times of year 
there would be a guaranty, as nearly absolute as it can be 
made, against danger from diseases communicable by water 
from the sewage of towns above on the streams. This is a: 
danger inherent in all surface water, and particularly in run- 
ning streams. 

In this view of the case, therefore, your committee are of 
the opinion that it would not be wise at this time to depart 
from the original plan, but that a filter, substantially like 
that embodied in the plans submitted by Engineer Wheeler, 
be constructed. In this view of the case the water commis- 
sioners agree unanimously with the committee. 

If your honorable bodies are of the opinion also that such a 
filter should be constructed, it would be desirable to make 
an appropriation at once, in order that full plans may be 
drawn, bids received and work begun at the earliest practica- 
ble day.

DEAR SiR :—I send you herewith my report covering esti- 
mated cost of filter plant, which should reach you in season 
for consideration at the meeting of the city council tonight. 

I omitted to call attention in the report to one provision 
indicated upon the plan, to wit: ‘The center line of piers for 
supporting the covering arches is designed to be placed 
directly in the line of the straight portion of the railroad track 
or siding behind the coal shed ; which line of piers is to have 
an extra width or cross-section sufficient to enable it to sup- 
port an extension of the railroad siding directly over it, so 
that cars loaded with material for the filter bed and for other 
purposes may be run directly down over the center of the 
filter, and such material discharged directly from the cars by 
chutes through the manholes. In like manner scrapings to 
be removed from the surface of the filter bed may if desired 
be loaded upon empty cars and moved to any desired point 
along the railroad siding. 

In order to insure a first class piece of work that will be, 
as we believe the rest of the works are, a model of their kind, 
an appropriation of about $30,000, could in my judgment be 
well invested.

To the FHlonorable Committee on Water Supply, 
For the City of Somersworth, N. f1., 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the vote passed by 
your committee at its meeting held Wednesday evening last, 
the 15th inst., instructing me to prepare an estimate of the 
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cost of a covered sand filter proposed to be constructed in 
connection with the city’s system of water-works now 
approaching completion, I have attended to that duty and 
respectfully submiit the following report thereon: 

The design and plan upon which the estimate is based are 
for a natural sand filter about 150 feet square internally and 
having a net filtration area of half an acre. The location 
proposed therefor is about one hundred feet north-east of the 
pumping station toward the river. 

The filtration area is to be enclosed by vertical granite 
walls laid in hydraulic cement, and covered with a series of 
brick and concrete arches supported by lines of granite piers 
three feet square spaced sixteen feet apart each way. Man- 
holes formed in the arches at regular and suitable intervals 
afford light and access*to the space below. A covering of 
earth and loam about two feet deep above the crown level of 
the arches, neatly graded and seeded, completes the protec- 
tion of the water contained in the filter against freezing in 
the winter, and thus permits the operation of the plant to go 
on without impairment by ice or expense for removing it. 

The filter bed is designed to have a total depth of five feet, 
of which about twelve or fifteen inches at the bottom will 
consist of washed and screened pebbles ranging from about 
two inches to one-sixteenth of an inch in diameter, deposited 
in three graduated layers, the coarser at the bottom. Upon 
this will be the filtering medium proper, consisting of a layer 
of fine and carefully selected and cleaned sand about four 
feet thick. 

The general plan and location of the filter, with relation to 
the pumping station, are shown upon the accompanying 
blue-print. 

I have made use of an area of half an acre, not because it 
is deemed absolutely essential that so large a filter be con- 
structed at the outset, but as a convenient unit of size from 
which to make deductions and comparisons as to the rate of 
filtration per acre under given amounts of the daily consump- 
tion of water, or rates at which it may be pumped therefor by 
the engines at the pumping station. 
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For example, the main engine by which the daily supply 
will ordinarily be pumped has a normal capacity of 1,500,0co 
gallons in twenty-four hours, and to perform its daily service 
most economically and advantageously it should be operated 
at substantially that rate. And inasmuch as the conditions 
are such as do not conveniently admit of providing a reser- 
voir to receive and store filtered water during such portions 
of each day as the pumping engines shall be idle, and there- 
by permit the filter to operate continuously, it becomes neces- 
sary thatits size and capacity shall be such that the rate at 
which it will effectually operate and furnish water shall corre- 
spond to that at which the pumping engine delivers it during 
the time when itis in operation each day. ‘Therefore to keep 
the engine supplied when pumping at the rate of 1,500,000 gal- 
lons per day, a half acre filter must operate at the rate of 
3,000,000 gallons per acre per day. 

By the estimate that is to follow the cost of the half acre 
filter is computed to be approximately $29,892.23. For com- 
parison the relative rates per acre required to filter water at 
the same quantitative rate of 1,500,000 gallons per day, with 
filtration areas of three-tenths, four-tenths, six-tenths and 
three-fourths of an acre respectively, and the corresponding 
cost of filters of such areas, are tabulated for convenience as 
follows:

Now the usual rate of filtration by natural sand filters in 
European practice is somewhat less than 3,000,000, say from 
2,000,000 to 2,750,000 gallons per acre per day, and an 
equally low rate where conditions are favorable is generally 
recommended by engineers in this country who have given 
attention to this subject. Nevertheless, instances are not 
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lacking where experience has shown that a considerably 
higher rate of filtration may be maintained without materially 
impairing the efficiency and thoroughness of the purification 
accomplished thereby ; and your committee will recall that at 
the Lawrence filtration experiment station of the Massachu- 
setts state board of health they were shown an experimental 
filter in which a rate of about 5,000,000 gallons per acre per 
day had been maintained with comparative success and effi- 
ciency. It is well understood, however, that the higher 
rates of filtration are successfully maintained only with great 
care in the management and operation of the filter, and in- 
deed are possible only under favorable conditions, such as a 
raw water that is fairly clear and free from earthy sediment 
and excessive amounts of organic pollution. | 

While, therefore, it might be found practicable to operate 
your proposed filter at Somersworth at a higher rate than 
3,000,000 gallons per acre per day, whereby a smaller area 
than half an acre would keep the pumping engine supplied 
with water at its normal speed, common experience and usage 
with such works elsewhere, indicate that such a rate should 
not be materially exceeded, especially where, as in this case, 
the process of filtration is intermittent from day to day, and is 
governed or affected directly by the rate at which the pump- 
ing engine itself operates. Moreover, even were it possible 
to filter effectively at a higher rate, of say 4,000,c00 to 5,000,- 
ooo gallons per acre per day, whereby the area and 
therefore the cost of the filter might be relatively reduced, 
it should not be overlooked that the smaller the area of the 
filter performing a given service, the more frequently does it 
become necessary to interrupt its use for scraping, cleaning 
and replenishing the sand removed thereby, and the greater 
the inconvenience and expense of its operation. 

The following estimate of the cost of a filter of half an acre 
is based upon the assumption that the work is to be done 
under a contract or contracts to be awarded upon competitive 
bids to be received upon carefully prepared plans and specifi- 
cations, and to be fulfilled under the constant supervision of 
the engineers and their inspectors.

To the general estimate submitted in my report to your 
committee dated Aug. 19, 1895 was appended an item of 
$20,000, for filter plant, which comprised a covered filter bed 
having an area of about 12,000 square feet. At that time it 
was the intention to provide a storage basin for filtered water, 
whereby the smaller filter would be enabled to meet all present 
requirements by operating continuously and independently 
of the pumping machinery. On further study of the problem, 
however, particularly as affected by the occasional drawing 
down of the water of the river above the dam of the Great 
Falls Manufacturing Company for its power purposes, I find 
that such a filtered water reservoir is hardly practicable, 
without incurring the expense of operating special pumping 
machinery to deliver the water from the filter into such a 
reservoir or from the river to the filter. Consequently, it be- 
comes necessary to increase the area of the filter at some in- 
crease in the aggregate cost of the work. Moreover, in con- 
structing the screen well near the river, and in laying the 
conduit between it and the pumping station, an extensive 
formation of quicksand and unstable alluvium or river de- 
posit was encountered throughout a distance of about 200 
feet from the river, which has necessitated changing the pro- 
posed site or location of the filter to higher and firmer ground, 
thus increasing considerably the amount of earth excavation 
required in the work. 


It is doubtless unnecessary to suggest to the committee, 
and through it tothe city council, that if the construction of the 
filter is to be carried out this year it should be definately de- 
termined upon at the earliest possible day, as the remainder 
of the present working season will under the most favorable 
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conditions allow none too much time for the proper perform- 
ance of the work.

PROPOSAL. 


The undersigned, as bidder, declares that the only persons 
or parties interested in this proposal as principals are those 
whose names appear near the end of this proposal as ““persons 
and parties interested in the foregoing bid;’’ that this pro- 
posal is made without collusion with any other person, firm 
or corporation; that he has carefully examined the location 
of the proposed work, the annexed proposed form of contract, 
and the plans therein referred to; and he proposes and agrees 
that he will contract with the committee on water supply of 
the city of Somersworth, in the form of the copy of the con- 
tract hereto annexed or deposited in the office of the engineer 
of said committee to provide all necessary machinery, tools, 
apparatus and other means of construction, and do all the 
work and furnish all the materials specified in the contract, 
in the manner and time therein prescribed, and’ according to 
the requirements of the engineer as therein set forth, and that 
he will take in full payment therefor the following sums, to 
wit :— 

Item 1. For excavation of loam and placing in bank 
within three hundred (300) feet haul, the sum of twenty-five 
cents ($0.25) per cubic yard. 

_ Item 2. For excavation of sub-soil and placing in bank 
within three hundred (300) feet haul, the sum of twenty-five 
cents, ($0.25) per cubic yard.

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Item 3. For excavation of all other sub-soil, and grading, 
piling, wasting or otherwise disposing of it within five hun- 
dred (500) feet haul, the sum of thirty-five (35) cents per 
cubic yard. 

Item 4. For excavation of all ledge requiring blasting 
and of boulders measuring one cubic yard or more, and dis- 
posal of the same, as per item 3, the sum of one dollar 
($1.00) per cubic yard.

a. Gravel, comprising the three lower layers, the sum of 
one dollar ($1.00) per cubic yard. 

6. Sand, comprising one upper layer, the sum of one dol- 
lar ($1.00) per cubic yard. 

Item 20. For extra work or materials, if any, as specified 
in paragraph 35 of the annexed form of contract, the reason- 
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able cost of the work or materials, as determined by the 
Engineer, plus fifteen (15) per cent. of such cost. 

If this proposal shall be accepted by the committee on 
water supply of the city of Somersworth, N. H., and the 
undersigned shall fail to contract as aforesaid, and to give a 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) with sure- 


ty or sureties satisfactory to the committee, within five (5) 


days (not including Sunday) from the date of the mailing of 
a notice from the committee, or the personal notification by 
the committee, to him that the contract is ready for signature, 
then he shall be considered to have abandoned the contract, 
and the certified check for one thousand dollars ($1,000) 
accompanying this proposal shall become the property of the 
city of Somersworth; otherwise the accompanying check 
shall be returned to the undersigned.

CONTRACT. 


This agreement made and concluded this thirteenth day of 
September, 1896, by and between the city of Somersworth, of 
the state of New Hampshire, by its committee on Water 
Supply (hereinafter called the committee), party of the first, 
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part, and Charles W. O’Shea of Somersworth and William 
M. Ames of Rochester, both in the state of New Hampshire, 
party of the second part, (hereinafter called the Contractor) , 

WITNESSETH:—That the contractor has agreed, and 
by these presents does agree, with the city of Somersworth, 
for the considerations hereinafter mentioned and contained, 
at his own proper cost and expense to furnish all the mate- 
rials, except as hereinafter expressly excepted, and do all the 
work called for in this agreement in the manner and under 
the conditions hereinafter specified. 

To prevent all disputes and litigation, it is further agreed 
by and between the parties to this coutract, that the engineer 
of the said committee on water supply, shall, in all cases, de- 
termine the amount or the quantity of the several classes of 
work which are to be paid for under this contract and the 
quality of the materials used therein, and he shall decide all 
questions which may arise relative to the meaning and exe- 
cution of this contract on the part of the contractor, and his 
decision shall be final and conclusive. ‘The methods and ap- 
pliances to be employed in the execution of the work shall 
also be subject to his direction and approval. 

The words, engineer, or inspector, wherever they occur 
herein, shall mean the engineer of the said committee on 
water supply, acting either directly or through his properly 
authorized assistants or agents, such agents acting within 
the scope of the particular duties entrusted to them. 

It is hereby further agreed that the contractor shall com- 
mence work under this contract with as little delay, not ex- 
ceeding ten days, as possible after the signing hereof, and 
shall prosecute the same continuously, so far as the excava- 
tion and the granite walls of the filter and walls of the regu- 
lating chamber to grade 100 are concerned, until these are 
completed, which shall be on or before Nov. 15, 1896. 
Should the weather prove unfavorable the engineer may order 
work stopped previous to that date, and he may also allow 
the contractor to continue work later in the season on such 
parts thereof as he, the engineer, may direct, if in his judg- 
ment the weather shall be favorable thereto. Upon the sus- 
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pension of the work, the contractor shall properly protect it 
from injury during the winter season, either by flooding or 
otherwise, as may be directed by the Engineer, and it is 
further agreed, that work shall be again resumed by April 
15, 1897, or as much sooner as the weather shall permit, 
when all work previously done shall be repaired, if needed, 
and the entire work pushed to completion, ready for use on 
or before July 15, 1897, and all grading, seeding, sodding, 
cleaning of grounds, etc. by Aug. 1, 1897. It being provid- 
ed, however, that for all delays occasioned by the neglect or 
act of the city; either in the delivery of materials to be fur- 
nished by it, or by litigation or otherwise, corresponding ex- 
tensions of time shall be allowed the contractor for the 
completion of the work. And for a failure to complete the 
work within the time aforesaid, the said committee shall be, 
and are hereby authorized to assess such damage, not to ex- 
ceed twenty ($20.00) dollars for each day of delay, as they 
may find to be just and reasonable, and may deduct the a- 
mount thereof from the final payment otherwise due the con- 
tractor, on the completion of the work. 


SPECIFICATION. 


1. The work to be done consists in furnishing all mater- 
ials not expressly stated to be furnished by the city, and to 
perform all labor required for the construction of a covered 
sand filter and its appurtenances, including a regulating 
chamber, and all connecting inlet, outlet, waste and collect- 
ing pipes, all upon the pumping station lot, so-called, belong- 
ing to the city, at a point shown on the plans between the 
pump house and the screen well, all as shown and to be 
shown upon general plans and details furnished and to be 
furnished, and these specifications. 

2. The following are the approximate quantities of the 
work to be done, and the city reserves the right to increase 
or diminish them as circumstances may require. 

Item 1. Excavation of loam and placing in bank within 
300 feet haul, 950 cubic yards. 
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Item 2. Excavation of sub-soil and placing in bank with- 
in 300 feet haul, 2,250 cubic yards. 

Item 3. Excavation of all other subsoil and grading, 
piling, wasting or otherwise disposing of it within 500 feet 
haul, 9,700 cubic yards. 

Item 4. Excavation of ledge and of bowlders measuring 
one cubic yard or more, and disposal of same as per Item 3, 
150 cubic yards. 

Item 5. Furnishing and laying granite rubble walls in 
American Hydraulic cement, 715 cubic yards. 

Item 6. Furnishing and laying brick masonry walls in 
Portland cement, 26,700 bricks. 

Item 7. Furnishing and placing Portland cement concrete 
footings under the walls of regulating chamber and in floor of 
the same, 7 cubic yards. 

Item 8. Furnishing and laying granite rubble piers in 
Portland cement, 114 cubic yards. 

Item 9. Furnishing and laying brick masonry in Portland 
cement in lintel arches and spandrel filling over center line of 
piers, 33,500 bricks. 

Item 10. Furnishing and laying brick masonry in Port- 
land cement in covering arches, man-holes, etc., 236,000 
bricks. 

Item1z. Furnishing and placing Portland cement con- 
crete over covering arches, 530 cubic yards. 

Item 12. Sub-soil backfilled and graded over filter, 2,250 
cubic yards. 

Item 13. Loam, backfilled and graded over sub-soil, 950 
cubic yards. 

Item 14. Furnishing and placing sodding, 200 square 
yards. 

Item 15. Furnishing and applying grass seed and -fertil- 
izer, 3,800 square yards. 

Item 16. Furnishing and laying collecting pipes, includ- 
ing all branches and connections : 

a—15-inch pipe, 26 lineal feet. 

6—12-inch pipe, 56 lineal feet. 

c—1o-inch pipe, 38 lineal feet.

Item 17. Laying and setting cast iron pipes, gates and 
specials furnished by the city.

Item 19. Furnishing, screening, placing and assorting 
materials for filter bed. 
a—Gravel, comprising three ldwer layers, 800 cubic yards. 
6—Sand, comprising one upper layer, 3,200 cubic yards. 


EXCAVATION. 


3. Excavate all loam from its full depth from the area 
occupied by the filter and regulating chamber, and for an 
additional strip of twenty (20) feet more or less as directed, 
on all sides of said area, and pile the same compactly ata 
place or places to be designated by the engineer within three 
hundred (300) feet average haul from said area. 

After removing the loam, a trench shall be dug so that its 
outer line at the bottom shall coincide as nearly as possible 
with the outer line of the enclosing walls of the filter and wide 
enough to conveniently work and to lay therein a wall of the 
kind and character specified. Should the banks of the exca- 
vation be firm enough to stand safely without bracing, the 
interior core may be excavated while the wall is building, 
otherwise the core shall be left in place and used to properly 
brace the outer bank until the enclosing wallis built and 
backfiled to a grade that will insure the stability of the outer 
bank. Ofthe material excavated, such part thereof as the 
engineer may designated to an amount necessary to cover the 
completed filter and to properly grade upon and around the 
same, shall be compactly piled at a point or points to be des- 
ignated but within three hundred (300) feet average haul of 
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the same. The remainder of the excavated material shall be 
used for grading, wasted, or placed in spoil banks at such 
place or places within a maximum haul of five hundred (500) 
feet, as may be directed and required, provided however, that 
if in the opinion of the engineer any of such excavated mate- 
rial is of a character suitable to be used in the work or such 
that the city may desire to preserve or use for other purposes, 
whether sand, gravel, rock or other material, the same shall 
be carefully separated from the rest of the excavated material 
and piled as directed, not however in excess of said maxi- 
mum haul of five hundred (500) feet. All material used for 
grading, or that may be wasted or otherwise disposed of, 
shall be spread at such depths and carefully graded to such 
lines and grades as may be directed by the engineer to the 
end that when finished, the grounds may be left ina neat and 
presentable condition. 

All solid ledge, requiring blasting, and all boulders, meas- 
uring before breaking one cubic yard or more each, shall be 
measured and paid for as rock. All other excavated material 
to be classified and paid for as shown under Items 1, 2, and 
3. (Hee patacrapn No.1 27.9 

4. All excavated materials are to belong to the city of 
Somersworth, but such of them shall be used by the contrac- 
tor in the prosecution of the work herein specified as may be 
allowed or required by the engineer, and for all material so 
allowed or ordered to be used, the contractor shall allow and 
pay to the city the following prices, to wit :—- 

a—For all sand for mortar, to be screened and prepared by 
the contractor, twenty-five (25) cents per cubic yard. 

6— For all sand suitable for filter bed, to be screened and 
otherwise suitably prepared by the contractor, twenty-five 
(25) cents per cubic yard. 

c—For all gravel suitable either for concrete or for filter 
bed, to’ be sorted, screened and otherwise prepared by the 
contractor, twenty-five (25) cents per cubic yard. . 

d—For all rock, suitable for masonry,:to be broken, split 
and prepared by the contractor, the sum of fifty (50) cents 
per cubic yard. | 
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e—For all rock, suitable for concrete, to be broken and 
prepared by the contractor, twenty-five (25) cents per cubic 
yard. 

5- The regulating chamber shall be excavated to its full 
size and depth, so that the concrete bottom as well as the 
concrete footing of the walls may go in before the walls are 
started. Care shall be taken not to excavate unnecessarily 
outside of the lines prescribed therefor, nor to a depth below 
the grade required for the work, provided, however, that for 
the purpose of keeping the excavation clear of water, one or 
more sump wells may be sunk to pump from at such points, 
either within or without the line of the excavation, and at 
such grades as the engineer may direct. Care shall be 
taken at all times to keep the outer banks firm and vertical, 
and all sump holes, caving of banks and other irregularities 
in the excavation, including the excavated space allowed 
between the outer walls and the bank, shall be carefully 
refilled 'by the contractor, and at his own expense, and 
thoroughly tamped, being puddled with water if required by 
the engineer. If at any time puddling is required, and water 
cannot otherwise be conveniently obtained, the city will fur- 
nish water at the hydrant in front of the pumping station for 
puddling only, the contractor to furnish all necessary hose and 
labor, and make good all damages caused to hydrant or 
grounds or other property of the city. 

For the purpose of calculating quanties, and to allow ample 
room for laying walls, shoring, bracing, sump wells, etc., in- 
cluding also the natural slope of the banks where not braced, 
the excavation shall be measured to a vertical plane one (1) 
foot outside of the outer line of the wall at the bottom. 


GRANITE WALL. 


6. The wall surrounding the filter shall be of the form 
and dimensions shown on the plans, to be of clean, sound, 
quarried granite rubble, split to proper lines and dimensions, 
laid solid in Rosendale cement mortar of the character here- 
inafter specified, with full mortar joints, the inner face of the 
wall to be brought up plumb to a true line and face, and the 
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wall to be laid the full thickness called for, and properly bat- 
tered on the outer face, without any scant lines or hollows in 
the same, and thoroughly pointed before filling in the earth.. 
Every stone to be thoroughly bedded in mortar, and joints 
thoroughly filled, no part of the surface or angles of any two 
stones to touch each other, but the space to be entirely filled 
with mortar. ‘The wall shall be thoroughly bonded as it goes 
up, both lengthwise and across, and made water tight. A 
footing course projecting three (3) inches into the filter and 
at least twelve (12) inches in height shall be laid, the stones 
forming the same to be of aslarge size as possible, at least every 
third one running through the entire thickness of the wall. 
This course shall start in a trench at least six inches below 
the bottom of the filter bed, and be laid on a full thick bed of 
mortar, the exact depth of the trench to be governed by the 
thickness of the stone, care being taken to bring the upper 
side of the footing course to a trueline and grade. No allow- 
ance will be made for any masonry, excavation or other work 
projecting beyond the lines and grades established for the 
same. All stones before being used or laid shall be thorough- 
ly cleaned and brushed free of all dirt, moss and other foreign 
matter, and if required, wet and washed. Asthe wall is built, 
the space between the outer face of the same, after the wall 
has been thoroughly pointed to the satisfaction of the engi- 
neer, and the bank shall be cleared of all rubbish, spawls, etc., 
and compactly filled with selected earth, thoroughly tamped 
or puddled, or both, as may be required. 

Two buttresses as shown, each six (6) feet in width and one 
(1) foot thick, shall be built and bonded with the outside of 
the wall as shown, opposite the lintel arches. 

Two granite skew-backs shall be pocketed in the wall at the 
springing line of the lintel arches, five (5) feet in width in 
line with said arches, the same to be rough hammered to pro- 
per angles and-dimensions to receive the brickwork, and the 
wall to be pocketed from the skew-back up to the top. 

Two inlet openings or culverts, with pockets as shown by 
plans, to be built in the northeasterly wall to receive the two 
twelve (12) inch inlet pipes, and the lower edges of the open- 
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ings on the inside face of the wall, as also the vertical edges, 
to be bush hammered or dressed to a true surface for six (6) 
inches from said edges, to which the Z irons to be furnished 
by the City for holding the plank inlet weirs in place, shall be 
securely bolted by the contractor by leading into the same the 
bolts and iron work so furnished, all without additional 
charge or expense to the city other than the price per cubic 
yard of stonework. No deductions will be made, however, 
for said openings. Said inlet culverts and pockets shall be 
covered by stones of acceptable length in the face, not less 
than twelve (12) inches thick and extending entirely across 
or through the wall. 

A pocket shall also be formed in the wall adjoining the 
regulating chamber, as shown, for the reception of the raw 
water gauge float, the inner wall of the pocket from the bot- 
tom to the top of the opening to be of halved twelve (12) 
inch sewer pipe or channel pipe, so called, firmly and secure- 
ly built into the wall, and from the top of the opening up, 
whole twelve (12) inch sewer pipe to be built into the wall in 
the same way, all to be perfectly plumb and smooth. These 
pipes will be furnished by the contractor and paid for by the 
city at price for twelve (12) inch under drain or collecting 
pipes, furnished and laid, the pipe to be of the same kind and 
quality as specified for said collecting pipes. 

The granite wall in its entire length shall be topped with 
stones the full width of the wall, said top course to be of ran- 
dom thicknesses but not less than nine (9) inches in any 
case. 

The footing course in that part of the wall adjoining the 
regulating chamber shall be carried down to the grade shown 
and started on a footing of concrete six (6) inches in thick- 
ness, and the outer wall of the filter, where it forms the inner 
face or wall of the regulating chamber shall be carried up 
plumb and neatly faced. 

All cast iron and other pipes and fixtures required to be 
built into or through the walls shall be set and placed by the 
contractor, care being taken to prevent the passage of water 
along the sides of any pipes or other fixtures. 
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7. The masonry for the outer wall of the regulating 
chamber, and also for the division wall in the same, to be of 
selected hard burned New Hampshire or Eastern brick of 
uniform color, size and shape, free from bats, blackheads, 
arch or other defective or warped brick, laid in Portland 
cement mortar of the kind and character hereinafter specified, 
the walls to start at the grades shown, on a footing of con- 
crete, six (6) inches thick and to finish for the purposes of 
this contract, at grade 106. All brick shall be wet both 
before and as they are put into the work and each brick shall 
be laid with full bed and joints of mortar, without subsequent 
flushing and filling, and be thorougly bonded, all at true 
lines and grades, with both horizontal and vertical joints 
neatly struck and jointed, and to be cleaned and washed 
down when completed. Particular care shall be taken to 
make the outer wall and also the division wall water tight in 
all respects. | 

Halved twelve (12) inch sewer pipe of the kind and char- 
arter specified for the collecting pipes, but of the form known 
as channel pipe shall be built into the wall of the chamber in 
the position shown on the plans, for the clear water gauge 
float, the same to be perfectly plumb and smooth inside. 
These pipes will be furnished and set by the contractor and 
paid for by the city at the price for twelve (12) inch collect- 
ing pipes furnished and laid. 


CONCRETE FOOTING UNDER WALLS OF REGULATING 
CHAMBER. 


8. A footing composed of Portland cement concrete, of 
the kind and character hereinafter specified, six (6) inches in 
depth, shall be placed under all the walls including that part 
of the filter wall forming one end of the chamber and also 
under the division wall of the regulating chamber. ‘The 
floor of the chamber each side of the division wall shall be 
carefully concreted to a depth of eleven (11) inches, follow- 
ing which a surface coat of Portland cement mortar, one inch 
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thick, shall be applied, thoroughly bonded with the concrete 
base by cleaning and wetting, and nicely smoothed and fin- 
ished. A sump or pump well, about six (6) inches in depth, 
by about eighteen (18) inches in diameter and dish-shaped, 
to be formed below the finished level and in the concrete floor 
of the larger compartment of the chamber, at the position 
shown on the plans, the concrete to be carried to the full 
depth and thickness around and under the same. The foot- 
ing courses, floor and sump-hole shall be formed without 
joints in the concrete in one continuous mass or body and be 
water tight both as to water from within and without. The 
upper six (6) inches of the concrete and finishing coat of the 
flooring to be added as soon as the walls are laid high enough 
to retain the same. 


PIERS. 


g. Piers, of dimensions and forms shown. by plans, shall 
be built of clean, sound, quarried granite, split to proper 
lines and dimensions and laid in Portland cement morter of 
the character hereinafter specified, with full mortar joints, all 
sides of the piers to be carried up plumb, without hollows, 
scant places or bunches of over one (1) inch depth or projec- 
tion from specified dimensions, and thoroughly pointed. All 
arrises to be full and broken with set to true lines. Every 
stone to be thoroughly bedded in, and joints completely filled 
with mortar, no part of the surfaces or angles of any two ad- 
jacent stones, to touch each other, but all enclosed spaces to 
be entirely filled with mortar. 

_ A footing course of granite under each pier, six (6) inches 
larger each way than the pier and full twelve (12) inches in 
depth, to be laid, the top of said course to be laid true to line 
and at a grade of six (6) inches above the finished bottom of 
the filter or at grade 92. In each of the forty-two (42) small- 
er piers this footing course shall consist of not more than two 
(2) stones, one, however, being preferred, while in each of 
the seven (7) larger ones, not over three (3) stones shall be 
allowed and used. The stones in this course may be thicker, 
but must not be thinner than twelve (12) inches, which di- 
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mension shall be used in calculating quantities, and the same 


shall be laid in a full, thick bed of Portland cement mortar, 
in a space excavated in the bottom of sufficient depth to bring 
the top of the course to a true line and grade. Atthe spring- 
ing line of the lintel arches, the larger piers shall have gran- 
ite skew-backs on each side, the full length of the pier, rough 
hammered to proper angles and dimensions to receive said 
arches. ‘The top of the forty-two (42) smaller piers to be 
finished with one stone not less than (9): inches in thickness, 
while the seven (7) larger piers shall be topped with not ex- 
ceeding two (2) stones having the full thickness of the skew- 
backs for the lintel arches, said skew-backs to be formed 
thereon as above specified. 


LINTEL ARCHES AND SPANDREL FILLING. 


10. Along the springing from the central line of the seven 
(7) large piers, and the skew-backs in the wall in line there- 
with, eight (8) lintel arches of brick shall be laid, said arches 
to consist of four (4) courses laid on edge in Portland cement 
mortar. ‘The spandrels over these arches and between the 
piers to be levelled up with brick, laid in Portland cement 
mortar to grade shown. Bricks shall be of the kind and 
quality specified for the walls of the regulating chamber and 
laid in the same thorough and complete manner. All of the 
eight (8) centres required for the arches shall be set and se- 
curely braced in place before any bricks are laid thereon, so 
as to carry the thrust continuously from one side wall to the 
other from the outset without danger of thrusting the piers 
out of plumb. No centres shall be struck until all the lintel 
arches as well as the brick spandrel filling over them has been 
laid, and allowed ample time to set. The cost of all centring 
and timbering shall be included in the price per thousand 
(1,000) of brick laid, and said centres shall be constructed, 
placed and secured to the satisfaction of the Engineer. 


COVERING ARCHES, MAN-HOLES, ETC. 


11. Groined covering arches of one course of brick on 
edge for thickness and laid in Portland cement mortar shall 
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be laid from walls to piers and between piers as shown. 
Brick for these arches shall be of selected, hard burned, New 
Hampshire or Eastern brick, of uniform color and shape and 
entirely free from bats, blackheads, arch or other deformed 
brick, none of which will be allowed in the work, and should 
any be found in the work at any time they shall be removed 
and replaced by proper brick, even though it involve the 
rebuilding of the entire arch. Each brick shall be thorough- 
ly wet before being laid and flushed fully into the mortar, so 
as to completely fill every joint at one operation. The bricks 
shall be cut to fit the angles at the groins except where the 
corresponding courses of the intersecting arches can be neat- 
ly bonded with each other, which bonding and cutting shall 
be done according to the directions of the engineer. The 
bricks shall be laid in regular courses from the springing 
lines towards and to the crowns of the arches. 

At the points shown therefor, thirty-two (32) man-holes or 
openings shall be neatly formed in the crowns of the arches, 
with brick walls, eight (8) inches thick, laid in Portland 
cement mortar, and of a height sufficient to bring the tops 
of the same one and one-half (1 1-2) inches above the finish- 
ed ground grade. The city will furnish, and the contractor 
shall set the cast iron man-hole frames and covers for the 
same. All brickwork for the man-holes to be of the same 
quality and kind as in the groined arches. 

At least one-half of the centres for the groined covering 
arches (being all those upon one side of the line of lintel 
arches) shall be made and erected in place before any brick 
shall be laid thereon. If in the judgment of the engineer, 
the center line of lintel piers requires bracing to withstand 
the thrust of the covering arches to be first built upon one 
side thereof, the contractor shall so brace or otherwise secure 
them against thrust as may be required. Thecentres for the 
groined arches shall be erected upon true lines and levels and 
be thoroughly braced, covered and supported so as to avoid 
any settlement or displacement, all to the complete satisfac- 
tion and acceptance of the engineer. Centres shall not be 
removed or struck until all the brick work in the first half of 
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the covering arches laid has been completed as above de- 
scribed, nor until the concrete covering and backing upon 
said arches and upon the adjacent walls and lintel arches has 
been completed to such extent as the engineer may direct. 
The removal of all centres, as well as the order in which 
the work shall go forward, shall at all times be subject to the 
direction and approval of the engineer. The cost of centres 
to be included in the price per thousand (1,000) brick for the 
covering arches. . 


CONCRETE COVERING. 


12. After the lintel and covering arches and manholes are 
built, and before the centres are struck, the arches and walls - 
shall be covered with Portland cement concrete, mixed as 
hereinafter provided, carefully placed in layers not exceeding 
six (6) inches thick, and each layer rammed until the moist- 
ure flushes to the top.. All surfaces to be concreted, and all 
junctions with concrete previously laid, to be thoroughly 
cleaned and wet before applying the fresh concrete. When . 
the concrete backing has been brought to the required 
grade, a finishing coat of plastering of Portland cement mor- 
tar not less than one-half (1-2) of an inch in thickness 
shall be laid thereon so as to form a smooth and water- yea 
coating over the entire work. 


SUB-SOIL BACKFILLED. 


13. Upon and over the concrete and as far around and 
outside of the walls of the filter and regulating chamber as 
may be directed, not exceeding twenty (20) feet, the subsoil 
previously piled within three hundred (300) feet of the filter, 
shall be graded back and filled to within seven (7) inches of 
the finished surface grades and carefully compacted and 
levelled by tamping and raking. All bowlders or stones of 
more than four (4) inches in diameter shall be kept out of 
that part of the filling over the filter or walls. 


ENGINE ROOM; STEAM ENDS OF PUMPS IN FOREGROUND. 
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LOAM. 


14. Upon and over the sub-soil so graded, the loam pre- 
viously removed from the site of the filer shall be graded and 
filled to the depth of seven (7) inches and the balance, if 
any, shall be disposed of and graded over and around the fil- 
ter as may be directed ; provided, however, that along and 
under the line of the proposed railroad track across the centre 
of the filter and for a width of about ten (10) feet the sub- 
soil may be brought to the sub-ballast grade and no loam 
placed thereon. All loam shall be neatly and evenly spread, 
all stones and foreign matter removed therefrom and the sur- 
face brought to a true grade by ramming, rolling and raking 
or otherwise, as may be directed.. Neither the railroad bal- 
lasting nor the track shown on the plans are included in this 
contract. 


SODDING. 


15. Such portion of the area loamed and surfaced as above 
as may be required, shall be sodded with fresh, live sods cut 
in strips not less than one (1) foot in width and at least two 
(2) inches in thickness and of good grasses free from weeds, 
shall be furnished and laid by the contractor, to the accept- 
ance of the engineer. 


SEEDING AND FERTILIZER. 


16. The remainder of the-loamed surface shall be seeded 
with suitable varieties of grass in such quantities and propor- 
tions as the engineer may direct or approve, and fertilized by » 
the use of not exceeding six hundred (600) pounds of seeding 
down fertilizer per acre, the same to be furnished and ap- 
plied by the contractor in the best possible manner, and to 
the satisfaction of the engineer. 


COLLECTING PIPES. 


17. After removing all centres the interior of the filter 
shall be thoroughly cleaned of all debris and the bottom 
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brought to a true grade. Wide trenches of form and size 
to be shown by detail drawings shall be excavated in the bot- 
tom to contain the‘underdrains or collecting pipes which shall 
be of the lengths and sizes shownon the plan. The trenches 
shall be excavated two (2) inches below the bottom of the 
pipes to be laid therein and then filled and levelled to grade 
of pipe with gravel of the finer kind specified for the filter 
bed material. On this the pipe shall be laid, true to line 
and grade, with open joints and the trench filled to about 
the center, only, of the pipe with the same kind of gravel. 
Over this shall then be filled the coarser grade of filtering 
gravel to the top of the pipe or the level of the bottom of 
the bed of the filter, care being taken that no gravel may 
enter the pipe through the joints. All pipes shall be care- 
fully laid and the joints centered, if necessary by wedging, 
care being taken to insure a free water way all around in the 
joints. 

All collecting pipes and specials shall be furnished and set 
by the contractor and shall be of the best quality of standard 
vitrified, salt glazed clay pipe. All pipes and specials shall 
have bell and spigot joints and shall not be of less than the 
following thicknessess for each size respectively : 


4-inch 5-8 inch 
6-inch 3-4 inch 
8-inch 7-8 inch 
10-inch I inch 
12-inch .1 1-8 inch 
15-inch I 1-4 inch 


Each piece shall be straight or evenly curved as may be 
required. Bells shall be large enough to admit the spigot 
ends to their full depth, and leave not less than one-eighth 
(1-8) inch clear space all around and no pipes shall be driven 
or set up home in the bell, but a space one-fourth (1-4) of an 
inch wide shall be left between each spigot and the bottom of 
the bell which it enters. 

All collecting pipes, including bends, branches or other 
specials shall be furnished and set by the contractor, and at 
the prices to be paid per lineal foot of pipe laid, measuring 
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along and to the centre or axis of the several lines of the con- 
necting pipes. 

Connection shall be made between the fifteen (15) inch 
main collecting pipe at or near the wall of the regulating 
chamber, with the sixteen (16) inch cast iron pipe to be fur- 
nished by the city but set by the contractor, and if required, 
a cement jOint shall be made at this, or any other connection, 
with neat Portland cement. 


CAST IRON PIPE, GATES AND SPECIALS. 


18. All cast iron pipes, gates and specials, including bolts 
and fittings shall be furnished by the city on the pumping 
station lot, on cars or otherwise, but are to be handled, set, 
laid and connected by the contractor. All flanged joints 
shall be fitted with gaskets of rubber to be furnished by the 
contractor, the same to be of acceptable thickness and quality 
and properly bolted up, and all cast iron bell and spigot 
joints shall be made with lead and jute packing in a first~ 
class and workmanlike manner, the depth and amount of 
lead to be to the satisfaction of the engineer, the contractor to 
furnish all lead and packing required. 

The quantity of work of this description to be done is 
shown by the plans, and consists principally of the sixteen 
(16) inch discharge pipe and valve from filter to regulating 
chamber, the sixteen (16) inch pipe and valve through the 
division wall of the same chamber, the sixteen (16) inch pipe 
and valve through the outer wall of said chamber, and the 
ten (10) inch pipe for waste through the same wall. 


INLET AND OUTLET PIPES. 


The contractor will furnish and lay, on lines and grades 
shown by the plans, a line of fifteen (15) inch vitrified, salt- 
glazed clay pipe, from the sixteen (16) inch cast iron pipe 
now laid through the wall of the screen well, to and includ- 
ing the Y branch outside the wall of the filter, and two (2) 
branch lines of twelve (12) inch pipe leading from said Y 
branch to the culvert openings in the walls of the filter. All

of these pipes are to be of the kind and quality known as 
deep and wide socket pipe, made in lenghts of three (3) feet 
each and having, in the case of fifteen (15) inch pipe, sockets 
at least three (3) inches in depth, and in case of the twelve 
(12) inch pipe, sockets two and three-quarters (2 3-4) inches 
in depth, with a space for joints of approximately five-eights 
(5-8) of aninch all around. ‘The pipes shall have bell and 
spigot joints and shall be of the same thickness as specified 
for the collecting pipes or underdrains. The bottoms of the 
trenches shall be shaped to fit the lower half of the pipe as 
nearly as possible, and each pipe shall be laid on a firm bed 
in perfect conformity with the lines and grades given by the 
engineer. Wherever the material found in the bottom of the 
trench affords an insufficient or unsuitable foundation for the 
pipe, suitable plank foundations shall be furnished and laid 
by the contractor to the satisfaction of the engineer. 

The joints in the pipes shall be made with a gasket of jute 
dipped into neat, freshly mixed Portland cement grout, and 
rammed into the socket and then filling the rest of the socket 
with a mortar of neat Portland cement mixed with water 
enough only to give a proper consistency, great care being 
taken to make the joints of the pipe perfectly water-tight. 
The face of each bell shall then be covered with a mortar of 
Portland cement and sand, mixed in the proportion of one (1) 
part of sand to one (1) of cement, by measure, and applied 
with a rubber mitten so as to make a neat bevelled joint. 

The interior of the pipe shall be carefully cleaned from all 
dirt, cement and other debris, and an approved follower, 
large enough to fill the pipe and attached to'a rod or cord 
shall at all times be kept in the pipe and drawn forward as 
the work proceeds, care being taken not to loosen the joints 
or disturb the pipe after it is laid in place. Where the twelve 
(12) inch pipe enters the openings in the wall the same shall 
be securely and neatly cemented around, making it as nearly 
water-tight as possible, cutting the Stone, if necessary, to af- 
ford suitable joint room. 

There shall also be furnished and laid from the cast iron 
pipe to project through the wall of the regulating chamber, a 
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fifteen (15) inch pipe of the same kind, quality and manner of 
workmanship as the inlet pipe, to the fifteen (15) inch conduit 
now laid (from screen well to pump well) and a fifteen (15) 
inch Y cut in the same, as shown by the plans. 

Also furnish and lay as shown, a ten (10) inch pipe of the 
same kind, quality and manner of workmanship as the inlet 
pipe, from the ten (10) inch cast iron waste pipe, to project 
through the wall of the regulating chamber, to the river, end- 
ing the same with two (2) 12 foot leugths of cast iron pipe to 
be furnished by the city but to be laid by the contractor at the 


- price bid for furnishing and laying ten (10) inch waste pipe, 
. and protect the same at the outlet to the satisfaction of the 


engineer. 

All trenches for the above pipés, where laid in the ground, 
are to be carefully backfilled to the satisfaction of the engineer, 
and the ground restored to its original condition as far as 
practicable. 


FILTER BED. 


20. ‘The contractor shall furnish and deposit in place the 
materials forming the filter bed to the depths required and 
under the following approximate conditions: 

Commencing on the levelled earth bottom and over the 
collecting pipes, a layer about six (6) inches in depth of 
gravel or stones which have been passed over a screen of one- 
half (1-2) inch openings and through a screen of two (2) 
inch openings; then a layer about three (3) inches in depth 
of gravel or stones which have been passed through a screen of 
three-quarters (3-4) of an inch openings, and over a screen 
of three-sixteenths (3-16) of an inch openings; then a layer 
of about three (3) inches in depth of gravel or coarse sand 


which has been passed through a screen of one-fourth (1-4) 


inch openings, and over a screen of about one-tenth (1-10) of 
an inch openings; then a layer of about four (4) feet of filter 
sand of approved kind and character, that will pass through 
a screen having openings of about one-eighth (1-8) of an 
inch, approximating in fineness and uniformity of grains sam- 
ples shown by the engineer. 
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The Engineer may modify the requirements as to sizes of 
openings or meshes of screens over and through which the 
several layers of the filter bed are to pass, according to the 
nature and qualities of any of the materials to be offered and 
furnished therefor by the contractor, and may dispense with 
such requirements to such extent as in his judgment the 
character of such materials may allow. 

All the above gravel, stones, sand and other materials must 
be perfectly free from loam, dirt or foreign matter of any 
kind, and the sand shall be sharp and of uniform size of grain. 
Unless such sand and gravel is, in the judgement of the en- 
gineer, sufficiently clean, the contractor may be required to 
wash the materials selected until they are clean. In placing 
the materials in the bed, it shall be done in the order men- 
tioned, and each layer be carefully levelled and smoothly 
raked before adding the next layer. Extreme care must be 
taken that no dirt or foreign matter is introduced into the 
beds by the men at work thereon. The upper layer of sand, 
(four feet in thickness) shall be deposited in layers of sixteen 
(16) inches or less at a time and care must be taken at all 
times and in all the operations involved that the material of 
a finer grade or stratum does not work through or mix with 
any layer of coarser material below it. All materials shall be 
graduated, cleaned, handled and deposited to the satisfaction ~ 
of the engineer, for on the proper classification and handling 
of the materials in the filter bed, depends the successful 
working of the filter. 


CEMENT AND CONCRETE. 


21. All Rosendale cement mortar used in the work shall 
be composed of one (1) part, by measure, of cement, and two 
(2) parts of clean, sharp sand, thoroughly mixed dry, and 
wet and tempered only as wanted and to be immediately 
used. Any mortar that has been wet for more than fifteen 
(15) minutes or that has once set, shall not be used but shall 
be wasted. The cement used shall be of the best quality of 
American Hydraulic cement, equal in all respects to the best 
of the brands of Rosendale cement known as ‘‘Hoffman’’ 
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“F. O. Norton,’’ or ‘*Newark & Rosendale,’’ and of a kind 
and quality satisfactory in all respects to the engineer. 

All Portland cement mortar shall be composed of one (1) 
part, by measure, of cement, and two and one-half (2 1-2) 
parts of clean and sharp sand, except in the case of that for 
the covering of groined arches, where the mortar shall be 
composed of one (1) part of cement, and two (2) parts of 
sand, all of which shall be mixed dry, and when wanted for 
use, as little water added as will bring it to a proper con- 
sistency for use. Any mortar wet for more than fifteen (15) 
minutes or that has once set, shall be wasted and not used. 
The Portland cement used shall be equal in all respects to 
the best of the English brand of ‘‘Brooks and Shoobridge,’’ 
or of the German brand of ‘‘Alsen,’’ and of a kind and qual- 
ity satisfactory to the engineer. 

Portland cement concrete shall be composed of one (1) part, 
by measure, of cement, two (2) to two and one-half (2 1-2) 
parts of clean, sharp sand, thoroughly mixed dry, and five 
(5) to six (6) parts of gravel or crushed rock, the propor- 
tions of sand and gravel or crushed rock within the limits 
specified to be varied only in the discretion of the engineer 
according to the character of the materials furnished there- 
for. No stones or pieces of crushed rock shall be too large to 
pass through atwo (2) inch ring, and all of said materials 
shall be clean and free from organic or other matter. Con- 
-erete as well as mortar shall be mixed in suitable mixing 
boxes or on boards. Before mixing the rock or gravel with 
the mortar, such rock or gravel shall be thoroughly wet and 
the surplus water drawn off, the dry mortar (cement and 
sand) then mixed with the same and all thoroughly incorpor- 
ated and mixed together, only enough additional water being 
added to moisten it toa sufficient degree for proper working. 
It shali be mixed only as wanted and shall be used, placed 
and rammed at once after mixing. No concrete that has 
been left without using for more than fifteen (15) minutes 
shall be re-tempered or used but shall be wasted. 

All cement used on this work shall be furnished by the 
contractor on the ground at least seven (7) days before it is 
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to be used, so as to give ample time for testing the same, and 
shall be stored by him in water tight sheds or under suitable 
cover, and none, so furnished shall be used until the same 
has been passed by the engineer. Samples shall be taken by 
the engineer, at his discretion, from such packages as he 
may determine, for the purpose of testing, and any cement 
that does not come up to the required standard, whether or 
not of the brands above specially mentioned by name, will be 
rejected by the engineer and marked accordingly and shall 
thereupon be immediately removed from the works by the 
contractor and other cement substituted therefor, and the 
contractor shall have no claim for damages or for additional 
time in which to complete the work on account of such rejec- 
tion, nor for any delay in obtaining other and satisfactory 
cement and waiting for the same to be tested. | 


CEMENT TESTS. 


22. All cement tested will be tried for fineness and tensile 
strength, and may be subjected to such other tests for quick- 
ness of setting, soundness, etc., as the engineer may deter- 
mine. 

Fineness of Portland cement shall be determined by sifting 
samples through a sieve having seventy-four (74) meshes per 
lineal inch, the sieve being made of No. 37 wire gage, through 
which at least ninety (90) per cent by wee of the cement | 
shall pass to insure its acceptance. 

Rosendale cement shall be sifted through a sieve having 
fifty (50) meshes per lineal inch, the sieve being made of No. 
35 wire gage, through which at least ninety (90) per cent by 
weight of the cement must pass to insure its acceptance. 

For tensile strength, the following breaking strains will be 
required: For briquettes made of neat Portland cement, ex- 
posed one (1) hour in air and twenty-three (23) hours in 
water, 120 pounds per square inch. Ditto, one (1) day in 
air and six (6) days in water, 400 pounds per square inch. 

For briquettes made of neat Rosendale cement, exposed one 
(1)hour in air and twenty-three (23) hours in water, 65 
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pounds per square inch. Ditto, one (1) day in air and six 
(6) days in water, 90 pounds per square inch. 


PUMPING, SHORING, BRACING, ETC. 


23. The contractor shall at all times have sufficient pump- 
ing plant upon the ground to care for all the water encoun- 
tered, to the end that all work, both above and below the 
river level, shall be kept dry, both night and day, Sundays 
and holidays, as well as work days, and no water allowed in 
or about the work until the engineer shall permit. That this 
may be done, suitable sump or pump holes shall be made and 
maintained far enough below the level of the work in pro- 
gress to keep it well drained. 

Wherever necessary suitable shoring, bracing and sheeting 
to hold the earth, banks, masonry, sump wells or other parts 
of the work in place shall be furnished and securely placed 
by the contractor, and the unit prices for the different parts 
of the work shall be taken and are hereby agreed to cover all 
costs of such pumping, bracing and other protective works 
and measures, including all expenses of and incident to flood- 
ing, pumping out in the spring, and other means necessary to 
protect the partially completed work during the winter. 

24. Itis further required and agreed that the contractor 
shall assume and bear all liabilities that may arise, incident 
to the performance of the work, except as otherwise herein 
specified, and shall take all needful precautions to prevent 
injury to persons and property in or about the work; shall 
bear all loses resulting to him on account of the amount or 
character of the work, or on account of the nature of the land 
in or upon which the work is done, unforeseen or otherwise, 
or on account of the weather, elements or other cause, and 
shall assume the defense of and indemnify and save harmless 
the city, its officers and agents from all claims relating to 
materials and labor furnished for the work by the contractor, 
or to inventions, patents or patent rights used in doing the 
work, or to injuries to any person or corporation received or 
sustained by or from the contractor or his employees in doing 
the work, or in consequence of any improper materials, struc- 
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tures, implements or labor used therein, or to amy act, omis- 
sion or neglect of the contractor or his employees therein. 

The contractor shall be allowed by the city, so far as the 
city can give such right, the free use of the railroad siding or 
switch as now built, upon the pumping station lot, provided 
such use does not interfere with the city’s use thereof, for the 
delivery of materials and supplies to and upon said lot, with 
the understanding that all cars shall be unloaded upon the 
northerly and westerly side of said track, without undue in- 
jury to the grounds, and without recourse to the city for any 
refusal of the railroad company from any cause whatever, to 
set, place or otherwise dispose of cars or. to operate said 
switch or siding. 

25. The contractor shall give his constant personal at- 
tention to the faithful, orderly and diligent prosecution of the 
work, shall keep the same under his personal control and 
shall not sub-let the work or any part thereof without the 
previous written consent of the committee. Whenever the 
contractor is not present on any part of the work, wherever it 
is desired to give directions, orders may be given by the. en- 
gineer and shall be received and obeyed by the superintend- 
ent, foreman, or other person, who, for the time being may 
have charge of or is performing the particular work in refer- 
ence to which orders are given. 

26. All lines and grades will be given by the engineer, but 
the contractor shall provide such materials and give such as- 
sistance as may be required by the engineer, and the lines, 
grades, and all marks given and established therefor shall be 
carefully protected and preserved by the contractor. 

27. The plans and specifications are intended to be ex- 
planatory of each other, but should any discrepancy appear 
or any misunderstanding arise as to the import of anything 
contained in either, the explanation of the engineer shall be 
final and binding on the contractor. Any correction of errors 
or omissions in the plans and specifications may be made 
by the engineer when such correction is necessary for the 
proper expression or fulfilment of their intention as construed 
by him. 
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28. The contractor shall at all times render to the engi- 
neer and his assistants, and to persons designated by him or 
them, such facilities as are necessary for the safe and proper 
inspection and measurements of the work, and for giving all 
necessary lines and grades. He shall also give reasonable 
and ample facilities to the city and its agents to perform any 
work necessary to be done by said city, in or around the 
works. 

29. Ifthe work or any part thereof shall be found defect- 
ive at any time before the final acceptance of the work, the 
contractor shall forthwith make good such defect, in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the engineer, and if any material brought 
upon the ground for use in the work, orselected for the same, 
shall be condemned by the engineer as unsuitable or not in 
conformity with the specifications, the contractor shall forth- 
with remove such materials from the vicinity of the work. 
The inspection of the work shall not relieve the contractor of 
any of his obligations to furnish sound work, as herein pre- 
scribed, and defective work shall be made good and unsuita- 
ble materials may be rejected, notwithstanding that they may 
have been previously overlooked by the engineer and estima- 
ted for payment. All work of whatever kind, which dur- 
ing its progress and before its final acceptance may become 
damaged from any cause, shall be removed and replaced by 
good and satisfactory work. 

30. The contractor shall employ only competent men to 
do the work, and whenever the engineer shall notify the con- 
tractor in writing that any man on the work is, in his opinion, 
incompetent, unfaithful or disorderly, such man shall be dis- 
charged from the work and shall not again be employed on 
it 

31. No alcoholic or intoxicating liquors of any kind shall 
be furnished to or used by any person, or allowed to be upon 
any portion of the work. 

32. The engineer may make alterations in line or grade, 
either before or after the commencement of construction; if 
such alterations diminish the quantity of the work to be 
done, they shall not warrant any claim for damages or for 
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anticipated profits on the work that may be dispensed with ; 
if they increase the amount of the work, such increase shalf 
be paid for according to the quantity actually done, and at 
the price stipulated for such work under this contract ;—pro- 
vided, however, that Items 14 and 15, relating to ‘‘sodding’” 
and to ‘‘seeding and fertilizer,’” may either one or both be 
omitted entirely, or extended to cover the whole or any part 
of the finished work to be graded and loamed. 

33. Ifthe work to be done under this contract shall be 
abandoned, or if this contract shall be sub-Iet, or the con- 
tract or any claim thereunder shall be assigned by the 
contractor otherwise than as herein specified, or if at any 
time the engitreer shall be of the opinion, and shall so cer- 
tify in writing to the committee, that the conditions herein 
specified as to the rate of progress are not fulfilled, or that the 
work or any part thereof is unnecessarily delayed or that 
the contractor is violating any provisions of this contract, 
the committee may notify the contractor to discontinue 
all work or any part thereof, and thereupon the contract- 
or shall discontinue said work or such part thereof as the 
committee may designate, and the committee may thereupon 
by contract or otherwise, as it may determine, complete the 
work or such part thereof and charge the expense thereof to 
the contractor, and may use therein such materials, animals, 
machinery, implements and tools of every description as may 
be found upon said work. The expense so charged shall be 
deducted and paid by the city out of any moneys then due or 
to become due the contractor under this contract or any part 
thereof; and in case such expense is less than the sum which 
would have been payable under this contract if the same had 
been completed by the contractor, the contractor shall be en- 
titled to receive the difference; and in case such expense 
shall exceed the latter sum the contractor shall pay the 
amount of such excess to the city. 

34. The contractor shall pay to the city all expenses, 
losses and damages, as determined by the engineer, incurred 
in consequence of any defect, omission, or mistake of the con- 
tractor or his employees, or the making good thereof. 
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35. The contractor shall do any work not herein provided 
for in connection with the filter that may be required of him 
and when and as directed in writing by the engineer, and 
there shall be no claim for extra work and materials fur- 
nished, or for damages sustained by him, except under this 
article; and he shall file, with the engineer, within five days 
after such extra work is performed or damage sustained, a 
detailed statement of his claim with costs, authority for doing 
such work or furnishing such materials, accompanying the 
same when requested, with vouchers for and quantities and 
prices Of such work, materials or damages, and for all extra 
work ordered by the engineer, he, the said engineer will 
allow and certify to said contractor the reasonable and actual 
cost of all labor and material so furnished, plus fifteen (15) 
per cent in full for use of tools, his own services, expenses 
and profits. 

36. The city may keep any moneys which would other- 
wise be payable hereunder and apply the same to the pay- 
ment of any expenses, losses or damages incurred by the city 
and determined as aforesaid, and may retain until all claims 
are settled so much of such moneys as the committee shall be 
of opinion will be required to settle all claims against the 
city, its officers or agents, and all claims for labor or materials 
for the work, notice of which, signed and sworned to by the 
claimants, shall have been filed with the committee, or may 
make such settlements and apply such moneys thereto. 

37. It is further agreed, that in measuring and determin- 
ing the amount of work done under this contract, the engi- 
neer will measure and estimate only to the lines, grades and 
positions of the various classes of the work, as shown by the 
plans, and these specifications and contract, unless he shall 
specifically order a variation from the same, when such vari- 
ation shall be added to or subtracted from the quantities 
of the several amounts of the work. 

All work shall be measured as actually done under the re- 
quirements of this contract. Excavation to be measured in 
place before moving ; and filling, after being put into place 
and rammed and rolled. Inthe case of masonry, no deduc- 
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tions will be made for openings or pipes therein except in the 
case of manholes through the covering arches, which open- 
ings will be deducted. In brick masonry twenty-two (22) 
bricks will be estimated and allowed as laying one cubic 
foot, and as the equivalent thereof. Pipes will be measured 
along the centre line of the same and tothe centre at all 
branches. The materials forming the filter bed will be meas- 
ured in place after settlement in water. 

And for all work done under this contract, and measured 
and determined as above, the city agrees to pay as full com- 
pensation therefor, and for everything furnished and done 
under this contract by the contractor, and also for all costs 
of pumping, sheeting, bracing and all loss or damage arising 
out of the nature of the work aforesaid, or from the action of 
the elements, or from personal injury or any unforeseen ob- 
struction or difficulty encountered in the prosecution of the 
work, and for all risks of every description connected with 
the works; and for all expenses incurred by or in conse- 
quence of the suspension or discontinuance of the work as 
herein specified, and for well and faithfully completing the 
work, and the whole thereof, as herein provided, as fol- 
lows: i 

Item 1. For excavation of loam and placing in bank 
within three hundred (300) feet haul, twenty-five cents ($0.25) 
per cubic yard. 

Item 2. For excavation of sub-soil and placing in bank 
within three hundred (300) feet haul, twenty-five cents ($0.25) 
per.cubic yard. 

Item 3. For excavation of all other sub-soil, and grading, 
piling, wasting or otherwise disposing of it within five hun- 
dred (500) feet haul, thirty-five (35) cents per cubic yard. 

Item 4. For excavation of all ledge requiring blasting 
and of boulders measuring one cubic yard or more, and dis- 
posal of the same, as per item 3, one dollar ($1.00) per 
cubic yard. 

Item 5. For furnishing and laying granite rubble walls in 
American Hydraulic or Rosendale cement, five and one half 
dollars ($5.50) per cubic yard.

Item 6. For furnishing and laying brick masonry walls in 
Portland cement, fourteen and one half dollars, ($14.50) per 
one thousand (1000) brick. 

Item 7. For furnishing and placing Portland cement con- 
crete footings under walls of regulating chamber and in the 
floor of the same, five and one half dollars, ($5.50) per 
cubic yard. 

Item 8. For furnishing and laying granite rubble piers in 
Portland cement mortar, seven dollars ($7.00) per cubic yard. 

Item g. For furnishing and laying brick masonry in 
Portland cement in lintel arches and spandrel filling over 
centre line of piers, fourteen and one-half dollars ($14.50) per 
one thousand (1000) brick. 

Item 10. For furnishing and laying brick masonry in 
Portland cement in covering arches, man-holes, etc., fourteen 
and one half dollars ($14.50) per one thousand (1000) brick. 

Item ir. For furnishing and placing Portland cement 
concrete over covering arches, five dollars ($5.00) per cubic 
yard. 

Item 12. For sub-soil back-filled and graded over filter, 
twenty (20) cents per cubic yard. 

Item 13. For loam backfilled and graded over sub-soil, 
twenty( 20) cents per cubic yard. 

Item 14. For furnishing and placing sodding, twenty-five 
(25) cents per square yard. 

Item 15. For furnishing and applying grass seed and fer- 
tilizer, ten (10) cents per square yard. 

Item 16. For furnishing and laying collecting pipes, in- 
cluding all branches and connections:— 

a. For 15-inch pipe sixty-seven (67) cents per lineal foot. 

6. For 12-inch pipe, fifty-five (55) cents per lineal foot. 

c. For ro-inch pipe, forty-five (45) cents per lineal foot. 

d, For 8-inch pipe, thirty-five (35) cents per lineal foot. 

e. For 6-inch pipe, twenty-five (25) cents per lineal foot. 

f. For 4-inch pipe, sixteen (16) cents per lineal foot. 

Item 17. For laying and setting all cast iron pipe, gates 
and specials, furnished by the city, two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars ($250.00). 
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Item 18. For furnishing and laying all inlet, outlet and 
waste pipes, including all branches and connections:— 
a. For 15-inch inlet pipe, ninety (90) cents per lineal foot 


6. For 12-inch inlet pipe, sixty-five (65) cents per lineal 
foot. 

c. For 15-inch outlet pipe, ninety (90) cents per lineal foot. 

d. For 10-inch waste pipe, sixty (60) cents per lineal foot. 


Item ig. For furnishing, screening, assorting, preparing 
and placing in filter bed :— 


a. Gravel, comprising the three lower layers, one dollar 
($1.00) per cubic yard. 

6. Sand, comprising one upper layer, one dollar ($1.00) 
per cubic yard. 


Item 20. For extra work or materials, if any, the reason- 
able cost of the work or materials plus fifteen (15) per 
cent. of such cost. 


38. The engineer will once in each month make an esti- 
mate in writing of the total amount of the work done to the 
time of such estimate and the value thereof. The city will 
retain fifteen (15) per cent of such estimated value as part 
security for the fulfillment of this contract by the contractor, 
and shall pay monthly to the contractor, while carrying on 
the work, the balance not retained as aforesaid, after deduct- 
ing therefrom all previous payments and all sums due the city 
by the contractor, or to be kept or retained under the pro- 
visions of this contract. Payment may, at any time, be with- 
held if the work is not proceeding in accordance with the 
contract. 


The engineer shall, as soon as practicable after the com- 
pletion of the contract, make a final estimate of the amount 
of work done under the contract and the value thereof, and 
the city shall, within forty (40) days after such final estimate 
is so made and is approved by the committee, pay the entire 
sum so found to be due under the contract, after deducting 
therefrom all previous payments, all sums due the City by 
the contractor, and all amounts to be kept and all amounts to 
be retained under the provisions of this contract. All prior 
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partial estimates and payments shall be subject to correction 
in the final estimates and payment. 

39. Neither the city nor the committee nor any member 
or agent thereof shall be liable for, or be held to pay, any 
money to the contractor, except as provided in paragraphs 
35, 37 and 38; and on making the last payment aforesaid, 
they shall be released from all claim or liability to the con- 
tractor for anything done or furnished for, or relating to the 
work, or for any act or neglect of the city, or for the act or 
neglect of any person, relating to or affecting the work, ex- 
cept for the remainder, if any there be, of the amounts kept 
and retained as provided in paragraph 36.

AMENDMENT TO CHARTER 


OF THE 


CITY OF SOMERSWORTH. 


Approved February 16, 1897. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


In the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-seven. An Act to amend the Charter of 
the City of Somersworth. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives tn 


General Court convened: 


SECTION 1. Strike out all of section 2, Chapter 171, Laws 
of 1893, after the words: ‘‘and thence northeasterly by Roch- 
ester to Ward One,’’ and insert in place thereof the following: 

Ward No. Three shall include all that part of said Somers- 
worth bounded as follows: Commencing at the city of Dover, 
and the southwesterly corner of Ward Two and extending 
thence easterly and northeasterly by said Ward Two to Wash- 
ington street, thence easterly through Washington street and 
by Ward One to Berwick, thence southerly by said Berwick to 
a point due east from the easterly end of Fayette street, thence 
westerly to and through Fayette street to Green street, 
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thence southerly through Green street to Franklin street, 
thence westerly through Franklin street to Portland street, 
thence southerly through Portland street to South street, 
thence westerly through South street to proposed street, now 
known as Lockeavenue, thence southerly through Locke ave- 
nue to Myrtle street, thence in a direct line from the intersec- 
tion of Myrtle street and Locke avenue to the intersection of 
Indigo Hill road and Green street, thence southerly by Green 
street and new Dover road to the town of Rollinsford, thence 
southwesterly by Rollinsford to Dover, and thence northwest- 
erly by Dover to Ward Two. 


Ward No. Four shall include all that part of said Somers- 
worth bounded by a line extending from Rollinsford northerly 
by Ward Three through new Dover road and Green street to 
the direct line from the intersection of Indigo Hill road and 
Green street to the intersection of Myrtle street and Locke 
avenue, through Locke avenue, South street, Portland 
street, Franklin street, Green street to Fayette street, thence 
easterly through Fayette street to Annis street, thence south- 
erly through Annis street to Franklin street, thence easterly 
through Franklin street to Union street, thence southerly 
through Union street to Shorey’s lane thence easterly through 
Shoreys lane to Main street, thence southerly through Main 
street to town of Rollinsford, and thence southwesterly by 
town of Rollinsford to Ward Three. 

Ward No. Five shall include all that part of said Somers- 
worth bounded by a line extending from Rollinsford norther- 
ly by Ward four, through Main street to Shorey’s Lane,. 
thence westerly through Shorey’s Lane to Union street, 
thence northerly through Union street to Franklin street, 
thence westerly through Franklin street to Annis street, 
thence northerly through Annis street to Fayette street, 
thence easterly through Fayette street and by Ward three 
to Berwick, thence southeasterly by said Berwick to Rollins- 
ford and thence southwesterly by said Rollinsford to Ward 
four. 

No person shall have a right to vote or hold office in either 
of the wards hereby established unless he shall have been an

actual resident of such ward, or the territory embraced there- 
in, for the period of six months next preceding such election 
or next preceding the passage of this act. 

So that Section Two as amended shall read: 

Src. 2.. The said city of Somersworth is hereby divided 
into five wards, which shall be constituted as follows, name- 
ly,— 

Ward No. One shall include all that part of Somersworth 
bounded by a line described as follows: Commencing at the 
most northerly point of said Somersworth, on the line of the 
town of Berwick and the state of Maine, and extending thence 
southeasterly by said Berwick to a point due east from the 
easterly end of Washington street; thence westerly to and 
through Washington street to its junction with Orange street; 
thence northwesterly through Orange and Highland street to 
Prospect street; thence westerly through Prospect to Roches- 
ter street; thence northwesterly through said Rochester street 
and Rocky Hills road to the city of Rochester; and thence 
northeasterly by said Rochester to the state of Maine. _ 

Ward No. Two shall include all that part of said Somers- 
worth bounded by the following described line: Commenc- 
ing at the city of Rochester and the northwesterly corner of 
Ward One, and extending southeasterly by Ward One to 
Washington street at its junction with Green street; thence 
southerly through Green street to Pleasant street, thence 
westerly through Pleasant to High street; thence south- 
westerly through High street to Indigo Hill road; thence 
westerly through Indigo Hill road, the new road to Black- 
water, and the old Blackwater road, to the city of, Dover, 
near the dwelling of Thomas Walsh; thence northwesterly 
by said Dover to Rochester; and thence northeasterly by 
Rochester to Ward One. 

Ward No. Three shall include all that part of said Somers- 
worth bounded as follows: Commencing at the city of Dover, 
and the southwesterly corner of Ward Two, and extending 
thence easterly and northeasterly, by said Ward Two, to 
Washington street, thence easterly through Washington 
street and by Ward One to Berwick, thence southerly by said 
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Berwick to a point due east from the easterly end of Fayette 
street, thence westerly to and through Fayette street to 
Green street, thence southerly through Green street to Frank- 
lin street, thence westerly through Franklin street to Port- 
land street, thence southerly through Portland street to South 
street, thence westerly through South street to proposed street, 
now known as Locke Avenue, thence southerly through 
Locke Avenue to Myrtle street, thence in a direct line from 
the intersection of Myrtle street and Locke Avenue to the in- 
tersection of Indigo Hill Road and Green street, thence 
southerly by Green street and new Dover road to the town 
of Rollinsford, thence southwesterly by Rollinsford to Dover, 
and thence northwesterly by Dover to Ward Two. 

Ward No. Four shall include all that part of said Somers- 
worth bounded by a line extending from Rollinsford norther- 
ly by Ward Three through new Dover road and Green street 
to the direct line from the intersection of Indigo Hill road 
and Green street to the intersection of Myrtle street and 
Locke avenue, through Locke avenue, South street, Portland 
street, Franklin street, Green street to Fayette street, thence 
easterly through Fayette street to Annis street, thence south- 
ly through Annis street to Franklin street, thence easterly 
nhrough Franklin street to Union street, thence southerly 
through Union street to Shorey’s lane, thence easterly 
through Shorey’s lane to Main street, thence southerly 
through Main street to town of Rollinsford, and thence south- 
erly by town of Rollinsford to Ward Three. 

Ward No. Five shall include all that part of said Somers- 
worth bounded by a line extending from Rollinsford norther- 
ly by Ward Four, through Main street to Shorey’s lane, 
thence westerly through Shorey’s lane to Union street, thence 
northerly through Union street to Franklin street, thence 
westerly through Franklin street to Annis street, thence 
northerly through Annis street to Fayette street, thence east- 
erly through Fayette street and by Ward Three to Berwick, 
thence southeasterly by said Berwick to Rollinsford and 
thence southwesterly by said Rollinsford to Ward Four. 

No person shall have the right to vote or hold office in 
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either of the wards hereby established unless he shall have 
been an actual resident of such ward, or the territory em- 
braced therein, for the period of six months next preceding 
such election, or next preceding the passage of this act. 
Sec. 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

It has been a necessity during the hot months of the year 
to make frequent inspections of certain tenement houses their 
privies, cesspools and back yards in order to enforce the 
simple rules of cleanliness and to prevent a long continued 
accumulation of kitchen refuse and other offensive rubbish 
that would endanger the health of the neighborhood. The 
lessons of experience and observation teach us that conta- 
gious and other diseases, are more fatal and severe where 
sink pipes are not properly trapped and gasses arising from 
unventilated and filthy cellars and offensive rubbish are per- 
mitted to poison the air.:

Notices have been served in every instance where 
nuisances have been found to exist. All complaints have 
inimediately received attention. One hundred and fourteen 
orders have been issued by letter or in person and nuisances 
remedied whenever possible. 


SEWERS. 


Our attention has been called to the offensive odors arising 
from the receivers which upon inspection were found not 
properly trapped. The committee on sewers were notified 
of the nuisance. The only remedy suggested was to replace 
with the improved trap and catch basin. 


DUMPS. 


They have often received our attention. Signs have been 
posted on the lots warning all persons against dumping any 
rubbish injurious to the public health. 

Complaints of their offensive odor and unpleasant appear- 
ance have been less frequent than last year. 

Licenses to remove the contents of cess pools and privy 
vaults were issued to five persons after inspection of their carts 
and approved by the board of health. 


NUMBER OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES REPORTED. 


Typhoid fever, 21; scarlet fever, 1; measles, 28. In the 
only case of scarlet fever reported, effective and prompt meas- 
ures were taken to prevent the spread of the disease. The 
family was isolated and the house quarantined. After the 
death of the child, the house was thoroughly fumigated and 
cleansed. ‘The rooms were whitewashed, papered and paint- 
ed. The disease was supposed to have been contracted by 
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some connection with a previous case which occured in a 
mild form in the same family some two years ago. This case 
was not reported and consequently no precautions were taken 
to kill the germs of the disease. 

Two cases of typhoid fever and the only case of scarlet fever 
proved fatal. 

Two horses with symptoms of glanders were reported to 
the board. They were isolated, the stables quarantined and 
the state board of health notified. After examination by the 
state veterinary. The horses were condemned as affected 
with glanders, killed and buried. ‘The stables were disin- 
fected and the usual methods were employed to stamp out 
the disease. 

All cases of contagious diseases have been reported to the 
state board of health and the school committee notified.

In compliance with the ordinance of the city I present the 
following report of the fire department for the year ending

Since I entered upon my duties, March 24, 1896, there have 
been six fires and several alarms.

RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Board of Engineers 
shall be held on the second Monday of each month at 7-30 
o’clock Pp. M., at such place as they may agree upon. 

SECTION It. The several companies of the fire department 
shall hold their regular monthly meetings on the first Mon- 
day of each month at seven o’clock Pp. M., for the transaction 
of such business as may come before the meeting. The fore- 
man may call a special meeting at any time, by notifying the 
members on, or before noon of the day on which said meeting 
is to be held. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the foremen of all compa- 
nies to see that the stewards keep the apparatus committed to 
their care, the several stations in which the same is deposited, 
and all things belonging to the same, neat and clean, and in 
order for immediate use; to see that the snow is cleared from 
the driveways and sidewalks connected with the stations un- 
der their charge. Any neglect on the part of the steward to 
perform any of the duties of this section shall be reported to 
the chief engineer. The foreman shall also see that the hose 
and ladders are in good condition and properly cared for. 

Sec. 3. The first assistant foreman shall, in the absence 
of the foreman, and the second assistant foreman in the 
absence of the first assistant foreman, perform all the duties 
of, and exercise the same authority as the foreman. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the clerks of the several 
companies to keep a fair and impartial record of all the pro- 
ceedings of the company. They shall keep a record of all 
members and stewards present, or absent from fires and meet- 
ings, and be ready to submit the same to the chief engineer 
at any time he may demand the same. ‘They shall also, on 
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or before the eighth day of each month, forward to the chief 
engineer a report giving the names, of new members, with 
their residence, occupation and age, also members discharged 
from the company. 

SEc. 5. It shall be the duty of the stewards whenever there 
is an alarm of fire given, to immediately repair to the station 
which is assigned him and after the apparatus has been re- 
moved therefrom, he shall close the station and repair to the 
scene of the fire and remain with the apparatus until he is 
relieved by the foreman, when he shall return to the station 
assigned him and prepare to receive the company. He shall 
see that the meeting halls of the companies are opened and in 
order for all meetings of the company, and shall see that the 
same are closed after such meetings adjourn, also to attend to 
all duties prescribed in Section 2 of these rules. 

Sec. 6. Membership of the companies shall be such as 
prescribed by the ordinances of the fire department of the 
city, and whenever a vacancy occurs, the company shall pro- 
ceed to fill the same by electing new members at their next 
regular meeting. 

SEC. 7. The members of the several companies shall, 
upon an alarm of fire, proceed promptly to the place of the 
fire with their apparatus, in an orderly manner, report to the 
officer in command of the company and perform any duty 
that may be required of them. ‘They shall remain on duty 
until relieved by orders which shall be given by the officer in 
command only. 

Sec. 8. The members of all companies shall respect and 
obey all orders from officers of their company or superiors in 
rank. | 
SEC. 9. When any member shall leave the department, he 
shall thereupon return all property in his possession belong- 
ing to the department, to the clerk of his company, who shall 
make a record of the same. Any member failing to comply 
with this section shall have the amount deducted from his 
pay. 

SEC. 10. Order and decorum will be preserved when go- 
ing to and from an alarm. ‘There shall be no careless or 
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reckless driving or racing. To guard against collision and 
accident, the utmost care shall be exercised; they shall not 
be allowed to run on the sidewalks with the apparatus. 

SEC. 11. Atall fires the officer in command of the first com- 
pany atriving, shall, in the absence of the chief engineer or 
an assistant, and until their arrival, act as chief engineer, and 
be obeyed and respected accordingly. The men are required 
to move quickly, and obey orders promptly and without criti- 
cism. The officers in charge of the several companies shall, 
immediately on their arrival at a fire, report to the officer in 
command and remain for orders. No company shall leave 
the fire grounds or take the apparatus of which they have 
charge, therefrom without the order or permission of the officer 
incommand. Any neglect, disobedience of orders, or disre- 
spect to officers, shall be reported to the chief engineer. No 
member shall willfully or maliciously, direct a stream of 
water upon any fireman or citizen. All disputes which may 
arise between companies or individual firemen when on duty, 
shall be settled by the engineer in command. 

Src. 12. Companies arriving at a fire and finding a line 
of hose already laid, will connect, éu¢ wzl/ not /ay their lines 
until they have reported to the officer in command for orders. 
Companies connecting with hydrants should attach two 
gates. Any hose company arriving ata fire and finding an 
incomplete line of hose laid froma hydrant, shall attach to 
and lengthen out such line, until the fire is reached. In all 
cases the company attaching to such hydrant shall be entitled. 
to the pipe, unless otherwise ordered by an _ engineer. 
Loaned hose will be reported only by the company by which 
it is used. 

SEC. 13. While on duty at fires, the greatest degree of 
silence compatible with a proper discharge of duty will be 
required. No profane or ungentlemanly language, or dis- 
orderly conduct will be allowed on part of any officer or mem- 


ber when on duty. No spirituous or malt liquors will be 


allowed in any station of the department. If any member 
shall enter any station of the department intoxicated, 
or become intoxicated at a fire, he shall be dismissed from the 
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department. No gambling of any kind will be allowed in any 
station of the department. 

SEC. 14. The foremen of companies will prevent all per- 
sons, other than members of the department, making the fire 
stations a place of common resort, and they will require all 
persons visiting the stations to behave in a becoming man- 
ner. 

SEC. 15. No unnecessary work shall be performed in any 
of the stations of the department on Sunday. 

Src. 16. No company will be allowed to take its appara- 
tus from the station except in case of a fire, without the con- 
sent of an engineer. No member of the department will be 
allowed to make any alterations in, or additions to, any of 
the stations or apparatus of the department without permis- 
sion of an engineer. 

SEC. 17. No property belonging to the department shall 
be loaned for any purpose whatever, except by permission of 
an engineer. 

SEc. 18. Foremen of the companies shall see that the fol- 
lowing fines for non-attendanice are rigidly enforced: 


For absence from fires, $1 00 
alarms, 50 
monthly and special meetings, 50 
annual meeting, I 0O 


SEc. 19, All fines shall be turned into the treasury of the 
company, to be used for its benefit, and shall be disposed of 
in such manner as the company from time to time determine, 
at any regular or special meeting, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present. 


SEc. 20. No balls, parties or social gatherings of any de- 
scription shall be held in any building of the department, 
except by permission from the board of engineers. 


SEC. 21. No bell of the department shall ring for any reg- 
ular meeting, except the bell connected with the Hook & 
Ladder house on Pleasant street, which shall be rung at 6.45. 
Pp. M. and 7 Pp. M.on the night of such meeting, by the steward 
or some one of the department, designated by him.

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Sec. 22. At such fires where the necessity of turning 


water through the hose is not needed, the fine for non- 
attendance shall be the same as for an alarm; any member 
turning water through the hose for the purpose of increasing 
the fines, shall be dismissed from the department. 


Sec. 23. If any member of a company should overtake a 
company on their way toa fire with their apparatus, that 
need their assistance, they shall render such assistance to 
such company at once for the purpose of arriving at the scene 
of fire, with such apparatus the nearest to a fire. 


Sec. 24. The foreman or acting foreman of companies 
may, twenty minutes after an alarm of fire is given, at any 
places when with their apparatus, have the roll called for 
such alarm. No member shall be dismissed from duty until 
the roll has been called at their station on return from alarms 
of fires. 


Sec. 25. Any member of the department having been 
reported absent three times in succession from either alarms 
of fires or meetings, his absence shall be considered good 
cause for his discharge from the department, 


SEc. 26. Each company may have two substitutes to take 
the place of members of the company, absent from the city or 
disabled by sickness. The substitute must act and abide by 
all the rules and regulations of the department. Any mem- 
ber expecting to be absent from the city for more than 15 
days shall procure a substitute to the acceptance of the chief 
engineer. The substitute must sign an agreement to answer 
all alarms of fire for the time he is substituted. Such mem- 
bers procuring a substitute must also notify the foreman of 
his company. ‘The pay of substitutes shall be deducted from 
the pay of the principal for whom he serves, for his time of 
services. Members in case of sickness shall send notifica- 
tion to the foreman of their company, who shall procure a 
substitute to take the place of such member; his pay shall 
be as herein prescribed. 


SEC..27. The foremen of companies shall cause these 
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rules and regulations to be read at the regular mont 
ings of January and July each year, 4 aay

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REPORT OF STREET COMMISSIONER.

Lo fis Honor the Mayor and the City Councils: 


In accordance with custom and the requirements of the 
city ordinances, I herewith submit the annual report of the 
highway department, together with a report of the expenses 
of bridges that have come under the supervision of the Street 
Commissioner, for the year ending March tst., 1897.

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I would call the attention of your honorable body to the 
appropriation made for 1896 and 1897, and the different items 
of expense to be met from them. ‘The amount appropriated 
for roads and bridges was $7,000. I think this is as small an 
amount as has been expended for a number of years, when 
there has been nothing to call for an extra expenditure. 

You will bear in mind that in the spring of 1896, we had 
the worst freshet known in the history of this town, taking 
away every bridge in the city but the Maine bridge into 
Berwick, and badly damaging that; also washing out streets 
in different sections of the city, so that it has taken thousands 
of loads of gravel to make them passable. 

One large item of expense is the spring and fall cleaning 
of the streets and carting away of the coal ashes and rubbish. 
Another item which must come from this appropriation is the 
care and maintenance of watering troughs, with the re-set- 
ting of the one on Market street, and the new fountain on 
Washington street, it has been this year about $265.00. 

Other items of expense are the cleaning of sewers and catch 
basins, which should be done after every shower. 

The cost of tools, repairs and supplies for the department, 
the rent of building for storing tools and machinery, the care 
of snow and ice, which, while keeping the roads passable 
leaves nothing to show for the money expended. All of 
these expenses aggregated amount to quite a sum and leaves 
but little for permanent work on the streets. Still there has 
been considerable work accomplished of a permanent nature; 
the cutting down of Maple street has been completed and the 
street graded and put in good condition the entire length. 
Page street has also been graded and fixed, South street has 
been graded the entire length and Portland street has been 
put in good condition, as has also a part of Franklin street, 
Garden street and a part of Fremont street has been filled 
and raised about 18 inches, and very much improved. 

By direction of the street committee the Indigo Hill 
road in the Brick-vard district has been cut down about four 
feet, and the grade used to fill Second street, in the Brick- 
yard, which very much improved both streets. 
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Lincoln street which had been badly washed out by a heavy 
rain has been graded the entire length, which required 180 
loads of gravel. Hamilton, Noble, Grove, Highland, Bea- 
con and Prospect streets have been put in good condition 
twice and some of them three times. The loose condition of 
the earth caused from digging them up to lay water and 
sewer pipes, together with cross digging for service pipes, 
house sewer connections, repairing of gas pipes and the heavy 
rains of the summer and fall have kept these streets in poor 
condition, which required the services of several men most 
of the time to keep them passable. There has also been 
a large amount of work done on High, Union, Green, Tre- 
mont, Depot, Main and Myrtle streets to put them in con- 
dition after digging them up for sewerage. 

The outside districts have not had the amount of work and 
care which properly belongs to them, owing to the amount 
of work in the city and shortage of funds. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The sidewalks of the city are in very bad condition, many 
of them are concreted and are badly cut and broken and 
should be replaced with good, substantial material. Many 
of the brick walks need relaying and new edge stones. 
There has been about 350 feet of edging set on Grand street, 
85 feet on High street and 85 square yards of brick walk laid 
on same. 


MACADAM. 


There has not been any macadamizing done this season, as 
the bridge to the stone crusher was carried away in the 
spring freshet. As there was some trouble about the title to 
land on which the stone crusher sat, which was not settled 
until late, the committee thought it not advisable to attempt 
any work so late in the fall. Main street from Washington 
to Franklin streets should be macadamized as early as possi- 
ble in the spring; also Market and High streets should be 


295 


-macadamized this coming season. The amount appropriated 


for this department which was $2,000, the councils disposed 
of as they thought best. 


STORAGE. 


At the first of the year the city was hiring storage for 
steam roller and road machine, of P: L. Morin at an expense 
of $75 per year, and also another room on Broad street for 
tools, at an expense of $12 per year; these have both been 
given up and the committee have secured room for all the 
storage purposes from the Somersworth Machine Co. in the 
old foundry building, at considerable less expense. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Having in view the best interest of the city, I would rec- 
ommend that there be appropriated an amount for macadam 
work, which will make a substantial showing. 

I would also recommend and urge the importance of the 
city owning at least one pair of good horses, as there is work 
enough for them every day in the year; in the winter season 
they are needed for breaking and sanding sidewalks, and in 
summer their is work for six horses. 

In conclusion I desire to return my thanks to his honor, the 
mavor, and the city councils, the committees on streets and 
sidewalks, and roads and bridges, for their courtesies and 
consideration in dealing with matters relating to the highway 
department.

BLACK WATER BROOK BRIDGE. 


As there had been some criticism in regard to this bridge, 
and the amount of cost of the same, I would like to make a 
statement in regard to it. 

This bridge is located on the main road from Rochester to 
Dover in the Black Water district; the road was laid out and 
the bridge built in 1840, since which time, I am informed by 
citizens living in the vicinity, it has fell in five times ; it was 
rebuilt about twelve years ago at quite an expense to the 
town. The abutments were ina soft blue clay bottom, with 
scatcely any backing to support them; the abutments were 
36 feet long and 13 feet high, with a light wooden top, which 
gave them no support. The wing walls extended out on 
each side of the road about 75 feet. The bridge has been in 
bad condition for sometime and should have been relayed two 
years ago, but, as I am informed, the committee thought that 
they could not afford it that year. The bridge fell into the 
brook the last part of April, when the frost went out, and the 
road had to be fenced up to stop travel. 

Two members of the street committee and two of the bridge 
committee examined the bridge and decided it would be best 
to build a permanent stone bridge; they asked for proposals 
for doing the work ; there were but two parties who gave 
any figures, Messrs. Spence & Coombs and W. L. Elder & 
Co. 


Spence & Coombs proposition was to lay the abutment six 
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feet apart and eight feet high to be covered with stone. They 
were to do the digging out and laying stone, the city to do 
the grading. Their figures for the amount they proposed to 
do was $450. 


W. LL. Elder’s bid for the whole job complete was $1,000. 
The committee thought it would be as well for the city to do 
the job. We started on the work May 11, and it was com- 
pleted June 25. 


All of the stone was removed from the abutments, and the 
soft clay removed three feet below the bed of the brook; the 
abutments were laid up six feet at the bottom, five feet thick 
at the top; they are thirty-five feet long, eight feet apart and 
nine feet high, covered with good split granite eleven feet 
long, sixteen inches thick and two feet wide. There is about 
four feet of earth on top of the covering. A stone bridge of 
this kind should be good for the next hundred years. 

The wing walls were all relayed, which required a large 
amount of stone, as they were very poorly built.

REPORT OF CHAIRMAN OF SCHOOL 
BOARD. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., February 19, 1897. 
To His Hlonor the Mayor and City Councils: 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with requirements of the 
ordinances, I submit herewith the report of the public 
schools of the city for the year ending February 15, 1897. 

Appended hereto, and made a part of this report, are the 
reports of the several sub-committees, together with the re- 
port of the secretary. The report of the committee on 
finance and claims will give you an itemized account of the 
expenditures for the year. ‘The other reports will give you a 
synopsis of the work covered in the several grades. 

Mr. R. W. Shapleigh, who was elected as chairman of this 
board, was stricken down sick last November, and has been 
unable to attend to the duties of his office since. It was 
deemed advisable by the board to elect an acting chairman, 
and on February 3rd I was chosen to serve for the balance of 
the year. 

Under the circumstances, I am not competent to give to 
your honorable bodies such a report as is due. 

From the records I give you a few statistics : 

The whole number of scholars enrolled in the schools at 
present is 851, divided as follows: 


High, 57 
Grammar, 190 
Primary, 538 
Ungraded, 66 


To the above may be added the 200 pupils who attended 
the evening school. 
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At the close of the school year in 1896, there was gradu- 
ated from the grammer school a class of thirty-two, twenty- 
four of whom are now in the high school. 

A class of ten was graduated from the high school at the 
same time, four of whom are now taking courses in advanced 
schools. 

I would commend to your consideration the matter of re- 
modelling the high school building. ‘The report of the com- 
mittee on finance and claims enlarges on the subject, and 
ways and means should be provided very soon to do this 
work. 

Another matter to which I wish to call special attention, is 
the value of a superintendent to direct the work in the 
schools. The school board is unanimous in support of this 
idea, and it must be evident to anyone who will give the sub- 
ject even a casual investigation, that money expended along 
this line would be an investment which the city can profita- 
bly make. It is earnestly hoped that the councils will make 
provision for the employment of a suitable person who shall 
give some part of his time each week to a supervision of the 
school work.

REPORT OF FINANCE AND CLAIMS COMMITTEE 


SOMERSWORTH, February 19, 1897. 


Lo the Chairman and Members of the School Board of the 
City of Somersworth, N. H.: 


GENTLEMEN :—Your committee on finance and claims beg 
to submit the following report of their doings for the fiscal 
year just closed. 

At the beginning of the year the city councils placed to the 
credit of the department of public instruction, for the year 
1896-97, $17,000. 

The expense of maintaining the department has been met 
out of the above appropriation; the several accounts charg- 
ed with the following amounts show the cost of supporting the 
different branches of the department.

Your committee have endeavored to keep the several build- 
ings in as good repair as possible, consistent with the best 
interests of the city. 

The rooms in the Orange street school have been whitened, 
giving them a brighter and more cheerful appearance, and 
adding much to their sanitary condition. A new picket 
fence has been built between the city’s land and the proper- 
ty of the abutters on the North side, a much needed repair. 
The expense is proportionately borne by the city and the 
abutters. 

The Orange street building was built about 25 years ago, 
since which time it has not been re-shingled. As a natural 
consequence the roof leaks badly, and your committee have 
purchased a sufficient quantity of No. 1 cedar shingles, and 
the same should be laid as early next spring as the weather 
will permit. Care should be exercised in the selection of a 
suitable mechanic to do this work, as there are a great many 
valleys and hips, and unless the work is done by someone 
with experience, trouble and expense are sure to follow. At 
best this roof is sure to give annoyance, and this matter in a 
few years will demand the committee’s careful consideration. 

The style of this roof has long been condemned, and it will 
be the duty of future committees to make the best of a bad 
matter. 

The Union building, built recently, needs little repairing, 
and we have expended only such sums here as were necessa- 
ry to keep the rooms sweet and clean. 

The heating apparatus continues to give dissatisfaction, 
and we commend this subject to the careful consideration of 
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our successors. The system has been given a thorough test, 
and we are firmly convinced that it cannot be made to work 
satisfactorily. The expense of operating this plant is greatly 
in excess of what the cost would be to operate an ordinary 
tubular boiler, and the results are not nearly as good. We 
recommend a change to steam heating. 

The condition of the high school building has been a 
source of concern to us. It is an old building, not adapted 
to the needs of the high and grammar schools at the present 
time, and to meet the demands for better accommodations and 
more room, must soon be remodelled. 

Your committee, realizing that the condition of the build- 
ing is such, that, to make the necessary changes, would in- 
volve the outlay of a large amount of money, beyond that set 
apart for the use of the department, and believing that it 
can be but a very few years before demands will be made 
for better accomodations, when a special appropriation must 
be made to put the building in proper shape, have deemed it 
unwise to spend any money there more than what was abso- 
lutely necessary. 

We have considered the matter of putting a sanitary sys- 
tem in the basement, and would have begun on the work last 
fall had not the ground closed up and prevented digging to 
advantage for sewer. By this arrangement we would do 
away with the unsightly nuisance back of the schocl build- 
ing. We recommend that the work be begnn early next 
year and completed as ‘soon as possible. Any alteration in 
the building that may be made later will not disturb this 
arrangement, which would be a permanent improvement. 

The property of the city under the charge of this depart- 
ment is well. insured in standard companies. The policies 
expire during the coming year, and provision must be made 
to take care of the premiums.

REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE ON MUSIC AND DRAWING.

SOMERSWORTH, N. H., February 19, 1897. 


To the Chatrman and Members of the School Board of the 
City of Somersworth, N. H.: 


GENTLEMEN:—The close of the year finds the music and 
drawing in our schools under the same supervision as last 
year, Mrs. M. E. Robinson teacher of music, and Miss Ethel 
S. Chute teacher of drawing. 

These teachers are always looking for high ideals, and an 
earnest, conscientious effort is made by each to extract from 
the pupil the very best that is in him. 

As we consider the superiority of the modern methods of 
instruction in the schools, over those of twenty years ago, 
in these lines of work, and know that the pupil of to-day has 
a decided advantage over those of the past, we are compelled 
to say to all the scholars from the lowest grade tothe highest, 
through the medium of this report: ‘‘Be as clay in the hands 
of your teachers: respond to every impression made upon 
you by them: study to show yourselves workmen that need 
not be ashamed: grow in your work, and when you close your 
school duties, there will have been unfolded in your life 
talents which could not have been otherwise acquired.’’ 

We wish the parents and all those interested in public 
school music would visit the schools and trace the work 
through the various grades. The presence of such would 
incite to better and more earnest effort. 
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At the commencement of the September term the ‘‘Normal 
Music Course,’’ which has been used since the adoption of 
music into the public schools of the city, was exchanged for 
the ““Natural Music Course’’ in the primary grade. The 
change has proved perfectly satisfactory and beneficial. The 
‘‘Natural Course’’ in arrangement is systematic and concise, 
inasmuch as it furnishes in printed form, such matter as has 
required a large amount of board work on the part of teach- 
ers in the past, with the old charts and books. 

We append quotations kindly furnished by Mrs. Robinson, 
which we feel will be interesting: 

‘‘Music as a branch of study, worthy a place in our public 
schools, must be used as a means to anend, It must be so 
taught as to serve as a valuable aid in the physical, mental 
and moral culture of the pupil. That it can be so taught has 
been proven conclusively. 

“Tam pleased to note the marked improvement that has 
been made in the lower grades in sight reading and rythm. 
Some of the classes have mastered the intervals (in the 
octave.)’’ 

This work*begins in the first year. 

‘*So far as has been possible individual work has been re- 
quired: also tests in dictation, both oral and written. 

‘The study of chromatics was introduced much earlier in 
the year than formerly, and we find it an advantage. 

“Tn addition to the regular work in the grammar grades, 
and to awaken a new line of thought and interest, musical 
form, and the analysis and interpretation of songs has been 
studied. 

‘‘My time for music is limited in the High School, but we 
touch upon music as a fine art, its origin, musical history, 
national songs, etc., and as far as practicable, study the com- 
position of the best writers of music. 

“In all grades, tone, quality, and enunciation have re- 
ceived attention. Breath control and calesthenics have not 
been overlooked. Make deep breathing a habit and more 
has been done for the pupil than can possibly be done by any 
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other means. It is a vital factor, and one which every teach- 
er should emphasize. ; 

‘‘Notwithstanding the multiplicity of studies in our schools, 
the influence of musi¢ is apparent in all, and helps to develop 
and stimulate mental activity, thus preparing the way for 
other studies. It also acts as an agent in leading to better 
living and thinking.”’ 

Generous quotations are also added from report furnished 
by Miss Chute. 

‘“The work in most of the schools has been of such a nature 
that Iam much encouraged. Weare all doing better work 
than that of last year. 

‘“ Several new features have been introduced this year. In 
addition to work with the pencil, brushes, dipped in ink, - 
have been used for plant drawing in afew rooms. ‘Theresults 
‘obtained from this have been excellent. The training in the 
use of a new instrument has been of great value to the pupils 
and I recommend that next year, brushes be supplied to all 
the classes from grade four to the high school. 

‘‘More attention is paid to color in the grammar grades 
than last year. 

‘“‘ Lessons in which the pupil studies good works of art, for 
the purpose of finding out the reasons for their excellence, 
seem as important to me as lessons in which the pupil makes 
pictures of his own. The two go hand in hand, one must help 
the other. For this purpose, I asked that the schools might be 
supplied with a set of photographs of pictures by the best 
masters, about thirty in all, three or four for each grade. These 
you have been kind enough to purchase, and I am sure that 
an improvement in drawing, an appreciation of good pictorial 
art, and a refining of the taste in general will result. We are 
also studying the best illustrators in the current magazines, 
beginning that study in grade three. 

‘“In the high school, the work must of course, be qnite ad- 
vanced, and there are some who cannot performit well. This 
keeps the classes back. I believe that the work in the grades 
below the high should be so simple that all can perform it, on 
account of its general educationalvalue. But, just as the pupil 
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wben he reaches the high school, is allowed to choose those stu- 
dies which are best adapted to his capabilities and his plans for 
after life, so, drawing should accompany only those courses 
where it will be of direct benefit, and be an optional study in 
the others. 

‘I would recommend that a series of photographs, illus- 
trating the growth of ornament as applied to architecture, be 
supplied to the high school, also charcoal materials and a few 
plaster casts, as models. 

‘“An art magazine has been supplied to the high school, 
which will, I am sure, interest the pupils and help their own 
efforts toward artistic work.’’ 

Mrs. Robinson and Miss Chute gratefully acknowledge the 
hearty co-operation of the teachers, and the willing spirit they 
have manifested in taking up and helping forward thestudies. 

It is exceedingly gratifying to the committee to know that 
jn these branches of study our schools are making apparent 
progress, and in this particular state of mind, we respectfully 
submit the report.

The general health of pupils has been good and there has 
been very little absence from school on account of sickness 
the past year.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE FOR HIGH SCHOOL 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., February 19, 1897. 
To the Chairman and Members of the School Board of the 

City of Somersworth, N. H.: 

GENTLEMEN: —The total number of pupils at present 
enrolled in the high school is 57, divided as follows: Fresh- 
man class 24, sophomore class 6, junior class 19, senior class 
8. 

It is expected that the class entering next fall will be about 
35: 

The work of the school has been continued along about the 
same lines of work that have been laid down. 

We consider the work done during the year very satisfac- 
tory both in amount and quality. A new corps of teachers 
took the school at the beginning of the fall term. They ap- 
pear to be very successful, and the relations between teachers 
and pupils are pleasant. 

It will be impossible to get the best results in the English 
course, or bring the school up to the proper standard until 
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Suitable room can be provided for doing class work, in 
both physical and chemical experiments. This committee 
would urge upon the school board the necessity of attending 
to the matter of better class rooms. ‘The one session plan has 
been continued, and works well if pupils do the proper 
amount of work outside of school hours, but. this must be 
done to keep up the standard of scholarship, and the co-oper- 
ation of parents is earnestly desired in this matter. 

Some additions have been made to the reference library 
and it is hoped that the pupils will make frequent use of 
these books as great help in their work can be gotten in this 
way.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON GRAMIMAR SCHOOL. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., February 19, 1897. 
To the Chairman and Members of the School Board of the 

City of Somersworth, N. F1.: 

GENTLEMEN:—The work has been continued through the 
past year along very much the same lines as in the previous 
year. 

We are following out the plan of doing less work in com- 
mercial arithmetic and more in the practical, general arith- 
metic. The course in book-keeping has been somewhat 
shortened, as your committee believe that what is necessary 
in this study is the laying of a good foundation by thorough 
drill in the principles of debit and credit, and the proper 
keeping of cash account, leaving the detail of the work to be 
acquired by the scholar by practice, as in active business 
nearly every merchant or manufacturer has his own form. 
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The course in arithmetic will be still further revised very 
soon and a new course in geography arranged covering the 
grades from 6th to 8th, and possibly 9th inclusive. 

Geography is not now taught above the 7th grade, but we 
think a longer course will be very beneficial with the text- 
book now in use. 

The amount of work accomplished in the grammar grades 
the past year has been quite satisfactory. 

The schools in these grades are crowded; there are 190 
pupils in four rooms. In three rooms there are two grades 
taught; previous to this year, in only one room has there 
been two, that of Mr. J. D. Montgomery. 

The situation will probably be much worse at the begin- 
ning of another school year, next September. A building, 
for a grammar school, in which all the grades can have rooms 
is much needed, and the best results cannot be obtained until 
this is brought about and the grades all placed under one 
head. 

Your committee sincerely hope that the time is not far dis- 
tant when such a building may be provided.

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which shall add beauty and strength to the construction of 
intelligent manhood and womanhood. ! 

Your committee have endeavored to find out the weak 
places and to strengthenthem. In looking over the work, we 
found that at several points too much ground was being cov- 
ered to admit of thorough work -being done; in view of this, 
your committee recommended a revision of the work, and this 
has been done. In making this change, ample time has been 
given for review work at the beginning of each school year. 
With the change better results may be expected. 

The number of pupils in this department is five hundred 
and thirty-eight. We would call attention to the fact of the 
lack of room for the ever increasing number of pupils in the 
first grade. Steps should be taken to provide ample accomo- 
dation for all these little ones. 

We cannot speak too highly of the good work which the 
teachers of this department are doing; the most of them, hav- 
ing chosen this work as their life work, can be trusted to do 
their best. We feel that this department has taken no back- 
ward steps during the past year.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON EVENING SCHOOL 


SOMERSWORTH, N.H., February 19, 1897. 
To the Chairman and Members of the School Board of the 
City of Somersworth, N. H.: 


GENTLEMEN :—Your special committee appointed at a 
meeting of the school board held September: 14, 1896, to 
examine into the advisability of opening an evening school 
for the benefit of those children, between the ages of twelve 
and sixteen years, whose parents or guardians are not able to 
send them to the day schools, would report as follows : 

After a very careful consideration of the case, your com- 
mittee reported in favor of ‘such a school, and the Orange 
street building as the place in which to hold its sessions. 
This report was approved by the board, and a school was 
opened on the evening of October 6th with an attendance of 
about two hundred, the average for the term being one hun- 
dred and seventy five. 

The school was divided as nearly as possible into four 
classes or grades, four rooms being used for their accommo- 
dation. 

The sessions were held Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday evenings of each week, from 7 until 9 o’clock, 
during the term of eleven weeks. 

Many of the scholars made excellent progress under the 
careful guidance of an able corps of teachers, consisting of Miss 
Emily Z. Kendall, Miss Lillian Weeden, Miss Etta Martin 
and Miss Emma de 1’Etoile, all of whom are teaching in our 
day schools, with the exception of Miss de l’Etoile, who was 
graduated from our high school last year.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TRUANCY. 


SOMERSWORTH, N. H., February 19, 1897. 


To the Chairman and Members of the School Board of the 

City of Somersworth, N. H.: 

GENTLEMEN:—More attention has been given to this de- 
partment the past year than is usual. While much has been 
accomplished things are far from being satisfactory. The at- 
tempt has been made to place within the schools as many as pos- 
sible of the children of school age who were found at work. 
From the first we were confronted by two things that greatly 
hindered us. One ofthese wasalack of room for those chil- 
dren who would properly belong in the first and second grades, 
and the other was the fact that children of ten, twelve, and 
fourteen years of age were not suitable associates for the much 
younger pupils found in these schools. Owing to this con- 
dition of things, your committee, after giving the matter some 
thought, decided that the best thing to do was to open an 
evening school for these children. This was done, and found 
to be a success both as to members and results. By the per- 
sistent effort of the truant officer all of the very young chil- 
dren have been removed from the factories, and no child of 
school age will be employed without a written permission 
from this officer. This enables us to keep the children in the 
schools for a longer period. The heads of departments in 
the several factories have greatly helped us in this reform 
movement. It would seem that a little ground might be 
gained and held every year, so that in the course of time a 
much better condition of things would be realized. 

Below will be found the report of your truant officer, show- 
ing some of the work done for the past year.

To the Chairman and Members of the School Board of the 
City of Somersworth, N. H.: 


GENTLEMEN :—The secretary of the school board herewith 
presents his report for the fiscal year ending February 15, 
1897: 

During the year my plan has been to be at the room of the 
board Tuesday atid Friday evenings of each week during 
the time the schools were keeping. Teachers send in orders 
for the various supplies wanted and these are counter- 
signed by the secretary and they get their supplies on Mon- 
days and Wednesdays. Think this arrangement has been 
quite satisfactory as teachers often call to bring up some 
matter that they may desire brought to the notice of the 
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board. ‘The method of collections by the teachers of money 
for breakage, loss or misuse of books has been continued, 
and in most cases, tuition is also collected by the teachers, 
the secretary furnishing them with the usual tuition bills. 
No changes have been made in the rates of tuition. The 
number of tuition scholars during fall term was two less than 
at spring term, and at the present time we have only three 
tuition scholars, one having dropped out at the end of fall 
term. 

All moneys received by the secretary during the fiscal year 
just closing, except the income from the Chandler fund, have 
been turned over to the city treasurer. Accompanying this 
report is a detailed statement of receipts and expenditures for 
the fiscal year just ended. 


CHANDLER FUND. 


I received from the former secretary $35.11, and this is the 
amount now in my hands, the income from this fund for the 
past year has not yet been received from the city. 

The accounts of the secretary have been audited by the 
city auditors, and their certificate will be found appended to 
the report.
